AVERAGES. 
How  to  Find  the  Batting  Averages. 

So  many  people  are  at  a  loss  to  figure  out  a  player's  batting 
average  that  a  table  has  been  compiled  showing  how  it  is  done. 

For  instance,  a  fan  asks  how  to  find  the  average  of  any 
player  and  he  is  told  to  divide  the  number  of  times  at  bat  into 
the  number  of  base  hits.  It  is  n6t  stated  that  to  do  this,  one 
must  ad  a  naught  to  do  this. 

To  show  just  how  the  batting  averages  are  figured,  follow 
this   style:

ATHLETICS  WIN  WORLD'S  TITLE. 


Smash  Famous  Cub  Machine  and  Take  Series  With 
Such  Ridiculous  Ease  as  to  Astonish  the  Experts.

Never  in  the  history  of  world's  championship  contests  in  base- 
ball has  any  club  triumphed  over  another  more  decisively  than  did 
the  Philadelphia  Americans  over  the  Chicago  Nationals  in  the 
series  of  1910,  and  from  the  birth  of  the  National  game  the  records 
show  no  parallel  for  the  astonishing  upset  of  expert  opinion  that 
was  involved  in  the  crushing  defeat  of  the  Cubs. 

Many  there  were,  of  course,  who  predicted  a  victory  for  the 
Athletics;  others,  more  conservative,  conceded  the  American  League 
the  best  chance  it  had  had  for  the  world's  honors  since  1906,  but 
the  vast  majority  of  players,  writers  and  fans  anticipated  a  Chi- 
cago triumph,  though  admitting  the  fight  would  be  a  hard  one. 
Even  among  those  who  sincerely  believed  the  Mackites  would  win, 
none  looked  for  such  a  runaway  or  such  a  farcically  one-sided  ex- 
hibition as  the  series  proved  to  be,  and  the  failure  of  the  Cubs  to 
give  the  string  of  games  even  the  semblance  of  a  real  contest  was 
the  most  disappointing  feature  that  has  developed  in  years  of 
baseball. 

Four  victories  in  only  five  games  was  Connie  Mack's  quick  and 
convincing  method  of  demonstrating  the  superiority  of  his  Ameri- 
can League  pennant  winners  over  those  of  the  National.  In  the 
first,  second,  third  and  fifth  games  the  Athletics  were  returned 
winners  by  overwhelming  scores,  while  in  only  one  event,  the 
fourth,  were  the  Cubs  able  to  turn  the  tables,  and  even  then  they 
were  forced  to  fight  ten  innings  for  their  victory. 

Further  evidence  of  the  superiority  of  the  Mackmen  is  con- 
tained in  the  fact  that  whatever  advantage  there  may  be  in  play- 
ing on  the  home  grounds  was  on  the  side  of  the  Cubs,  for  three  of 
the  five  events  took  place  in  Chicago,  as  a  result  of  unfavorable 
weather  conditions  necessitating  a  change  in  the  schedule  and 
making  it  necessary  to  play  the  fifth  game  in  Chicago  on  Sunday, 
October  23,  instead  of  in  Philadelphia  on  Saturday,  October  22. 

While  the  Cubs  were  outplayed  in  all  departments,  and  there 
was  no  branch  of  the  game  in  which  the  Athletics  did  not  show 
marked  superiority  over  their  rivals,  it  must  be  said  that  Phila- 
delphia's victory  was  due  in  the  main  to  the  great  work  of  their 
pitchers.  Rather  must  it  be  attributed  to  the  difference  in  the 
pitching  strength  of  the  two  clubs,  or  the  inferior  work  of  the  Cub 
flingers,  coupled  with  the  good  form  displayed  by  Mack's  heavers. 
Unless  young  Cole  may  be  excepted,  not  one  man  on  the  Chicago 
slab  staff  showed  anything  that  the  Philadelphia  hitters  could  noi. 
clout  all  over  the  lot.  Overall,  Brown,  Mclntire,  Richie,  Reulbach 
and  Pfiester  all  were  hammered  in  turn,  and  with  such  inferior 
pitching  to  bat  against — pitching  that  is  proven  inferior  by  the  fact 
that  the  Athletics  as  a  team  batted  for  the  remarkable  average  of 


.317 — it  is  small  wonder  that  the  Athletics  won  so  easily  behind  the 
grand  flinging  of  Coombs  and  Bender. 

Those  two  were  all  that  Mack  used  in  the  whole  series,  but  he 
needed  no  more.  Coombs  was  the  iron  man  in  the  series,  pitching 
no  less  than  three  of  the  five  games  and  winning  them  all,  thus 
duplicating  the  performance  of  Mathewson  in  1905  and  of  Adams 
in  1909.  Coombs  improved  as  he  went  along  and  was  better  with 
each  succeeding  game,  proving  himself  to  be  a  pitcher  who  thrives 
on  work.  In  his  first  game,  the  second  of  the  series,  on  October 
18,  at  Philadelphia,  Coombs  was  clearly  off  color  and  gave  any- 
thing but  a  finished  exhibition.  No  less  than  twenty- two  Cubs 
reached  first  base,  nine  of  them  on  bases  on  balls,  so  that  the 
pitcher  was  fortunate  to  come  out  victorious,  but  after  that  there 
was  never  any  doubt  as  to  Coombs  being  in  form  and  he  improved 
as  the  series  progressed,  downing  the  Cubs  for  the  third  time  in  the 
fifth  and  deciding  game  on  Sunday,  October  23. 

To  Bender  is  charged  the  only  defeat  suffered  Zy  the  Athletics 
in  the  series,  but  in  spite  of  that  the  "Chief's"  name  must  be 
enrolled  as  one  of  the  heroes  of  the  series,  for  in  the  opening  game 
at  Philadelphia,  on  October  17,  he  gave  one  of  the  greatest  exhibi- 
tions ever  seen  on  a  ball  field,  allowing  the  National  Leaguers  only 
one  hit  in  the  first  eight  innings.  That  performance,  no  doubt, 
went  a  great  way  toward  shaking  the  confidence  of  the  Cubs  and 
increasing  that  of  the  Athletics  so  that  it  must  be  said  to  have 
counted  for  a  great  deal  more  than  appears  on  paper. 

Throughout  the  series  the  Philadelphia  pitchers  were  supported 
in  sensational  style  by  the  other  members  of  the  team,  not  one 
player  pressed  into  service  by  Mack  failing  to  distinguish  himself 
at  some  stage.  The  work  of  Eddie  Collins  at  second  base,  at  bat 
and  on  the  bases — particularly  in  the  latter  department,  in  which 
he  baffled  nearly  every  "ctempt  of  the  mighty  Kling  to  prevent  him 
from  stealing — was  a  revelation  to  the  baseball  world  and  caused 
many  critics  to  hail  the  young  star  as  excelling  even  Evers  and 
Lajoie  as  a  guardian  of  the  Keystone  sack. 

Collins  led  ail  the  hitters  of  both  teams  with  the  wonderful 
average  of  .429. 

l  Next  to  him  for  hitting  honors  ranks  Baker,  the  Philadelphia 
third  baseman,  who  not  only  batted  for  .409  but  made  his  hits  at 
such  opportune  stages  that  he  was  really  one  of  the  biggest  fac- 
tors .n  the  Athletics'  triumph. 

Davis  and  Murphy  also  did  sterling  work  with  the  stick. 

Behind  the  bat  Thomas  upset  the  calculations  of  those  who 
;  had  figured  him  as  a  weak  spot  in  the  Philadelphia  defense,  for 
he  clearly  excelled  Kling  in  the  early  games  and  his  deadly  throw- 
ing to  bases  killed  nearly  every  attempt  of  the  Cub  runners  to 
steal. 

The  Cubs  played  poorly  in  all  departments  and  thus  added  to 
the  troubles  of  their  badly-going  pitchers.  It  had  been  generally 
expected  that  Evers  would  be  missed,  but  even  at  that  Zimmer- 
man failed  to  come  up  to  anticipations,  particularly  as  a  sticker, 
in  which  department  Chicago  rooters  had  hoped  he  would  make 
i  up  for  fielding  weaknesses. 

Chance,  Schulte  and  Tinker  were  the  oniy  Chicago  players  to 
bat  better  than  .300,  but  even  two  of  these  failed  to  perform  up 
to   their  usual  standards  in  other  departments. 

In  fact,  Tinker  may  be  said  to  have  been  the  only  member  of 
":he  Cub  team  to  play  the  kind  of  ball  to  be  expected  of  a  cham- 
pionship aggregation,  though  Archer  did  some  effective  work  when 
given  a  chance  in  Kling's   place  in   the  late  games. 


ATHLETICS  WIN  FIRST  GAME. 


Thanks  to  Bender's  Effective   Pitching  and   Baker's 

Timely  Batting. 

CHICAGO  NATIONALS  AT  PHILADELPHIA,  MONDAY,  OC- 
TOBER 17. — The  opening  game  of  the  1910  World's  Championship 
Series  was  played  at  Shibe  Park,  Philadelphia,  in  the  presence  of 
the  National  Commission  and  an  immense  assemblage  of  baseball 
notables  from  all  over  the  country  and  a  great  outpouring  of  the 
local  enthusiasts,  all  hopeful  of  and  eager  for  an  Athletic  victory. 
The  scene  at  the  beautiful  Shibe  Park  was  inspiring  and  apparently 
nerved  the  Athletics  to  their  best  efforts.  For  the  first  time  since 
1906  the  American  League  champions  won  the  initial  contest  in  a 
world's  Series.  The  contest  was  a  splendid,  though  not  perfect, 
exhibition  of  championship  ball,  but,  as  usual  in  World's  Series  con- 
tests, straight  baseball  was  played,  the  issue  being  put  up  to  the 
pitchers.  Bender,  the  wonderful  Indian,  justified  the  confidence  in 
him  by  reason  of  his  great  season's  work,  and,  as  in  1905,  won  his 
game  with  comparative  ease.  He  "had  everything,"  and  for  eight 
innings  was  unhittable.  In  that  period  but  one  hit  was  made  off 
him,  and  the  side  was  retired  in  order  in  every  inning.  It  was  not 
until  the  final  inning  that  a  muffed  foul  fly  by  Thomas  gave  the 
Cubs  an  opening  which  resulted  in  a  couple  of  hits  and  a  run. 
Bender  received  steady  and  at  times  brilliant  support,  and  at  no 
stage  of  the  game  did  the  Athletics  exhibit  the  slightest  sign  of 
that  stage  fright  which  Cub  supporters  had  predicted  and  ex- 
pected. Up  to  the  ninth  inning,  in  fact,  the  Athletics  played  with- 
out error.  The  Cubs  also  played  splendid  ball  and  their  record  was 
marred  by  but  one  misplay,  a  two-base  wild  throw  by  Mclntire  in 
the  eighth  inning,  which  cost  a  run.  The  great  Kling's  catching 
was  also  perfect,  and  the  only  base  stolen  on  him  was  due  to  his 
inability  to  handle  the  poorly-delivered  ball.  But  the  Cubs  were 
fatally  handicapped  from  the  start  by  their  inability  to  guage 
Bender's  delivery  and  Overall's  painful  lack  of  effectiveness,  in  fact, 
the  gigantic  pitchers  weak  pitching  practically  put  the  Cubs  out  of 
the  game  in  three  innings.  In  that  brief  space  of  time  he  gave  a 
base  on  balls  and  was  hit  for  two  doubles  and  four  singles,  which 
yielded  three  runs — enough  to  enable  the  Athletics  to  play  for 
safety  and  win  with  ease.  Mclntire,  who  relieved  Overall,  pitched 
superbly  until  the  ninth,  when  he  was  hit  for  the  only  safety.  The 
official  score:

ATHLETICS  WIN  SECOND, 


Thanks  to  Hard  Hitting  and  Brilliant  Work  by 

Collins. 

CHICAGO  AT  PHILADELPHIA,  TUESDAY,  OCTOBER  18.— 
The  second  game  of  the  World's  Series  was  a  weirdly-played,  but 
wildly- exciting,  game  until  the  seventh  inning,  when  the  Athletics 
knocked  out  Brown  by  the  greatest  display  of  hard  and  consecutive 
hitting  ever  witnessed  in  a  World's  Series  game,  scoring  six  runs  on 
three  doubles,  two  singles,  a  sacrifice  hit  and  a  base  on  balls,  aided 
by  a  muff  by  Sheckard.  Brown  was  fairly  effective  for  three  in- 
nings, but  after  that  weakened  so  perceptibly  that  the  final. catas- 
trophe caused  little  surprise;  and  the  only  reason  why  Manager 
Chance  kept  the  "Miner"  in  was  the  hope  that  the  grand  old  vet- 
eran's skill  and  cunning  would  pull  him  through,  as  it  has  so  often 
done  in  previous  crises.  It  is  possible  that  this  would  have  hap- 
pened once  had  Brown's  support  been  perfect,  inasmuch  as  two 
errors  by  Steinfeldt  in  the  third  inning  were  responsible  for  two 
runs,  giving  the  Athletics  the  lead  and  putting  the  Cubs  on  the  de- 
fensive. Aside  from  these  factors  in  defeat  the  Cubs  were  painfully 
lacking  in  offence,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  they  could  garner 
only  three  runs  on  eight  hits  and  nine  bases  on  balls,  and  had  14 
men  left  on  bases.  Coombs  was  very  unsteady  in  all  ways,  slipping 
up  on  two  fielding  chances  and  giving  nine  bases  on  balls,  but 
when  he  did  get  the  ball  over  he  was  unhittable,  and  he  tightened 
up  wonderfully  in  emergencies,  particularly  in  the  crucial  fifth, 
sixth  and  seventh  innings.  Barring  two  dropped  balls  by  Davis,  the 
support  accorded  Coombs  was  perfect.  The  official  score:

The  Cubs  Swept  Off  Their  Feet  by  Hard  Pounding 

of  Their  Pitchers. 

ATHLETICS  AT  CHICAGO,  THURSDAY,  OCTOBER  20.— The 
third  game  of  the  series  was  played  at  West  Side  Park,  Chicago,  in 
dark,  dismal  weather,  with  rain  falling  at  intervals  during  the 
game.  The  contest  resulted  in  a  decisive  defeat  for  the  Cubs,  who 
vainly  used  three  pitchers  to  stem  the  adverse  tide,  while  they 
were  once  more  baffled  by  Coombs,  who  came  back  for  a  second  trv 
at  the  Cubs  with  but  one  day's  rest.  He  was  unsteady  at  the  start, 
giving  two  bases  on  balls  and  yielding  three  hits  for  three  runs  in 
the  first  two  innings,  but  thereafter  the  Cubs  could  do  nothing  with, 
him,  getting  but  three  hits  during  the  balance  of  the  game,  and  but 
for  a  wild  pitch  in  the  eighth  inning  the  Chicagoans  would  not  have 
scored  after  the  second  inning.  He  received  brilliant  support  from 
catcher  Thomas  and  the  nsld  behind  him.

ATHLETICS  WIN  TITLE. 


Coombs  for  the  Third  Time  Proves  an  Insurmount- 
able Obstacle  to  the  Cubs. 

ATHLETICS  AT  CHICAGO,  SUNDAY,  OCTOBER  23.— This 
was  the  fifth  game  of  the  series,  and  proved  to  be  the  final  one,  as 
the  Athletics  for  the  third  time  in  the  memorable  series  won  it  by 
a  tremendous  one-inning  assault  upon  the  weak  defense  of  the  Na- 
tional League  champions.  Coombs  pitched  the  game,  and  the  vic- 
tory made  him  the  premier  pitcher  of  the  series,  with  three  vic- 
tories within  five  days — a  record  similar  to  Mathewson's,  made  in 
1905  singularly  against  the  very  club  which  now  furnishes  a  foil  to 
the  New  York  star.  To  Brown,  the  pitching  hero  of  two  World's 
Series,  and  technical  winner  of  the  Cubs'  only  victory  in  the  pres- 
ent series,  Manager  Chance  pinned  his  hope  of  one  more  victory. 
necessary  to  stave  off  irretrievable  defeat  and  to  give  the  Cubs 
further,  albeit  desperate,  chance  of  overtaking  the  flying  Athletics; 
and  to  Archer — thanks  to  his  fine  work  on  Saturday  and  Kling's 
impotence  with  the  bat — was  assigned  the  task  of  receiving  Brown 
and  checking  opposition  base-running.     The  Athletics  also  for  the 
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first  time  in  the  series  presented  a  change  in  lineup,  Manager  Mack 
giving  up  his  cherished  plan  of  going  through  the  series  with  two 
pitchers  and  no  team  changes,  in  order  to  end  the  battle  as  quickly 
and  decisively  as  possible.  Accordingly,  to  Coombs  was  assigned 
Lapp,  the  congenial  young  catcher  who  had  done  the  bulk  of  the 
receiving  for  him  during  the  season;  and  the  veteran  Hartzel  was 
substituted  for  young  Strunk,  who  in  previous  contests  had  shown 
no  ability  to  solve  Brown's  delrvery.

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THE  FINANCIAL  RESULT. 


The  Victors  Receive  $2,062.74  Each,  and  the  Losers 

$1,375.16  Each. 

The  receipts  of  the  1910  World's  Championship  Series  did  not 
quite  equal  the  record — made  by  Pittsburgh  last  year  when  the  at- 
tendance was  145,295  and  the  receipts  $188,302.50,  but  that  great 
total  was  for  seven  games,  whereas  the  Athletic- Chicago  series 
ended  with  the  fifth  game.  In  this  series  the  total  paid  attendance 
was  124.421,  and  the  total  receipts  $174,000.  Of  this  amount  the 
clubs'  share  was  $31,226.40  each;  the  National  Commission's  share 
was  $17,408.03,  and  the  players'  share  was  $79,071.93.  Of  this  60  per 
cent.,  or  $47,443.15  goes  to  the  winners,  and  $31,628.77  to  the  losers. 
As  there  are  23  players  on  each  team  eligible  to  participate,  each  of 
the  Athletics  was  entitled  in  round  numbers  to  $2,062.79  and  each 
Chicagoan  to  $1,375.16.  The  players'  total  was  increased  by  courtesy 
of  the  National  Commission,  which  ruled  that  in  the  event  of  a 
Sunday  game,  if  the  receipts  were  larger  than  those  of  any  previous 
day,  the  smallest  receipts  should  be  considered  as  accruing  to  the 
fifth  game  and  the  Sunday  receipts  accredited  to  the  fourth  contest, 
the  last  in  which  the  players  had  a  financial  share.  Following  are 
the  figures:

Manager  Clarke  Sets  New  Assist  Record, 

Manager  Fred  Clarke,  of  the  Pirates,  established  a  new  record 
in  a  game  with  Philadelphia  at  Forbes  Field,  Pittsburgh,,  August 
23,  1910,  in  having  four  put-outs  from  the  outfield.  The  record  of 
three  assists  has  been  made  several  times,  but  never  before  has  one 
man  had  four  in  a  single  game. 


Five  Sacrifice  Hits  Made  in  Succession. 

In  a  game  played  in  Washington,  E>.  C,  August  27,  1910,  Wade 
Killifer,  of  the  Senators,  established  a  record  in  sacrifice  hitting 
that  has  never  zeen  equaled.  He  sacrificed  four  times  in  succession 
in  the  first  game,  and  followed  it  by  making  his  fifth  sacrifice  in 
the  first  inning  of  the  second  game.  The  crowd  which  saw  the 
Washingtons  win  was  the  largest  even  seen  at  a  ball  game  in  this 
city,  about  12.000  being  in  the  enclosure  and  5,000  or  more  were 
turned  away  at  the  gates. 
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CHANGES  IN  PITCHING  RULES, 

The  Important  Alterations  Made  Regarding  How 

Twirlers  Worked  From  the  First  Game 

Until  the  Present  Day. 

By  way  of  giving  the  readers  an  insight  into  the  early  changes 
which  have  been  made  in  the  rules  since  baseball  began,  I  give 
below  a  description  of  the  action  taken  at  the  several  conven- 
tions bearing  upon  the  amendments  to  the  pitching  rules. 

Prior  to  1858  the  pitchers  had  everything  their  own  way.  They 
could  pitch  all  day  to  a  batter  if  they  chose,  as  they  were  not 
handicapped  in  any  way.  The  old  rules  sufficed  for  the  purposes 
of  the  half-organized  style  of  play  in  vogue  at  that  period. 

In  the  first  place,  the  ball  was  too  heavy  and  too  cumbersome 
in  size,  its  legal  dimensions  admitting  of  a  circumference  of  ten 
and  a  quarter  inches,  while  it  was  allowed  to  weigh  six  and  a 
quarter  ounces. 

The  pitcher's  position  was  undefined,  except  that  he  was  not 
to  step  beyond  a  line  fifteen  yards  from  the  home  base  and  four 
yards  in  length.  This  allowed  him  to  stand  at  such  an  angle 
to  the  batsman  as  would  oblige  him  to  hit  every  ball  to  third  or 
short.  The  pitcher  was  also  permitted  to  take  a  short  run  if  he 
liked  in  delivering  the  ball. 

In  1859  the  only  change  in  the  rules  was  that  the  ball  should 
be  reduced  in  weight  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  and  a  quarter  of  an 
inch  in  size. 

At  the  meeting  held  in  1860  the  size  of  the  ball  was  again 
reduced  in  size  and  weight  a  quarter  of  an  inch  and  a  quarter  of 
an  ounce. 

No  change  of  importance  regarding  the  pitching  rules  took 
place   in   1862. 

At  the  convention  of  1863  the  most  important  change  in  the 
pitching  rules  that  has  ever  been  acted  upon  took  place.  The 
first  change  was  requiring  the  pitcher  to  stand  within  a  space 
twelve  feet  by  three,  and  in  this  space  he  was  required  to  remain 
while  delivering  the  ball,  no  step  being  allowed  to  be  taken.  An- 
other important  rule  was  incorporated,  that  of  calling  balls  on 
the  pitcher  when  he  failed  to  pitch  fairly  to  the  batter.  Previous 
to  the  adoption  of  this  new  rule  the  batter  was  the  sufferer,  for 
"strikes"  could  be  called  on  him  for  refusing  to  strike  at  fair 
balls,  while  the  pitcher  could  send  unfair  balls  with  impunity. 
The  new  rule  equalized  matters. 

In  the  meeting  of  1867  the  rule  which  prevented  the  pitcher 
from  taking  a  step  when  in  the  act  of  pitching  was  changed.  At 
that  time  the  batter  could  step  up  or  back  in  the  act  of  hitting, 
and  the  pitchers  claimed  if  that  was  permitted  it  was  a  big  hand- 
icap to  them  to  stand  still.  So  they  were  permitted  to  take  one 
step   when    delivering   the   ball. 

In  1871  the  weight  of  the  ball  was  reduced  to  five  and  one- 
quarter  ounces  and  from  nine  and  a  half  to  nine  or  nine  and  one- 
quarter  inches  in  circumference,  and  contained  one  ounce  of  rub- 
ber. The  rule  permitting  the  batter  to  call  for  a  high  or  low 
ball    was    also    introduced.      if    the    pitcher    persisted    in    making 
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balks,  the  umpire  could  have  called  balls  on  him  until  three 
men  had  received  their  base  on  balls,  and  then,  if  the  pitcher 
still  insisted  in  pitching  unfairly,  the  game  could  be  forfeited. 

During  the  fall  meeting  of  1872  the  rules  for  1873  were 
changed  to  read,  "The  pitcher  shall  stand  within  a  square  box 
six  feet  either  way,  forty-five  feet  from  the  plate."  The  rule  com- 
pelling the  pitcher  to  pitch,  not  throw  or  jerk,  the  ball  was 
changed,  which  allowed  the  pitcher  to  pitch  or  send  the  ball  in 
with  a  jerk  or  give  it  an  additional  impetus  in  speed  by  the 
peculiar  action  of  the  wrist  or  elbow,  known  as  the  underhand 
throw.  In  doing  this  his  arm  must  swing  nearly  perpendicularly 
at  the  side  of  the  body,  for,  if  he  extended  it  from  his  side,  so 
that  the  hand  holding  the  ball  was  raised  above  the  hip,  it  be- 
came a  "round-arm"  delivery,   which  was  prohibited. 

The  only  change  in  the  pitching  rules  was  placing  the  pitcher 
back  to  fifty  feet  and  making  the  box  four  by  six  feet.  These 
were  the  only  changes  made  from  1873  until  188  3.  This  year 
the  rule  of  a  batter  walking  to  first  on  nine  balls  was  reduced 
to  eight. 

In  1881  the  rule  of  eight  bad  balls  was  reduced  to  seven,  when 
a  batter  took  first. 

At  the  December  meeting,  held  in  1882.  several  changes  were 
made  in  the  rules,  the  most  important  one  being  "permitting  the 
pitcher  to  pitch  a  ball  at  any  nlace  below  the  shoulder."  This 
rule  first  went  into  effect  in  1883. 

The  following  year  the  number  of  balls  was  reduced  to  six. 
A  rule  was  also  placed  on  the  books  that  says:  "If  a  pitcher 
causes  the  ball  to  strike  the  batsman  and  the  umpire  is  satisfied 
that  he  did  so  intentionally,  he  shall  fine  the  pitcher  the  sum 
of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars." 

In  1884  the  rule  was  adopted  allowing  the  pitcher  to  pitch 
overhand  or  any  style  he  wished. 

The  rules  were  not  changed  in  1885,  but  in  1886  the  rule  re- 
garding the  pitching  box  was  changed  to  "Seven  feet  long  and 
four  feet  wide,  fifty  feet  from  the  home  plate."  Under  this  rule 
the  pitcher  could  take  a  hop,  step  and  jump  in  delivering  the 
ball,  and  it  was  the  year  that  the  famous  drop  ball  of  Ramsey, 
Morris,  Kilroy  and  others  was  so  deadly  to  the  batter.  It  was 
fluring  this  season  that  the  high  and  low  ball  was  discontinued. 

The  year  1887  found  the  pitching  rule  again  changed,  this 
time  so  that  the  pitcher's  box  was  to  be  "Five  and  one-half  feet 
long  by  four  feet  wide.  The  pitcher  shall  take  his  position  facing 
the  batsman,  with  his  right  foot  on  the  rear  line  of  the  'box/ 
his  left  foot  in  advance  of  the  right  and  to  the  left  of  the  imag- 
inary line  from  the  right  foot  to  the  center  of  the  home  plate. 
He  shall  not  raise  his  right  foot,  unless  in  the  act  of  delivering 
the  ball,  nor  make  more  than  one  step  in  such  delivery.  He  must 
hold  the  ball  before  delivery  fairly  in  front  of  his  body  and  in 
sight  of  the  umpire."  The  rule  was  also  changed  doing  away 
with  a  high  or  low  ball  being  called  for  by  the  batsman.  Any 
ball  now  between  the  shoulder  or  knee  and  over  the  plate  is  a 
strike.  The  number  of  balls  was  also  reduced  to  five.  The  num- 
ber of  strikes  was  increased  to  four.  A  departure  from  all  rules 
was  made  to  read:  "The  batsman  who  is  given  his  base  on  balls 
is  credited  with  a  base  hit  and,  consequently,  is  charged  with  a 
time  at  bat." 

In  1888  the  four-strike  rule  was  changed  back  to  three  strikes, 
and  giving  a  batter  a  hit  when  he  was  sent  to  first  base  on  four 
balls  was  also  done  away  with,  so  that  a  player  now  receiving 
four  balls  is  exempt  from  a  time  at  bat.

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The  year  1889  found  the  rule  changed  to  read:  "A  batsman- 
is  entitled  to  take  first  base  if  he  shall  be  given  four  balls/'  and 
this  has  been  the  rule  ever  since. 

The  year  1893  found  the  first  change  in  the  pitching  rules 
that  has  taken  place  in  years.  The  new  rule  says:  "The  pitcher's 
boundary  shall  be  marked  by  a  white  rubber  plate  twelve  inches 
long  and  four  inches  wide,  at  a  distance  of  sixty  feet  and  five 
inches  from  the  outer  corner  of  the  home  plate."

Series. 


Mathewson's  Three  Victories  Enable  McGraw's  Men 

to  Capture  Post-Season  Honors  by  4  Games 

to  2 — One  Contest  Is  Tied. 

Repeating  his  feat  of  winning  three  games  in  the  World's 
Series  of  1905,  Christy  Mathewson,  by  taking  a  trio  of  games  from 
the  American  League  team,  gave  the  Giants  the  championship  of 
New  York  in  their  post-season  series,  which  ended  Oct.  21.  The 
Giants  captured  four  games,  two  went  to  the  Highlanders,  while 
another  was  tied.  Mathewson  was  a  triple  winner  and  relieved 
Drucke,  and  saved  the  fourth  victory,  which,  however,  Drucke  is 
credited  with  winning.  The  series  created  considerable  interest 
in  New  York,  and  the  seven  games,  as  a  result,  drew  103,033  per- 
sons, while  the  total  receipts  were  $81,462.50.  That  the  amount 
was  not  much  greater  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  regular  ad- 
mission prices  prevailed.  The  Giant  players  received  $1,110.62  each 
and  the  Highlanders  $706.76  for  their  share.  The  Giants  batted 
for  an  average  of  .281  for  the  series,  while  the  American  Leaguers 
averaged  .254.  The  Americans,  however,  excelled  in  fielding,  hav- 
ing .952,.  eight  points  better  than  the  Giants.  The  Giants  made  62 
hits  and  the  Yankees  60  and  also  made  33  runs  to  29.  The  lead- 
ing batter  was  Wolter,  who  hit  for  .421  in  five  games.  For  the 
players  who  took  part  in  all  the  contests  Josh  Devore  was  high 
with  .414.  The  figures  showing  the  attendance  and  division  of 
money  follow:

The  first  series  of  record  between  the  New  York  National  and 
New  York  American  League  teams  was  started,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  National  Commission,  on  Thursday,  October  13,  the 
first  game  being  played  at  the  Polo  Grounds  in  the  presence  of 
a  big  crowd,  the  paid  attendance  being  24,398  persons.  The  game 
went  to  the  Giants  because  in  a  pitchers'  battle  between  the  old 
master,  Christy  Mathewson,  and  the  youngster,  Russell  Ford,  who 
has  been  the  sensation  of  the  American  League  this  season,  the 
Giant    hurler    overshadowed    his    rival.     Mathewson    struck    out    14 
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Highlanders,  which  equals  the  American  League  record  and  excels 
the  National  League  record  for  this  season.  Mathewson's  box 
art  has  rarely,  if  ever,  been  equaled  in  any  game  in  New  York. 
When  the  Highlanders  perched  on  the  bases  and  threatened  to 
score  Mathewson  was  at  his  best,  fanning  the  batsmen  with  a 
high  fast  ball  and  a  fadeaway.  Ford  pitched  scintillating  ball, 
striking  out  nine  of  the  Giants  and  holding  them  well  in  hand 
with  his  so-called  "mystery  ball"  until  the  Highlanders'  defense 
weakened  in  the  eighth  inning-  and  four  runs  on  hard  hitting 
fled  over  the  home  plate.  Ford  struck  out  Snodgrass,  the  Giants' 
heavy  hitter,  every  time  he  came  to  the  plate.  The  defense  ot 
the  Highlanders  crumbled  in  the  eighth  inning,  after  Mathewson 
had  surged  a  healthy  single  into  right  field.  Devore  attempted 
to  sacrifice,  but  Ford  misplayed  the  bunt  and  the  Giant  outfielder 
was  safe.  The  Giant  admirers  were  now  in  a  frenzy  of  excite- 
ment. No  one  was  out  and  Doyle  laid  down  a  bunt,  on  which. 
Hal  Chase  made  a  dazzling  play  by  snapping  the  ball  to  third 
baseman  Austin,  who  dropped  the  throw,  thus  spoiling  a  chance 
for  a  force-out.  Ford  uncorked  a  wild  spit-ball,  which  struck 
Bridwell  on  the  leg,  forcing  in  a  run.  Devlin,  Merkle  and  Myers 
followed  with  sturdy  hits,  and  three  more  runs  came  over  the 
plate.  The  Highlanders  suffered  a  hard  blow  to  their  post-season 
hopes  when  Cat'cher  Sweeney,  who  was  carded  to  work  in  all 
the  games,  had  his  finger  badl}^  split  by  a  foul "  tip  in  the  third 
inning.

Cleveland. 


Seven  Games  Were  Played  and  the  Griffinites  Won 
the  Odd  Contest.     34,894  People  Attended. 


The  two  leading  teams  in  the  State  of  Ohio  met  last  fall  to 
decide  the  championship  and  the  Reds  won,  defeating'  the  Cleveland 
team  four  of  the  seven  games  played. 

The  attendance  was  a  disappointment,  as  large  crowds  were 
expected  to  attend,  but  the  actual  attendance  was  but  34,894. 

The  money  taken  in  at  the  seven  games  amounted  to  $18,512.94, 
of  which  the  players  received  $7,845.59,  Clubs  $8,815.90  and  the 
National  Commission  $1,851.26. 

The  Cincinnati  team  contained  21  players  and  the  Cleveland 
team  20  players,  of  which  the  Reds  were  paid  $4,419.34  and  the 
Naps  $3,426.25.

Two  No-Hit  Games  Swell  Grand  Total  —  Unusual 
Number  Piled  Up  in  Others  —  Shutouts   Fewer . . 
Than  Last  Year  —  Extra  Innings  and   Hits 
Numerous.

Twice  in  the  season  just  closed  American  League  pitchers 
have  held  their  opponents  without  run  or  base  hit  in  full  nine- 
inning  games,  thereby  writing  their  names  permanently  on  the 
pages  of  base  ball  "dope."  Addie  Joss  of  Cleveland  and  Chief 
Bender  of  the  champion  Athletics  were  the  lucky  men,  for  it  re- 
quires much  luck,  as  well  as  swell  pitching,  to  turn  this  unusual 
trick. 

Joss  performed  the  feat  this  year  on  April  20  against  Chicago's 
White  Sox.  The  tall  Cleveland  hurler  already  had  placed  his 
name  in  the  no-hit  list  in  1908,  and  did  it  at  the  expense  of  the 
former  White  Sox.  In  that  game  he  also  tied  the  perfect  pitch- 
ing record  of  the  world  by  not  allowing  an  opponent  to  reach 
first  base  during  nine  innings.  This  year  he  was  not  as  successful 
as  that.  Bender  did  not  allow  Cleveland  a  hit  on  May  12  of  this 
year,  and  it  was  the  first  performance  of  .the  kind  for  him. 

No  No- Hit  Games  in  1909. 

Last  season  there  were  no  games  in  which  a  team  failed 
to  make  at  least  one  hit,  but  in  1908  there  were  four  of  them.  In 
general,  the  games  in  which  few  hits  have  been  registered  have 
been  more  numerous  than  last  year.  Thirteen  times  in  the  race 
just  closed  a  pitcher  held  his  opponents  to  one  hit  in  nine  rounds. 
There  were  only  seven  such  games  in  1909  and  five  in  1908.  This 
year  there  have  been  28  games  in  which  only  two  hits  were  made 
by  a  team,  compared  to  25  such  battles  last  season. 

Johnson,  of  Washington,  has  pitched  two  one-hit  games  this 
year,  one  of  them  against  Philadelphia  and  the  other  against  St. 
Louis.  Frank  Smith,  before  he  was  traded,  Ed  Walsh  and  Fred 
Olmstead  are  the  White  Sox  pitchers  who  broke  into  the  one-hit 
class _  this  season.  Smith's  victim  was  St.  ouisL,  Walsh's  was 
Boston  and  Olmstead's  was  St.  Louis.  Warhop  of  New  York  has 
the  hoodooed  record  of  pitching  a  one-hit  game  and  losing  it. 
The  White  Sox  were  the  team  that  won  it.  They  beat  the  pseudo 
Indian  on  June  3,  although  he  allowed  only  one  safe  rap. 

Two  Two- Hit  Games  Lost. 

Twice  pitchers  have  held  ther  opponents  to  two  hits  in  a 
game  and  lost  it.  Morgan  had  that  hard  luck  against  Boston  in 
May.  Irving  Cy  Young  and  Jim  Scott  of  the  White  Sox  collabor- 
ated in  that  feat  against  Washington  in  August.  Young  was  held 
responsible  for  the  defeat.  Ed  Walsh  pitched  two-hit  games  twice 
in  the  season,  Washington  and  St.  Louis  being  his  victims.  Two 
pitchers  have  been  robbed  of  possible  two-hit  games  by  the  con- 
gests being  stopped  inside  of  nine  innings.  Lange,  of  the  Sox,  held 
Philadelphia  to  two  hits  in  five  innings,  and  the  game  went  no 
farther.  Walker  of  Washington  allowed  only  two  hits  in  a  six- 
inning  game  against  New  York.       ' 
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There  have  been  42  games  in  which  only  three  hits  were  made 
off  a  pitcher,  not  including  three  battles  of  less  than  nine  innings 
in  which  the  feat  was  performed.  Coombs  of  the  Athletics  allowed 
the  White  Sox  only  three  hits  in  16  innings  here  in  August.  The 
same  Coombs  held  Cleveland  to  three  hits  in  an  11-inning  draw 
last  month.  Kaier  and  Link  of  Cleveland  also  have  allowed  only 
three  hits  in  11  innings.  Karger  of  Boston  has  a  10-inning  game 
to  his  credit  in  which  only  three  hits  were  made. 
Ten   Lost  on  Three  Hits. 

Ten  times  this  year  pitchers  have  been  defeated  after  al- 
lowing only  three  safeties  in  a  full  game.  The  freak  of  the  lot 
was  on  September  5,  when  Morgan,  Plank,  Dygert  and  Bender 
were  used  in  one  game  against  New  York  and  were  beaten  5  to 
2,  although  only  three  hits  were  made  off  the  four  of  them.  White 
Sox  pitchers  have  been  beaten  four  times  this  year  after  pitching 
three-hit  games.  The  roster  of  low-hit  performances  for  th© 
year  follows: 

Other   Side   of   Story.

A  total  of  twenty-three  hits  was  piled  up  in  one  game  this  year 
by  Philadelphia,  Falkenberg,  of  Cleveland,  was  the  lone  victim  of 
the  slaughter.     The  high  water  mark  in  swatting  last  season  was 
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twenty-one  hits,  made  by  Boston,  but  in  1908  Detroit  got  a  higher 
record  than  this  year's  by  making  a  total  of  twenty-five  hits  in 
nine  innings. 

In  three  games  this,  season  a  score  or  more  hits  have  been  made. 
Boston  earned  second  money  by  accumulating  twenty-two  off  Gray 
and  Havelik,  of  Washington,  while  Detroit  attacked  Nelson,  of  St. 
Louis,  for  an  even  twenty  in  one  game. 

The  largest  number  of  hits  made  by  a  team  which  lost  a  game 
this  year  was  seventeen.  New  York  did  that  against  Cleveland  on 
June  17,  but  was  defeated.

Shutotus   Not  so   Numerous. 

Much  less  whitewash  has  been  plastered  on  American  League 
teams  this  year  than  last.  That  fact,  taken  in  conjunction  with 
the  larger  number  of  low-hit  games  recorded  in  1910,  indicates 
one  of  two  things.  The  teams  have  acquired  the  old  White  Sox 
habit  of  scoring  hitless  runs  or  the  fielding  has  deteriorated.  There 
have  been  127  shutout  games  in  1910,  while  last  year  saw  145 
games  in  which  American  League  pitchers   allowed  no  runs. 

Twenty  of  this  year's  shutout  battles  have  been  won  by  the 
lowest  possible  margin,  1  to  0,  and  in  four  battles  neither  team 
has  scored  a  run.  This  is  in  comparison  with  40  l-to-0  games 
and  one  runless  contest  last  year. 

The  White  Sox  have  been  participants  in  44  shutout  battles 
this  year.  No  other  team  has  taken  part  in  as  many.  Comiskey's 
men  have  won  22  by  the  whitewash  route  and  have  been  blanked 
22  times.  Philadelphia  pitchers  have  handled  the  brush  oftenest, 
the  Athletics  having  shut  out  opponents  22  times.  They  have 
been  blanked  only  four  times.  St.  Louis  has  been  blanked  oftener 
than  any  other  team — 25  times — and  has  shut  out  its  opponents 
only   nine   times. 

Altogether  the  Eastern  teams  of  the  league  have  been  shut 
out  45  times,  while  Western  teams  have  suffered  whitewashing 
75   times.     This  includes  games  in  which  neither  team  has  scored. 

Coombs  of  the  Champions  has  the  largest  number  of  shutouts 
to  his  credit.  Thirteen  times  his  oppenents  have  had  to  finish  with- 
out a  run  scored.  Ford,  of  the  Yankees,  has  pitched  eight  shutouts. 
Walsh  and  Johnson  have  performed  in  seven  apijece.  Vaughn  of 
the  Yankees,  and  Mullin,  of  Detroit,  have  shut  out  their  opponents 
five  times  apiece.

Extra    Innings   No    Rarity. 

American  League  players  did  a  lot  of  overtime  work  on  the 
diamonds  this  year,  but  no  single  combat  came  anywhere  near 
the  major  league  long  distance  record.    There  have  been  72  battles 
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this  year  which  could  not  be  decided  in  nine  innings.  The  longest 
one  lasted  16  innings  and  was  not  decided.  There  were  only  50 
extra-inning  bouts  in  the  American  League  last  season  and  63 
the  year  before.  In  1909  there  were  two  games  of  longer  duration 
than  the  1910  limit.  One  of  them  went  18  rounds  and  the  other  17. 
The  major  league  record  is  24  inrlngs. 

Chicago  was  mixed  up  in  22  of  this  year's  long  contests,  being 
participants  with  Philadelphia  in  the  16 -inning  draw  which  tops 
the  list.  The  White  Sox  also  were  engaged  in  two  15-round  bat- 
tles, both  of  which  they  won,  by  the  way.  The  first  of  them 
was  With  Detroit  and  the  other  witji  Boston.  Comiskey's  men 
also  took  part  in  three  14-inning  and  two  13-inning  affairs  during 
the  year,   besides  numerous   overtime   scraps   of  lesser  degree. 

The  Sox,  in  spite  of  their  low  ranking  in  the  race,  have  been 
pretty  good  stayers,  for  they  almost  have  roken  even  in  the 
extra-inning  battles  they  have  played,  and  that  is  a  lot  better 
than  they  have  done  in  the  nine-inning  affairs.  Chicago  has  won 
nine  extra-round  battles,  tied  two  and  lost  11  of  them. 

The  league's  champions  have  proved  game  fighters,  for  they 
lia^ve  lost  only  four  out  of  the  exta-inning  games  in  which  they 
have  hooked  up.  The  Athletics  have  won  10  such  games  and 
drawn  four.  Two  of  them  four  defeats  handed  the  Mackmen  in 
long  battles  have  been  given  them  by  the  White  Sox.  In  three 
over-time  games  Philadelphia  has  beaten   Chicago. 

In  this  year's  list  there  are  vfie  games  of  15  innings'  duration 
and  there  was  none  of  that  length  last  year.  Nine  games  have 
lasted  14  innings,  as  compared  to  two  such  games  last  season. 
Oddly  enough,  there  have  been  three  13-inning  games  this  year 
and  the  same  number  were  played  in  1909.  In  games  of  shorter 
duration  1910  has  been  much  more  prolific  than  last  year  was.

PRINCIPAL   FEATURES    OF   NATIONAL 
LEAGUE    SEASON. 


For  Second  Year  in  Succession  Elder  Organization 

Was  Without  No-Hit  Game— Shutouts  and 

Drawn  Battles  Fewer  in  Number.

For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  National  League  games 
of  regulation  length  were  played  this  season  in  which  a  pitcher 
held  his  opponents  without  hit  or  run.  King  Cole,  of  the  Cubs,  came 
close  to  that  feat  at  St.  Louis  on  July  31.  He  pitched  the  second 
game  of  a  double-header  in  which  both  Cubs  and  Cardinals  had 
to  catch  a  six  o'clock  train  and  a  definite  finish  line  had  been 
drawn   on   the   umpire's   watch. 

For  seven  innings  Cole  blanked  the  Cardinals  without  a  safe 
hit.  Then  it  was  time  to  stop  playing  and  get  away.  Consequently 
the  king  lost  the  opportunity  apparently  within  his  grasp  to  add 
his  name  to  the  comparatively  small  list  of  slabmen  who  have 
pitched  no-hit  victories  in  the  major  leagues. 

It  would  have  been  a  doubly  great  performance  for  him,  con- 
sidering it  was  his  first  season  in  fast  company  and  his  sceond 
as  a  professional.  It  was  in  that  game  that  Sheckard  trapped  a 
fly  ball  and  pulled  off  a  double  play  with  Evers'  assistance.  Neither 
major  league  had  any  no-hit  contest  last  season,  but  before  that 
the  National  had  pulled  of  ^uch  freaks  for  four  years  in  suc- 
cession. 

Six   One- Hit   Games    Pitched. 

Six  times  this  year  pitchers  have  held  a  team  to  one  hit  in 
nine  innings.  Cole  held  Brooklyn  to  one  hit  on  August  17.  Overall 
did  it  to  Philadelphia  on  May  26.  Burns  of  Cincinnati  let  the 
Cubs  down  with  a  single  on  June  27.  The  other  pitchers  who  have 
pitched  one-hit  games  unassisted  this  year  are  Mathewson  and 
Bell.  Moore  and  Humphries  collaborated  on  a  feat  of  that  kind  in 
April  against  Boston. 

Nineteen  games  have  seen  only  two  hits  made  off  a  pitcher. 
Reulbach  and  Brown  are  the  Cubs  in  that  class  this  year.  In  three 
other  games  only  two  hits  have  been  made  by  a  team,  but  they 
were  curtailed  games  and  only  those  of  nine  innings  or  more 
are  listed.  There  were  25  two-hit  games  last  year.  The  record 
of  pitchers  who  have  held  their  opponents  to  less  than  four  hits 
in  a  full  game  this   year  is   as  follows:

MoGraw's   men   made   25   hits    ofl    Chicago   liurlers    on    August    27. 
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The  victims  were  Reulbach,  Richie  and  Foxen.  The  next  highest 
mark  was  that  of  Boston  with  22  hits  off  a  trio  of  Phillies.  The 
Giants  also  went  crazy  with  the  bat  against  Boston  pitchers  and 
pounded  out  21  hits  in  a  game. 

The  biggest  slugfest  engaged  in  by  Chance's  men  was  against

Shutout  Games  Fewer. 

The  National  league  season  was  not  marked  by  the  usual  num- 
ber of  shutout  games,  as  only  110  whitewashes  were  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  National  League  pitchers  this  year.  That  is  the 
lowest  mark  in  recent  years  for  either  major  leagues. 

Last  season  there  was  132  games  in  the  National  League  in 
which  one  or  both  teams  did  not  score  and  the  year  before  that 
163  shutout  games.  The  latter  number  is  the  major  league  record 
for  calcimine.  145  being  the  American  League's  high  run  made 
in  1909.  In  22  games  this  season  National  League  teams  have 
won  by  the  smallest  margin,  1  to  0.  That  is  compared  to  29 
games  of  the  same  variety  last  year. 

Nearly  one-quarter  of  the  whitewashing  done  this  season  can 
be  laid  to  Cub  pitchers.  Chance's  men  have  blanked  their  op- 
ponents 25  times  and  have  been  shut  out  themselves  only  eight 
times.  Mordecai  Brown  has  performed  the  blanket  feat  six  times 
in  the  year,  Overall  and  Cole  have  four  shutouts  apeice  to  their 
credit  and  Richie  three.  In  addition  Brown  has  helped  out  in 
two  other  shutout  games,  replacing  Pfiester  once  and  Reulbach 
another  time.  Both  contests  were  of  the  l-to-0  variety,  in  which 
substitute  batsmen  caused  a  switch  of  pitchers. 
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Brooklyn  cut  into  the  line  belt  with  all  kinds  of  hard  luck.  The 
Infants  were  participants  in  11  l-to-0  battles  and  lost  nine  of  the

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Brooklyn's  Overtime  Work  Unusual. 

The  overtime  work  required  of  National  League  players  this 
year  has  been  considerably  less  than  last  year,  for  most  of  the 
teams,  but  the  Brooklyn  Club  has  made  an  unusual  record.  It 
required  extra  inning's  to  settle  54  of  this  season's  battles  and  a  few 
of  these  were  not  settled.  The  longest  game  of  the  season  lasted 
16  innings  before  New  York  could  beat  Philadelphia,  4  to  3.  Last 
year  there  were  61  overtime  scraps  and  the  longest  one  went  17 
innings. 

While  the  rest  of  the  teams  were  given  little  extra  endeavor  in 
1910,  the  Infants  were  gorged  with  it.  They  were  mixed  up  in  25 
extra-inning  games  and  that  is  almost  half  of  all  that  were  played 
in  the  league.  Broolyn  made  a  creditable  showing,  at  that,  by 
winning  10  of  its  overtime  battles,  losing  14  and  tying  one.  In. 
addition  Dahlen's  men  played  a  nine-inning  tie  with  Pittsburgh. 

Bad  Bill  surely  can  claim  that  he  made  the  other  teams  go 
some  to  beat  his  team.  Brooklyn  played  three  14-inning  games, 
winning  one  and  losing  the  other  two.  It  played  five  games  of  13 
innings'  duration  and  lost  all  five  of  them.  The  Infants  were 
mixed  up  in  four  12-inning  battles,  three  which  lasted  11  innings 
and  10  which  went  10  innings. 

The  champion  Cubs  took  part  in  only  13  overtime  games.  They 
lost  the  odd  one.  Fourteen  innings  were  the  most  played  by 
Chance's  men  during  the  year,  and  they  lost  in  that  game  to 
Brooklyn.  The  Cubs  were  mixed  up  in  seven  of  Brooklyn's  25  extra 
round  games.  They  beat  the  Infants  once  in  13  rounds,  once  in  12 
and  twice  in  10  innings.  Brooklyn  beat  Chicago  once  in  14  innings 
and  twice  in  10  rounds. 

If  there  is  anything  in  Frank  Chance's  belief  that  "13"  is  lucky, 
the  National  League  ought  to  be.  There  were  six  games  of  13 
innings'  duration  this  season  and  seven  last,  making  a  total  of  13 
in  that  league  in  two  years.  In  the  same  time  American  League 
clubs  have  played  only  six  13-round  games,  three  this  year  and  the 
same  number  last.  The  younger  league  has  played  more  extra- 
inning  games  altogether  in  the  last  two  years  than  the  old  league 
has.

How  would  you  like  to  have  a  team  playing 
for  you  that  would  roll  up  a  score  of  15,353  runs  in  twelve 
years!  That  is  what  the  followers  of  the  Athletics  of  Phila- 
delphia had  back  in  the  '60s.  From  1860,  when  the  team  was  or- 
ganized, until  1871  they  played  405  match  games.  The  team  in 
all  those  years  had  one  tie  game.  The  team  averaged  over  50 
runs  per  game  no  less  than  89  times.  Some  of  the  games  in 
which  they  played  showed  scores  of  162,  131,  119,  118,  114,  114, 
107,    106,    104   and    101    runs. 

The  score  of  their  opponents  in  160  of  the  games  was  less 
than    10   runs   per   game.

The  old  time  fans  who  attended  baseball  back  in  the  forties 
had  the  pleasure  of  watching  the  game  played  on  a  diamond 
almost  identical  with  the  one  in  use  at  the  present  time.  A 
Mr.  Cartwright,  of  New  York  City,  laid  out  the  present  playing 
field,  back  in  1S45,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  minor  changes, 
has  not  been  changed. 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  diagrams  of  three  old 
diamonds.  The  first  one  shows  how  the  boys  played  in  1842. 
This  is  the  first  time  this  cut  has  ever  been  printed,  many  of 
the  present  day  fans  never  heard  of  it.  By  looking  over  the  lines 
one  will  see  what  a  change  has  taken  place.  The  following  page 
shows  a  diamond  of  1845,  as  played  in  New  England. 

The  third  design  is  that  of  Cartwright.  and  was  laid  out  in 
1845,  and  is  very  much  like  the  present  one,  except  the  home 
plate  was  located  just  inside  the  lines  between  first  and  third.

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OLD  TIME  GAMES. 

The  games  of  the  present  day  look  very  small  when  the  scores 
of  the  '60s  and  early  70s  are  compared.  An  illustration  of  how 
they  scored  runs  is  "given:  The  first  game  took  place  in  Cleve- 
land and  lasted  but  five  innings.  It  is  not  said  why  the  game 
required  but  five  innings,  but  probablv  the  score  had  something 
to  do  with  it.  The  game  was  between  the  Forest  City  team  and 
an  amateur  team  of  the  same  city  called  the  Atlantic.  The  game 
was  played  May  17,  1870.  The  winners  scored  132  runs,  while 
the  losefs  managed  to  get  one  run  across  the  plate,  and  the  ac- 
count states,  had  the  game  been  played  perfectly,  that  run  would 
have  been  cut  off.  The  victors  made  101  hits  for  a  total  of  ISO 
bases.  There  were  seven  home  runs,  while  the  doubles  and  triples 
were  too   numerous   to   mention.      Score   bv   innings:

SOME  CLEVER  STRIKE-OUT  RECORDS. 

(These  records  are  for  nine-inning  games  only) 

The  record  so  long  credited  to  Charley  Sweeney  while  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Providence  team,  when  he  fanned  19  of  the  Boston 
players,  is  not  the  world's  record,  as  has  been  stated.  There  were 
several  players  who  have  beaten  that  number  by  more  than  one, 
but  in  major  leagues  the  record  is  held  by  Hugh  Dailey,  who, 
while  a  member  of  the  Chicago  Unions,  fanned  20  of  the  Boston 
Union  team.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  Union  League 
was  on  a  par  with  the  National  for  that  season,  as  the  Unions 
had  raided  the  old  organization  and  took  the  cream  of  the  players 
from  the  latter,  and  the  games  they  played  were  every  bit  as 
fast  as  the  old  body.  This  record  should  stand  as  the  greatest 
strikeout  record. 

On  June  2,  1S87,  "Toad"  Ramsey,  while  twirling  for  the  Louis- 
ville team  in  the  American  Association,  fanned  17  Cleveland 
batters.  This  record  was  made  while  pitching  under  the  four- 
strike  rule.  The  record  was  equal  to  at  least  22  under  the  three- 
strike  rule._ 

George  ("Rube")  TVaddell  fanned  17  batters  under  the  present 
rule  of  pitching  60  feet,  which  was  probably  better  than  any  of 
the   other   great   strikeout   records.

SHORTEST  GAME  EVER  PLAYED. 
It  Took  Place  in  Tokio,  Japan. 

There  have  been  many  games  played  in  this  country  that  did 
not  require  an  hour  to  play  the  full  nine  inning. ,  but  it  re- 
mained for  a  team,  and  an  American  team,  to  play  a  game  that 
required  but  40  minutes  to  play  the  game. 

It  was  in  a  contest  between  the  Reach  All-Americans,  who  vis- 
ited far-off  Japan  in  the  fall  of  1909.  The  game  took  place  in 
Tokio  with  the  Wasita  College  team,  resulting  in  a  victory  for 
the  American  boys  by  a  score  of  3  to  0.  Patrick  Flaherty  pitched 
for  the  American  team,  and  did  not  give  a  hit  or  walk,  not  a  man 
reaching  first.  It  took  but  40  minutes  to  play  the  full  nine 
innings,  and  from  reports  of  the  game  about  five  minutes  of  the 
time  was  taken  up  by  the  Japs  who  kicked  about  Flaherty  pitching 
so  fast,  they  claiming  he  did  not  give  them  time  to  get  in 
position   to   bat.

The  first  no-hit,  no-run,  no-man-reach-first  game  was  pitched 
by  J.  Lee  Richmond  July  12,  18S0.  when  Richmond,  who  twirled 
for  Worcester,  defeated  Cleveland.  Richmond  was  a  left-hander. 
Charley  Bennett,  who  lost  both  legs  in  a  railroad  accident,  was  his 
catcher.

Longest  Contest  Ever  Played. 

The  longest  game  ever  played  in  baseball,  no  matter  what 
class,  was  played  at  Cleveland,  O.,  July  4,  1907,  at  Brookdale 
Park,  when  the  Brooklyn  Athletic  club  and  the  East  End  All- 
Stars  battled  for  30  innings.  The  battle  lasted  5  hours  and  50 
minutes.  Each  side  used  two  pitchers.  The  All-Stars  scored 
their  only  run  on  Bender's  double,  Miller's  sacrifice  and  Hardy's 
single.  The  Brooklyns  scored  one  in  the  ninth  on  triples  by 
Leroy  and  Sigler.  One  had  fanned  before  and  the  next  two 
fanned.  In  the  thirtieth  inning  passes  to  Stewart  and  Litzler 
and  Leroy's  homer  tallied  three  runs.  Leroy  allowed  one  hit  in 
18  innings  and  fanned  21  men,  besides  slugging  the  ball.     Score:

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GREAT  CATCHING  RECORDS. 

Receivers  Who  Have  Earned  Their  Pay. 

Major  League  Catching  Record. 

George  Gibson,  the  wonderful  catcher  of  the  world's  champion 
Pittsburg  club,  caught  135  consecutive  games  during  the  season 
of  1909.  This  is  two  more  games  than  James  McGuire,  of  the 
Washington  team,  caught  when  he  made  his  wonderful  record — 
at  least  the  one  he  claimed;  but  the  records  show  he  caught  in 
but  78  consecutive  games. 

Wonderful  Record  of  Charley  Radbourne  in  1884. 

The  year  1884  will  go  down  in  history  of  baseball  as  being 
the  year  that  a  record  was  made  which  has  stood  for  ages  in 
the  National  League.  The  work  of  Radbourne  will  long  be  re- 
membered as  wonderful.  It  was  in  this  year  he  established  a 
record  that  has  never  been  equaled — and  never  will  be.  His 
pitching  during  the  season  netted  59  victories.  He  took  part  on 
the  rubber  in  72  contests. 

His  record  of  22  games  in  a  stretch  is  a  remarkable  perform- 
ance. It  was  necessary  for  him  to  do  all  the  pitching  to  capture 
the  pennant.  Charles  Sweeney  jumped  his  team  in  midsummer 
and  the  "Iron  Man"  was  pressed  into  service  to  win  the  flag, 
and  his  brilliant  work  accomplished  the  feat. 

Radbourne's  record  of  22  games  in  a  row  started  on  August 
21  and  ended  September  24.  His  record  by  months  follows:  May

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CUB  VICTORY  NOT  A  COME-BACK 


Chicago's  Pennant  Triumph  Due  Rather  to  Failure 
of  Pittsburgh  and  New  York  to  Play  Up  to  Form. 


If  records  on  paper  could  be  accepted  at  face  value,  the  pen- 
nant race  of  1910  in  the  National  League  would  force  the  conclu- 
sion that  baseball  is  one  sport  in  which  "they  do  come  back." 
For  after  winning  three  successive  pennants  in  1906,  1907  and  1908, 
to  say  nothing  of  two  world's  championships  in  1907  and  1908,  and 
then  being  forced  to  take  a  back  seat  in  favor  of  Pittsburgh  in 
1909,  the  Chicago  Cubs  swung  themselves  to  the  top  again  the  past 
season  and  captured  their  fourth  flag  in  five  years  with  a  mar- 
gin  of   thirteen  full   games   to   spare. 

From  this  feat  the  Cubs  would  appear  to  be  living  proof  that 
the  never- come-back  rule  does  not  apply  to  baseball,  indicating  as 
it  does  that  Chicago  regained  its  form  of  1908  after  being  beaten 
in  1909,  and  showed  its  old  strength  by  winning  the  pennant  again 
in  1910. 

But  many  baseball  judges  will  never  concur  in  this  verdict 
that  the  Cubs  came  back.  There  is  no  disputing  the  fact  that 
Chicago  won  the  pennant,  or  the  other  fact  that  Chance's  men 
won  104  games  against  only  50  defeats,  which  is  admittedly  a 
grand  record  on  paper,  and  one  that  shows  no  sign  of  anything 
even  approaching  weakness,  nevertheless  it  will  always  be  con- 
tended by  numerous  close  students  of  the  sport  that  th  Cubs  did- 
not  "come  back"  in  1910,  but  that  they  captured  the  championship 
on  an  inferior  article  of  ball  merely  because  their  only  rivals — • 
Pittsburgh  and  New  York,  the  former  in  particular — put  up  a 
brand  even  farther  below  the  championship  standard  or  the  kind 
of  which  they  were  thought  to  be  capable. 

In  other  words,  the  Cubs  did  not  regain  their  form  of  1908,  but 
won  out  because  the  strongest  pair  of  clubs  opposed  to  them  "went 
back."  This  contention  is  borne  out  to  some  extent  by  the  poor 
showing  made  by  Chicago  in  the  world's  series  with  the  Athletics, 
for  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  one  well-posted  baseball  follower, 
even  a  Philadelphia  rooter,  who  would  claim  that  the  Mackmen 
could  have  defeated  the  Cubs  of  1908  as  easily  as  they  downed 
the   aggregation   of   1910. 

But  whatever  the  cause,  Chicago  won  the  pennant,  and  in 
doing  so  they  upset  the  calculations  of  a  vast  majority  of  the  Na- 
tional pastime's  followers.  The  victory  was  in  strong  contrast  to 
that  of  the  Athletics  in  the  American  League,  for  while  Phila- 
delphia was  generally  made  the  favorite  for  the  championship  in 
the  younger  league,  Chicago  was  thought  to  have  hardly  a  chance 
for  the  aNtional  pennant,  except,  of  course,  in  the  Cubs'  home 
district. 

This,  not  only  for  the  reason  that  Pittsburgh's  league  and 
world's  triumphs  in  1909  made  the  Pirates  the  logical  choice  in  the 
National  on  form,  but  also  because  tradition  in  the  old  league 
augured  well  for  the  success  of  the  Buccaneers. 

Not  since  Brooklyn  won  the  pennant  in  1890,  only  to  give  way 
to  Boston  in  1891,  had  a  National  League  pennant  winner  failed 
to  repeat  its  victory  the  following  season.  That  is,  every  club 
that  won  a  pennant  during  that  period  won  it  again  at  least  a 
second  time  in  succession.     To  keep  the  course  of  history  straight 
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the  Buccaneers  were  required  to  win  again  in  1910.  but  for  once 
tradition  was  upset,  and  in  capturing  the  championship  in  the  face 
ot  tills  unwritten  law  the  Cubs  knocked  out  a  superstitious  theory 
to    which    Fandom    had    clung   for    nearly    twenty    years. 

Without  discussing  the  merits  of  the  claims  made  by  the  dis- 
appointed supporters  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  New  York  teams  as  to 
Chicago's  victory  being  due  to  the  poor  work  of  the  two  other 
teams,  rather  than  to  good  work  on  its  own  part,  it  appears  that 
the  success  of  the  Cubs  was  largely  due  to  the  good  fortune  of  the 
manageemnt  in  picking  up  the  sensational  young  pitcher,  Leonard 
Cole.  Neither  Brown  nor  Overall,  the  club's  mainstays  on  the 
rubber,  was  able  to  show  more  than  an  occasional  semblance  of 
his  old  form.  Reulbach's  effectiveness  was  impaired  by  spring 
illness,  and  while  an  attempt  was  made  to  brace  the  pitching  staff 
by  securing  Mclntire  and  Richie,  it  was  largely  the  great  twirling 
of  Cole  that  kept  the  club  at  the  top.  The  return  of  Kling  to  the 
team  has  also  been  held  up  as  a  factor,  but  though  unintentional, 
perhaps,  this  is  to  some  extent  an  unjustified  reflection  on  the 
grand  work  of  Archer,  who  had  ti  attending  to  the  backstopping 
about   as   well   as   Kling   ever   did.    in   the   opinion   of   most  fans. 

By  a  margin  of  only  20  da ys  did  the  Cubs  miss  tying  the  great 
record  which  Pittsburgh  made  in  1009.  that  of  taking  first  place 
on  May  5  and  holing  it  to  the  finish.  It  was  on  May  25  that 
Chicago  went  into  first  place  to  stay  until  the  close  of  the  1910 
season. 

Philadelphia  was  the  first  club  to  hold  first  place  without 
being  tied  with  some  other  club.  The  Phillies  took  the  position  of 
honor  on  April  20.  and  held  it  unchallenged  until  April  28,  when 
Pittsburgh  and  Chicago  tied  with  them.  Pittsburgh  took  the  lead 
for  April  29  and  30,  only  to  lose  it  to  New  STork  on  May  1  for  two 
days.  The  Pirates  led  again  after  the  games  of  May  3,  were  tied 
with  the  Phillies  on  May  5,  but  went  to  the  front  once  more  May 
6,  ••  only  to  be  ousted  by   New  York  on  May   7. 

The  Pirates  again  assumed  the  leadership  and  held  it  until 
May  14,  when  they  were  tied  by  the  Phillies.  On  May  16  Pitts- 
burgh jumped  to  the  front  again  and  remained  there  until  May  25, 
which  practically  marked  the  end  of  the  fight,  for  on  this  date 
Chicago  grabbed  first  place  and  never  lost  it  during  the  rest  of 
the  race. 

The  closest  pressing  the  Cubs  experienced  at  any  time  before 
they  cinched  the  pennant  was  on  July  10,  when  the  Giants,  who 
had  been  sticking  close  to  their  heels  since  June  30,  pulled  up  to 
within  five  points  of  the  leaders,  the  percentages  being  .623  for 
Chicago   and   .618   for  New   York. 

This  was  the  last  show  of  opposition,  however,  for  after  that 
date  the  Cubs  gradually  widened  the  margin  separating  them  from 
their  closest  rivals  and  soon  had  a  lead  large  enough  to  hold  the 
championship    safe    for    them    to    the    finish.- 

Pittsburgh  and  New  York,  which  had  been  taking  turns  as  the 
closest  pursuers  of  the  leaders,  continued  their  battle  for  second 
place  almost  to  the  finish,  and  while  the  Pirates  at  the  start 
looked  like  easy  winners  of  the  position,  Clarke's  men  were  unable 
to  keep  up  with  the  pace  cut  out  by  the  McGrawites  toward  the 
close  and  New  York  captured  second  honors  with  91  victories  and 
63  defeats  for  a  percentage  of  .591  to  Pittsburgh's  86  victories  and. 
67    defeats    for    a    percentage    of    .562. 

The  failure  of  the  Pirates  to  finish  even  as  high  as  second 
place  was  one  of  the  surprises  of  the  season,  and  serves  as  another 
illustration  of  the  importance  of  good  pitching  in  baseball.  As  a 
team  the  Buccaneers  looked  strong  enough  to  win  the  pennant, 
but  the  twirling  staff  collapsed  and  caused  the  downfall  of  the  club. 
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Charley  Dooin  succeeded  in  landing  Philadelphia  in  fourth 
place  in  his  first  year  as  manager,  the  team  getting  just  a  shade 
better  than  an  even  break  for  the  season  with  78  games  won 
against  75  lost,  for  a  percentage  of  .510.  The  Phillies  made  a  very 
encouraging  start  and  actually  showed  the  way  to  the  rest  of  the 
teams  for  a  time  in  the  early  season,  but  circumstances  deprived 
Dooin  of  some  of  the  high-class  pitching  which  had  been  counted 
upon  as  a  helpful  factor  and  the  club  was  unable  to  keep  up  the 
pace.  It  looked  for  a  time  as  if  the  Quakers  would  wind  up  in 
the  second  division,  but  when  a  rally  was  necessary  near  the  finish 
the  team  responded  nobly  and  thus  succeeded  in  beating  out  Cin- 
cinnati for   the  honor   of  being  among  the   first  four. 

It  was  rather  disappointing  to  some  Cincinnati  fans  that  the 
Reds  were  in  fifth  place  at  the  close  of  the  race,  having  failed  to 
break  even  for  the  season,  as  shown  by  their  record  of  75  victories 
against  79  defeats  for  a  mark  of  .487.  Apparently  strengthened  in 
every  department  under  Manager  Griffith,  and  being  generally  rec- 
ognized as  the  best  base-running  combination  in  the  league,  the 
team  was  expected  to  at  least  capture  a  first-division  berth.  For 
a  time  the  Reds  made  good  on  these  expectations  and  held  their 
owe  against  all  comers,  but  mishaps  and  unfavorable  breaks 
worked  to  the  club's  disadvantage  and  placed  it  under  a  handicap 
which  made  even  fifth  place  a  creditable  showing. 

There  was  little  to  choose  between  Brooklyn  and  St.  Louis  at 
any  stage  of  the  season,  first  one  and  then  the  other  showing  to 
advantage,  and  the  two  teams  put  up  a  spirited  fight  for  sixth 
honors.  The  failure  of  the  outfield  to  play  up  to  expectations 
finally  caused  St.  Louis  to  slump  and  Brooklyn  won  out  for  sixth, 
place  by  the  narrow  margin  of  half  a  game,  winning  64  games 
and  losing  90  for  a  percentage  of  .421,  while  St.  Louis  won  63  and 
lost  90  for  a  mark  of   .411. 

Boston  never  figured  for  anything  higher  than  last  place,  and 
was  a  hopeless  tailender  from  the  start.  Occasional  changes 
brought  about  little  spurts  and  rallies,  but  these  never  lasted  long 
enough  to  count  for  much,  and  the  club  came  close  to  dropping 
two  games  for  each  one  placed  in  the  victory  column,  suffering 
the  even  hundred  defeats  during  the  season  against  53  victories, 
which  gave  a  percentage  of  .346.

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WALK-OVER  FOR  THE  MACKITES 


Capture  the  AmericanLeague  Pennant  in  a  Romp  Af- 
ter Holding  the  Lead  for  More  Than 
Three  Months. 

The  American  League  pennant  race  of  1910  must  be  recorded 
as  one  instance  of  a  favorite  running  true  to  form,  for  the  major- 
ity of  baseball  students  had  ''doped  out"  Philadelphia  in  the  spring 
as  the  "one  best  bet"  for  the  championship,  and  the  decisive  vic- 
tory of  the  Athletics   fulfilled  their  predictions   to  the  letter. 

There  was  nothing  questionable  or  lucky  about  the  pennant 
victory  of  the  Athletics,  'which  was  their  third  since  the  expan- 
sion of  the  American  League.  In  fact,  they  so  clearly  outclassed 
the  rest  ot  the  field,  and  by  such  a  wide  margin,  that  the  old  neck- 
and-neck  finish,  which  had  come  to  be  an  annual  feature  of  the 
American  League  race,  was  missing  for  the  first  time  in  years. 
Nearly  100  points  ahead  of  their  closest  rivals,  the  Athletics 
romped  home  with  the  pennant  after  holding  the  lead  for  more 
than  three  months,  and  as  if  to  make  their  margin  of  superiority 
more  decisive  and  their  flag  triumph  more  notable  they  shattered 
all  previous  American  League  records  by  piling  up  the  remarkable 
total  of  102  victories,  which  now  stands  as  the  highest  mark  ever 
reached  in  the  junior  ma*jor  circuit. 

Almost  from  the  very  start  of  the  race  the  Athletics  made 
good  the  championship  predictions  of  their  supporters.  They  tied 
with  Detroit  for  first  place  on  April  26,  then  dropped  back  and  per- 
mitted the  Tigers  to  lead  the  race  for  five  days,  but  on  May  2  the 
Mackites  went  to  the  front  and  remained  there  until  June  5,  when 
the  lead  was  wrested  from  them  by  New  York.  For  only  eight 
days  were  the  Highlanders  able  to  hold  the  position  of  honor,  for 
on  June  13  the  Mackites  again  assumed  the  leadership,  only  to  lose 
it  again  to  New  York  two  days  later.  The  see -saw  continued, 
Philadelphia  ousting  the  Highlanders  again  after  the  latter  had 
led  for  one  day.  This  time  the  Mackmen  remained  on  top  for  three 
days,  the  Yankees  jumping  to  the  front  on  June  19,  but  the  stay 
of  the  New  Yorkers  at  the  head  of  the  procession  was  brief,  for 
two  days  later,  or  on  June  21,  the  Athletics  again  forged  to  the 
fore.  This  marked  the  beginning  of  the  end,  for  the  Philadelphians 
had  now  found  their  true  stride  and  gradually  drew  away  from  the 
field  until  the  certainty  of  their  pennant  victory  became  apparent 
to   the  Nation. 

Except  for  the  addition  of  Lapp,  a  catcher,  and  Strunk,  a  sub- 
stitute outfielder,  the  Athletics  began  the  season  with  the  sam3 
team  that  finished  second  in  1909.  About  midseason  Lord  was  se- 
cured from  Cleveland,  and  proved  to  be  the  player  needed  to  round 
out    the   championship    combination. 

Apart  from  the  generalship  of  Connie  Mack,  the  success  of  the 
really  great  club  is  attributed  to  the  development  of  Collins,  Barry, 
Baker  and  Oidring  into  high-class  players,  the  grand  pitching  of 
Coombs,  Bender,  Plank  and  Morgan,  the  fine  catching  of  Thomas, 
helped  along  by  Lapp,  Livingstone  and  Donohue,  and  the  new 
lease  of  life  taken  by  Davis  and  Murphy.  The  clever  manner  in 
which  Davis,  the  balancing  "old  head"  of  the  combination,  handled 
the  team,   was  also  a  big  factor. 

While  the  Athletics  speedily  dispelled  all  doubt  as  to  the  pen- 
nant after  fortifying  themselves  in  first  place  at  midseason,  the 
fight  for  second  honors  continued  almost  to  the  finish  line,     New 
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York,  Detroit  and  Boston  Were  the  contenders  most  of  the  way 
and  while  the  Highlanders  eventually  captured  the  runner-up  posi- 
tion with  88  games  won  and  63  lost  for  a  percentage  of  .583,  it 
was  not  until  after  they  had  been  apparently  put  out  of  the  run- 
ning several  times  by  Boston  and  Detroit,  the  see-saw  continuing 
until  the  late  stages  and  being  the  one  interesting  feature  of  the 
latter   part   of   the   season. 

The  prospect  was  anything  but  encouraging  for  the  Yankees 
during  the  period  of  dissension  which  resulted  from  the  action  of 
Manager  Stallings  in  openly  charging  First  Baseman  Hal  Chase 
with  "laying  down."  Following  the  release  of  Stallings  and  the 
appointment  of  Chase  as  manager  when  the  charges  were  not 
proven,  the  team  pulled  itself  together  and  landed  second  honors 
by  consistent  work  in  the  home  stretch.  The  pitching  of  Russell 
Ford   was   the  feature   of  New   York's   season. 

Detroit,  picked  at  the  start  as  Philadelphia's  only  dangerous 
rival  for  the  pennant,  wound  up  in  third  place,  25  points  behind 
New  York,  wTith  86  games  won  and  68  lost  for  a  percentage  of  .558. 
At  no  time  would  Manager  Jennings  retract  his  spring  statement 
that  his  team  wTas  as  strong  as  ever,  but  to  close  observers  it  was 
apparent  that  much  strength  had  been  lost  in  the  pitching  de- 
partment, and  that  the  failure  of  the  Tigers  to  give  the  Athletics 
a  hard  fight  for  the  championship  after  winning  three  pennants 
in  a  row  was  due  to  nothing  else  so  much  as  the  management's 
neglect  to   add  young  and   capable   men   to   the   firing   squad. 

There  was  a  time  when  Boston  was  looked  upon  as  a  real 
live  pennant  possibility,  even  a  probability,  but  the  all-important 
'steadiness  was  lacking  when  the  real  test  was  met  in  the  shape 
of  a  gruelling  pace  and  close  going,  with  the  result  that  the  Red 
Sox  fell  in  the  stretch  and  were  beaten  out  for  even  second  and 
third  honors,  finishing  the  season  only  nine  games  above  the  .500 
mark.  A  total  of  81  victories  against  72  defeats  was  Boston's 
record,    giving   a   percentage   of   .530   at   the   close. 

The  four  other  clubs  ail  wound  up  belowT  the  .500  mark.  Cleve- 
land, under  the  management  of  Jim  McGuire  as  the  successor  of 
Napoleon  Lajoie,  who  resigned  when  he  thought  such  action  would 

•  benefit  tke  team,  had  to  be  content  wTith  the  distinction  of  leading 
the  second  division  with  71  games  won  and  81  lost  for  a  mark  of 

•  .467,  though  the  aspirations  of  both  players  and  fans  ran  much 
higher  early  in  the  season.  The  Naps  (for  they  continued  to  be 
known  by  their  old  nickname  in  spite  of  Lajoie  giving  up  the 
leadership)    played    in-and-out    ball    over    the    greater    part    of    the 

'  route,  and  the  injection  of  much  3'oung  blood  toward  the  finish 
failed  to  pull  the  club  out  of  the  second  division  rut.  However, 
the  team's  followers  found  much  satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  these 
youngsters  brightened  the  prospect  for  1911,  as  several  players  of 
exceptional  promise  were  uncovered,  notably  Outfielder  Joe  Jack- 
son, a  probable  candidate  of  the  future  for  the  highest  batting 
honors   in  the  land. 

Only   23   points  behind   Cleveland  came  Chicago  in   sixth   place, 

I  the   Whitesox   totaling    68    victories    against    85    defeats,    for    a    per- 

I  centage  of  .444.  It  was  only  by  great  work  in  the  closing  stages 
that  Hugh  Duffy's  youngsters  managed  to  lnish  that  high  up  on 
the  ladder,  for  at  one  period  it  looked  as  if  they  wTould  be  the 
most  disappointing  team  in  the  race  next  to  St.  Louis.  It  appears 
that  Manager  Duffy  went  about  his  Chicago  task  with  an  eye  to 
the   future,    howTever,    and   while   his    young   team   failed   to   disturb 

I  the  leaders  during  1910,  they  showed  signs  of  being  contenders  in 
the  race  to  come.  Toward  the  close  of  the  race  the  Whitesox, 
braced  by  Lord  and  McConnell,  who  had  been  secured  from  Bos- 
ton  in    exchange    for    Purtell    and    Smith,    began    to    show    classier 
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form  and  at  one  stage  gave  one  of  the  best  major  league  per- 
formances of  the  year  in  the  way    of  sequential   victories. 

Chicago  had  no  room  to  spare  in  beating  out  Washington,  for 
while  the  latter  finished  in  seventh  place  they  were  only  seven 
points  behind  the  White  Sox,  having  66  victories  to  their  credit 
against  85  defeats,  or  a  percentage  of  .437.  It  was  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  season  that  the  Washingtons,  hopeless  tailenders  for 
years,  showed  their  best  gait  and  made  a  strong  bid  for  fifth 
place.  The  team  showed  vastly  improved  form  under  the  man- 
agement of  Jimmy  McAleer  and  was  a  hard  proposition  for  even 
the  leaders  in  the  latter  part  of  the  race.  The  mainstay,  of  course, 
was  again  the  mighty  Walter  Johnson,  who  had  the  best  season 
of  his  career,  not  only  smashing  all  standing  strike-out  records 
for  a  season  but  showing  effectiveness,  consistency  and  steadiness 
to  a  degree   excelled  by  no  pitcher  in  the  country. 

That  St.  Loius  carried  off  the  questionable  distinction  of  being 
the  last  club  in  the  race  was  not  surprising  in  view  of  the  poor 
start  made,  for  once  the  clubs  were  under  way  it  became  apparent 
that  the  Browns  were  doomed  to  one  of  the  worst  seasons  in  their 
history,  and  that  only  a  miracle  could  lift  them  out  of  the  tail-end 
slcugh.  At  times  the  Browns  showed  flashes  of  form  that  made 
trouble  for  even  the  leading  clubs  in  the  race,  but  it  was  never 
lasting,  and  for  the  season  the  club  won  less  than  one-third  of  its 
games,  finishing  the  year  with  only  47  victories  against  the  stag- 
gering  burden   of   107   defeats  for  a  percentage   of   .305.

Jimmy  Barrett  tops  the  list,  but  as  he  only  partici- 
pated in  one-third  the  number  of  games  in  which  Cravath  faced 
American  Association  pitchers,  the  real  honors  must  go  to  the 
Minneapolis  outfielder. 

Hickman,  as  usual,  owns  a  good  percentage,  the  figure  this  year 
being  .317.  Jimmy  Williams,  in  keeping  with  his  other  high-class 
performances,  hit  .315.  The  ex-Brownie  played  phenomenal  ball  in 
the  American  Association  this  year  and  either  a  mistake  was  made 
when  Owner  Hedges,  of  the  Erowns,  let  him  go,  or  the  American 
Association  is  not  a  fast  aggregation. 

"Dare  Devill"  Dave  Altizer,  of  Minneapolis,  who  goes  to  Cin- 
cinnati next  year,  was  the  best  base  stealer,  having  65  thefts  to 
his  credit. 

Minneapolis  was  first  in  team  batting,  which  probably  explains 
the  reason  it  won  the  pennant.

TWELVE  CITIES  HOLD  PENNANTS. 


Chicago  and  Boston  Ahead  of  all  Rivals,  with 
Dozen  Flags  Apiece. 

In  a  period  of  time  extending  over  thirty-four  seasons  only 
twelve  cities  have  been  able  to  boast  championship  teams  in  the 
big  leagues.  These  cities  are  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Detroit,  Pitts- 
burgh and  Louisville  in  the  west,  and  Boston,  New  York,  Brooklyn, 
Baltimore,  Philadelphia  and  Providence  in  the  east.  Eight  clubs, 
three  of  them  no  longer  in  the  organization,  won  National  League 
pennants.  In  the  American  Association  seven  teams  landed  ban- 
ners, and  in  the  American  League  the  championships  have  been 
won  by  four  combinations. 

Chicago  and  Boston  have  had  more  pennant-winning  troupes  in 
the  big  leagues  than  any  other  cities.  Each  city  boasts  twelve. 
The  western  metropolis  has  had  the  championship  team  in  the  Na- 
tional League  nine  times,  and  the  boss  club  in  the  American  League 
three  times.  Boston  was  represented  in  all  five  of  the  big  leagues 
which  have  been  in  existence  since  1876,  and  has  had  pennant  win- 
ners in  four  of  them,  which  is  a  record  to  be  proud  of.  Eight  of 
Boston's  champion  teams  were  in  the  National  League,  two  were  in 
the  American  League,  one  in  the  American  Association  and  one  in 
the  Players'  League. 

Cities  which  have  had  pennant  winners  besides  Chicago  and 
Boston  in  two  organizations  are  New  York,  St.  Louis,  Brooklyn, 
Detroit  and  Philadelphia.  A  list  showing  the  number  of  major 
league  pennants  won  by   each   club  follows:

Some  Hard  Hitting. 

During  the  season  of  1906  Edv.-ard  Delehanty,  while  a  member 
of  the  Phailedlphia  team,  made  4  home  runs  and  a  single  on  Pitcher 
Bill  Terry  on  July  13.     A  total  of  17  bases. 

The  year  before  on  Decoration  Day  in  the  afternoon  game 
against  Cincinnati,  with  Chamerlain  pitching,  Bob  Lowe  also 
made  a  record  of  17  bases,  with  four  home  runs  and  a  single.  Lowe 
made  a  pair  of  his  home  runs  in  one  inning. 

September  10,  1908,  at  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  "Screech"  McGinnity, 
an  old-time  Western  League  player,  who  has  been  on  the  retired 
list  for  a  long  time,  played  with  a  team  from  his  home  town,  made 
5  home  runs,  scoring  the  only  runs  of  the  game,  as  his  team  won 
by  a  score  of  5-0. 

June  2,  1882,  a  game  was  played  by  the  Chicago  and  Phila- 
delphia teams  with  the  rather  remarkable  record  of  20  runs,  20 
base  hits  and  21  errors.     Tjhe  game  was  played  in  exactly  an  hour. 

The  most  one-sided  sco.re  between  two  professional  clubs  was 
June  18,  1874,  when  the  Mutuals  defeated  Chicago  by  38  to  1. 
Chicago  made  only  two  hits. 

The  largest  score  on  record  in  a  game  between  professional 
clubs  marked  the  game  between  the  Atlantics,  of  Brooklyn,  and 
Athletics,  of  Philadelphia,  on  July  5,  1869,  when  the  former  won  by 
a  score  of  51  to  48.  Fifteen  thousand  people  were  present,  the 
largest  number  up  to  that  time  that  ever  attended  a  baseball  game. 

In  1858  baseball  was  played  from  the  first  of  September  until 
Thanksgiving  Day.  The  players  claimed  that  it  was  too  hot  in 
June,  July  and  August  to  play  ball. 

A  remarkable  game  was  played  May  17,  1870,  at  Cleveland,  O., 
between  the  Forest  City  and  Atlantic  clubs,  also  of  that  city.  At 
the  end  of  the  fifth  inning  the  score  stood  132  to  1  in  favor  of  the 
Forest  City.  In  the  first  and  third  innings  the  winners  made  53 
and  54  runs  respectively.  The  winners  made  101  safe  hits  for  a 
total  of  180  bases.     The  record  has  never  been  equaled.

Atlanta  and  Mobile  Finish  a  Game  in 
Thirty-two  Minutes. 

In  a  full  nine-inning  game  played  at  Atlanta  Ga.,  September 
17,  1910,  Mobile  defeated  the  home  team  by  a  score  of  2-1. 

This  remarkable  record  was  made  possible  by  the  two  teams 
going  on  the  field  and  coming  in  to  bat  on  the  run.  Invariably  the 
first  ball  delivered  to  each  batter  was  struck  at.  and  usually  hit, 
without  any  effort  to  place  it. 

Thirty-five  assists  in  the  field  tells  the  story.  Nevertheless, 
there  were  some  sensational  stops  and  throws  as  well  as  some 
clever  catches  by  the  outfielders.  Only  one  base  on  balls  was 
recorded  and  only  one  strikeout.  There  wrere  four  stolen  bases,  one 
sacrifice  hit  and  one  wild  pitch,  three  two  baggers,  one  three  bagger, 
one  triple  and  one  double  play. 

Curiously  enough  the  record  that  was  broken  was  established 
in  this  city  six  years  ago.  On  September  24,  1904,  the  Atlanta  and 
Shreveport  teams  played  a  full  nine-inning  game  in  44  minutes. 
This  is  faster  time  than  ever  was  made  in  a  major  league  cham- 
pionship game,  although  in  the  big  leagues  many  games  have  been 
finished  in  less  than  an  hour.

HOW  THE  RULES  GREW. 


Base  Running  in  1853. 

The  rule  governing  the  running  of  bases  did  not  allow  a  base 
to  be  run  on  a  caught-fly  ball  until  the  ball  had  been  held  by  the 
pitcher,  and  even  then  the  base- runner  could  not  be  put  out  until 
after  the  ball  had  been  once  pitched  to  the  batter. 

High  or  Low  Ball. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  New  York  November  30,  1870,  a  rule  was 
placed  in  force  giving  a  batter  the  privilege  of  calling  for  a  high  or 
low  ball. 

Any  Style  of  Bat. 

In  games  prior  to  1858  a  batter  could  use  any  style  of  bat  he 
chose.     It  could  weigh  a  ton  and  be  as  long  as  the  user  wished.

THE  ORIGINAL  RULES. 


Adopted  September  23,  1845. 


The  bases  shall  be  from  "home"  to  second  base  42  paces,  from 
first  to  third  base  42  paces  equi-distant.  The  game  shall  consist  of 
21  counts  or  aces,  but  at  the  conclusion  an  equal  number  of  hands 
must  be  played.  The  ball  must  be  pitched  and  not  thrown  for  the 
bat.  A  ball  knocked  outside  the  range  of  first  or  third  base  is  foul. 
Three  balls  being  struck  at  and  missed,  and  the  last  one  caught  is 
a  hand  out;  if  not  caught  is  considered  fair  and  the  striker  bound  to 
run.  A  ball  being  struck  or  tipped,  and  caught  either  flying  or  on 
the  first  bound,  is  a  hand  out.  A  player  running  the  bases  shall  be 
out  if  the  ball  is  in  the  hands  of  an  adversary  on  the  base,  as  the 
runner  is  touched  by  it  before  he  makes  his  base;  it  being  under- 
stood, however,  that  in  no  instance  is  a  ball  to  be  thrown  at  him. 
A  player  running,  who  shall  prevent  an  adversary  from  catching  or 
getting  the  ball  before  making  his  base,  is  a  hand  out.  If  two 
hands  are  already  out,  a  player  running  home  at  the  time  a  ball  is 
struck  cannot  make  an  ace  if  the  striker  is  caught  out.  Three 
hands  out,  all  out.  Players  must  take  their  strike  in  regular  turn. 
No  ace  or  base  can  be  made  on  a  foul  strike.  A  runner  cannot  be 
put  out  on  making  one  base  when  a  balk  is  made  by  the  pitcher. 
But  one  base  allowed  when  the  ball  bounds  out  of  the  field  when 
struck. 

From  these  primitive  rules  have  grown  the  present  complex 
rules  of  the  game,  and  from  the  time  of  the  Knickerbocker  Club 
organization  dates  the  development  of  organized  baseball.

Miss  Graham  has  smashed  all  the  world's  records  in  skating  for 
women  from  one  mile  to  ten,  her  world's  record  time  for  a  half 
mile  being  1  minute  40  seconds.  She  has  made  the  100-yard  dash 
in  11%  seconds  (in  skirts)  and  one  of  her  aquatic  feats  is  a  100- 
foot  swim  in  23  seconds.

Some  Hard  Hitting  on  August  22 — Wagner  a  Star. 

Big  league  ball  players  must  have  quietly  agreed  to  set  aside 
Monday,  August  22,  1910,  as  an  occasion  for  feats  of  batting  of 
extraordinary  variety.  As  it  turned  out,  many  rare  performances 
were  made  with  the  bat. 

Hans  Wagner,  the  mighty  Teuton  of  the  Pittsburgh  club,  led 
in  the  heavy  stick  work,  making  seven  hits  in  the  two  games  for  a 
total  of  sixteen  bases.  He  was  at  bat  three  times  in  the  first  game.. 
He  made  three  hits,  one  of  which  was  a  home  run.  In  the  second 
game  he  made  four  hits  in  four  times  at  bat,  including  three 
doubles  and  a  home  run.  On  Saturday,  August  8  (Pittsburgh  did 
not  play  Sunday,  August  9),  Wagner,  the  last  time  at  bat,  made  a. 
single  off  Brown,  of  Chicago,  which  gives  him  eight  consecutive 
hits.  In  one  inning  of  the  second  game  three  Pirates,  Campbell, 
Wagner  and  Camnitz  scored  home  runs. 

Hooper,  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  made  four  hits  in  as  many  timea 
at  bat.  These  included  a  single,  two  triples  and  a  homer.  Crawford 
made  four  hits  in  four  times  up,  scoring  three  runs.  He  had  two 
triples  and  one  double.  Jake  Daubert,  of  Brooklyn,  made  three 
hits  in  four  times  up,  one  of  which  was  for  three  bases.  Wolter,  of 
New  York,  and  Conroy  and  Gessler,  of  Washington,  each  made 
three  hits  in  four  times  at  bat.  Murphy,  of  the  Athletics,  was  at 
bat  six  times.  He  scored  two  runs  and  made  four  hits,  two  of 
which  were  triples.  One  was  a  double  and  the  other  a  single. 
Land  made  his  reappearance  as  a  Nap  and  made  four  singles  in  as 
many  times  at  bat.  Merkle,  of  New  York,  made  a  double  and  two 
triples  in  five  'times  up.  Lajoie  got  a  single  and  triple  in  four  times 
to  bat.

BASE  RUNNING  RECORD  BROKEN. 


Lobert  Circled  the  Four  Bases  in   13  4-5   Seconds — 
Campbell  Stepped  the  Distance  in  14  Flat. 

Hans  Lobert  and  Ward  Miller,  of  Cincinnati,  and  Vincent 
Campbell  and  John  Miller,  of  Pittsburg-,  were  the  four  starters  In 
the  base  running  contest  held  at  Cincinnati  Aug.  10,  1910.  Every 
man  got  a  good  start  and  the  contest  was  a  beautiful  one  to 
watch.  The  time  was  as  follows:  Lobert  and  Campbell,  14  sec- 
onds each;  Leach,  14  2-5  seconds;  Paskert  and  Ward  Miller,  14  -5 
seconds   each;    Corcoran,    15  2-3   seconds. 

The  time  of  both  Lobert  and  Campbell  wTas  faster  than 
world's  record  of  14  1-5  seconds,  made  three  years  ago  by  Walter 
Clement,  of  Jersey  City.  Later  in  the  day  Lobert  and  Campbell 
ran  off  the  tie.  The  Dutchman  improved  in  his  work,  making'  the 
circuit  in  13  4-5  seconds,  clipping  still  another  fraction  oft'  the 
record.  Campbell  made  a  supreme  effort  but  fell  just  a  shade  shy, 
doing  the  distance  in  14  seconds  flat,  just  as  he  had  done  the  first 
time. 


MANY  BASES  ON  BALLS. 

In  the  season  of  1909  a  remarkable  feat  was  performed  by 
Pitcher  Karger.  late  of  Cincinnati,  who  sent  twelve  Boston  batsman 
to  base  on  balls.  George  Van  Haltren,  who,  in  1SS7.  pitching  for 
Chicago,  gave  Boston  10  bases  on  balls.  In  that  year  bases  on  balls 
were  counted  as  base  hits,  and  George,  who  later  became  a  Pirate, 
went  the  limit  for  fair.  Sixteen  bases  on  balls  were  also  dished  out 
by  Pitcher  Henry  Gruber  in  1890.  Henry  pitched  for  the  Cleveland 
team  of  the  Players'  League  and  sent  16  Buffalo  Brotherhood  chaps 
to  first  on  free  passes.  The  record  is  24  balls  in  a  game,  and  it 
was  made  in  Pittsburgh  on  June  30,  1893,  the  year  the  Pirates  gave 
the  Bostons  a  hard  chase  for  the  place,  the  highest  point  they  had 
reached  in  the  league  before.  The  game  was  with  the  BrOoklyns. 
Terry  Killen  and  Gumbert.  who  pitched  for  Pittsburgh,  gave  15 
bases  on  balls,  while  Lovett  and  Haddock,  pitching  for  Brooklyn, 
gave  9. 

May  30,  1887. — ,4Lefty"  George,  v\hile  pitching  for  New  York, 
gave  Chicago  17  bases  on  balls. 

August  1,  1895. — Hulen  (Minneapolis)  received  his  base  on  balls 
six  times  and  scored  six  times. 

August  22,  1891. —  Wilmot  (Chicago)   walked  six  times.

In  an  article  in  the  New  York  Clipper  in  the  spring  of  1874,  Mr. 
Chadwick  says:  "In  1S60  the  Atlantic  club  had  taken  the  lead  as 
the  strongest  playing  nine  in  the  country.  At  that  time,  too,  base- 
ball was  but  little  known  outside  of  a  circuit  of  thirty  miles  around 
New  York.  In  Massachusetts  and  throughout  New  England  the 
'Massachusetts  game'  prevailed,  in  which  the  delivery  of  the  ball 
to  the  bat  was  by  an  overhand  throw,  none  other  being  allowed  and 
not  less  than  ten  players  nor  more  than  fourteen  could  take  part  in 
a  game.  The  tour  of  the  Excelsiors  in  that  year,  however,  spread 
the  fame  of  the  'New  York  game' — as  baseball  was  then  called — 
and  Philadelphia  entered  into  the  spirit  of  it."

In  1870  this  rule  was  adopted:  "If,  with  only  one  man  out,  and 
a  man  on  third  and  a  man  on  first,  the  runner  on  third  had  started 
home  when  the  ball  was  hit,  the  infield  in  which  a  double  play  was 
made,  the  man  on  third  scored;  his  run  counting  simply  because  he 
had  started  home  when  the  ball  was  hit  and  before  the  double  play 
was  completed." 


The  first  baseball  rules  were  published  in  1858. 
Chicago  and  Boston,  of  the  National  League,  are  the  only  teams 
which    have    played    continuously    since    the    organization   began    in

The  first  season  of  the  Illinois-Missouri  League  started  on  May 

10  and  was  to  have  run  until  September  18,  with  these  six  clubs: 
Pekin,  Beardstown,  Canton,  Macomb,  Clinton  and  Lincoln.  The 
Beardstown  Club,  second  in  the  race,  on  July  21,  with  a  record  of 
38  victories  and  26  defeats  for  .594,  disbanded,  and  team  and  fran- 
chise were  at  once  transferred  by  the  League  Directors  to  Jackson- 
ville, 111.,  the  latter  assuming  the  record  of  the  defunct  Beardstown 
team.  The  Jacksonville  Club  disbanded  on  August  17,  this  being 
the  second  time  this  club  turned  the  trick,  the  first  time  being  in 
Jul/,  when  a  member  of  the  now  defunct  Northern  Association. 
Macomb  was  dropped  at  a  league  meeting  held  in  Canton,  111.,  Aug- 
ust 17,  and  the  league  decided  to  proceed  with  four  clubs,  season  to 
close  September  11  instead  of  September  18.  Thereafter  there  was 
no  further  trouble  and  the  championship  season  ended  on  September 

11  with  W.  T.  Hickey's  Pekin  team  as  pennant  winner,  and  this 
final  record:

A  post-season  series  was  scheduled  to  be  played  between  the 
winners  of  the  two  seasons  of  the  Northeastern  Arkansas  League. 
The  contesting  teams  were  "Dad"  Ritter's  Caruthersville  team,  first 
season  winner,  and  Edward  Schaaf's  Paragould  team,  second  season 
winner.

Three  Runs  Per  Hour. 

One  of  the  slowest  run-getting  games  between  first  class  teams 
that  any  record  can  be  found  recorded  was  played  July  30,  1862, 
when  the  Unions,  of  Morrisania,  and  the  Eckfords,  of  Greenpoint, 
L.  I.,  occupied  four  hours  in  scoring  12  runs,  an  average  of  three 
runs  per  hour. 


The  record  for  successive  victories  is  held  by  James  McCor- 
mick,  who,  in  1886,  while  pitching  for  the  Chicago  National  League 
team,  won  twenty-four  straight  games  without  even  a  tie  game 
being  mixed  in  with  his  consecutive  victories.  The  second  place 
for  a  consecutive  string  of  victories  is  also  held  by  a  pitcher  wear- 
ing a  Chicago  uniform,   Luby,   in   1890,   with   20   straight. 

Beaumont's  record  of  six  hits  and  six  runs  made  off  Piatt,  who 
twirled  for  Philadelphia,  has  never  been  equaled  in  the  National 
League.  He  accomplished  this  extraordinary  work  July  22,  1899, 
at   Exposition  Park,    Pittsburgh,   Pa. 

The  smallest  crowd  ever  seen  at  the  Polo  grounds,  New  York, 
was  at  a  game  between  the  Giants  and  Quakers  October  3,  1906, 
not   300   people  being   present. 

The  strike-out  record  for  last  season  is  held  by  O'Toole,  of  the 
Sioux  City  team,  when  he  fanned  18  batters. 

Outfielder  Zimmerman,  of  the  Utica,  N.  Y.,  State  League  team 
stole  105  bases  in  135  games. 

George  Bodie,  of  the  San  Francisco  team,  made  30  home  runs 
during  the  past  season. 

Two  remarkable  pitching  feats  were  performed  by  pitchers 
Wormwood,  of  the  Fall  River,  N.  E.  League,  and  pitcher  Corbett 
of  the  South  Bend,  Ind.,  team.  Each  shut  out  an  opposing  club 
without  a  hit  in  11  innings. 

Pitcher  Coombs,  of  the  Athletics,  established  an  American 
League  record  by  shutting  out  his  opponents  for  53  consecutive 
innings. 

In  the  minor  leagues  last  season  the  longest  game  played  was 
the  24-innings  contest  between  Clarksburg  and  Mannington,  of  the 
West  Virginia  League,  played  July  3,  and  which  resulted  in  a 
tie,  1-1.

About  the  longest  game  on  record  was  played  at  Carrolton, 
Ky.,  during  the  season  of  1868.  which  lasted  from  10  o'cl6ck  in  the 
morning  and  was  called  on  account  of  darkness  at  6  o'clock  that 
evening  with   only  seven   innings   completed. 


ANY  STYLE  OF  BAT. 

In  games  prior  to   1858  a  batter  could  use  any  style  of  bat  he 
chose.    It  could  weigh  a  ton  and  be  as  long  as  the  user  wished. 


The  salary  list  of  the  celebrated  Cincinnati  Reds  in  1869.  the 
year  they  did  not  lose  a  game  was  about  $9,000.  George  Wright 
received  the  largest  amount — $1,500. 

In  1885  Detroit  purchased  the  Buffalo  team  in  order  to  get  the 
•'Bif   Four' — Brouthers.    Richardson.    Rowe    and   White. 

In  1880  the  rule  allowing  the  bound  catch  of  the  third,  strike 
was  done  away  with. 

In  1854  the  ball  used  in  those  days  weighed  six  and  one-quarter 
ounces  and  was  ten  and  one-quarter  inches  in  circumference. 

In  1848  the  rules  were  changed  so  that  a  ball  must  be  held  by 
the  first  baseman  in  order  to  put  out  an  opponent.  Prior  to  that  a 
baserunner  was  out  if  a  thrown  ball  hit  him. 

The  New  England  rules  for  many  years  gave  the  victory  to  the 
flub  first  scoring  100  runs.  It  sometimes  required  two  or  three 
days  to  settle  the  question.

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A  HARD  HITTING  QUARTETTE 


Cobb,  Lajoie,  Wagner  and  Magee  Would  Drive  Many 

a  Pitcher  Crazy. 


Have  Made  7,003  Hits  Combined,    Scored  3,665  Runs 
and  Stolen  1,414  Bases. 

Should  a  pitcher  have  to  face  Cobb,  Lajoie,  Wagner  and  Magee 
in  a  game  it  would  be  a  good  thing  to  have  his  life  insured,  for  it 
is  a  question  if  he  would  ever  survive  the  shock  before  that  bunch 
had  been  retired. 

The  four  players  have  taken  part  in  20,226  games  and  have 
cracked  out  7,003  hits  between  them,  scored  3,665  runs,  while  they 
have  caused  the  catcher  untold  agony  by  pilfering  1,414  bases. 

Lajoie  has  been  in  the  game  the  longest,  he  has  been  playing 
15  years,  while  Wagner  has  been  in  the  game  14.  Magee  comes 
next  with  7  years,  while  Cobb  is  the  newest  of  the  quartette,  having 
been  at  the  business  in  fast  company  but  6  years. 

In  looking  over  the  scores  of  the  four  it  will  be  readily  seen 
why  Pittsburgh  wants,  as  it  is  rumored,  to  get  rid  of  the  Flying 
Dutchman.  In  the  14  yearns  he  has  been  playing  the  game  with 
Louisville  and  Pittsburgh,  he  has  succeeded  in  only  making  2,508 
hits,  scoring  1,323  times  and  stealing  but  592  bases.  Last  season  he 
fell  off  to  such  an  extent  that  he  was  able  to  bat  at  only  a  .320 
gait,  make  178  hits,  leading  the  league,  scoring  but  90  runs  and 
stealing  35  bases.     No  wonder  Clarke  wants  to  get  rid  of  him? 

In  a  years  less  time  than  Lajoie  has  played,  Wagner  has  been  in 
125  more  games,  made  52  more  hits  and  scored  98  times  oftener  than 
the  Big  Clevelander.  Wagner  has  stolen  592  bases  while  Lajoie  has 
281  to  his  credit. 

It  is  time  that  this  pair  of  has-beens  give  the  youngsters  a 
chance  to  show  that  the  old  timers  are  not  in  it  with  them. 

The  two  younger  men,  Cobb  and  Magee,  have  played,  between 
them,  just  13  years,  not  quite  as  long  as  either  Lajoie  or  Wagner. 

Just  to  compare  the  two  young  players  with  the  pair  of  old 
ones,  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  give  a  little  table  of  com- 
parison:

Granting  for  an  argument  that  the  older  players  have  between 
them  played  a  few  more  games  than  either  the  other  pair,  or  to  be 
exact,  Lajoie  has  been  in  52  more  games  and  Wagner  177,  will  the 
two  young  men  make  a  record  to  compare  with  the  old  ones  with 
the  same  number  of  games?  Giving  Cobb  and  Magee  177  games 
more  to  their  credit  to  equal  Wagners  number,  they  would  have  to 
make  479  hits  and  score  206  runs  to  come  up  to  the  Flying  Dutch- 
man's record.  It  would  be  out  of  the  question  for  them  to  come 
anywhere  near  it.  To  equal  Lajoie's  record  of  52  games,  they  would 
have  to  score  .108  runs,  over  two  per  game  and  make  427  hits,  8.21 
hits  per  game  to  do  it. 

Wagner  has  one  world's  record,  and  it  is  a  question  if  it  will 
ever   be   equaled — of  having   led  his  league   six  times,    in   14  years, 
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while  Lajoie  has  the  honor  of  leading  his  organization  four  tunes. 

Wagner  has  never  been  below  the  .300  mark  in  hatting  during 
his  career  in  fast  company,  has  scored  over  100  runs  seven  times 
and  made  over  200  hits  per  season  twice. 

Lajoie  has  fallen  below  the  .300  mark  twice,  during  the  seasons 
of  1907  and  1908,  but  both  times  he  was  within  a  point  or  so  of  the 
mark.  To  show  how  fast  the  Cleveland  player  is  losing  form,  it 
may  be  mentioned  that  last  season  he  made  more  hits  than  at  any 
time  in  his  life,  having  227  to  his  credit. 

Cobb,  in  his  six  seasons,  has  batted  below  .300  but  once,  that 
was  his  first  year  in  fast  company,  when  he  was  but  a  kid;  he  has 
not  fallen  below  .320  at  any  time  since. 

Magee,  who  has  been  in  fast  company  one  year  more  than  Cobb, 
has  not  done  the  consistent  hitting  of  the  three  other  men,  still  he 
has  an  excellent  average,  having  batted  296  in  the  seven  seasons. 
He  scored  his  first  century  number  of  runs  last  season;  he,  like 
Cobb,  has  been  an  excellent  base  stealer,  as  they  are  near  the  top 
every  season  in  this  respect.

Items  of   General  Interest. 


June  7,  1885. — The  American  Association  held  a  special  meeting 
and  adopted  the  new  pitching  rule  and  abolished  the  foul  bound. 

November  30,  1885. — Providence  sold  its  franchise  to  the  Na- 
tional League  and  has  not  been  in  fast  company  since. 

May  15,  1862. — The  Union  Grounds,  the  first  enclosed  field  used 
for  a  baseball  game,  was  formally  opened  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

August  7,  1888. — The  American  Association  held  a  meeting  at 
Philadelphia,  decided  to  reduce  the  admission  to  25  cents,  and  the 
guarantee  plan  was  adopted. 

At  a  meeting  held  by  the  National  League  in  New  York  City 
November  21-22,  1888,  a  graded  system  of  salaries  was  adopted  for 
the  future. 

In  18C2  the  price  of  admission  to  a  ball  game  was  10  cents, 
wiiile  'in  some  important  game  25  cents  was  charged.  Cincinnati 
was  the  first  city  to  charge  50  cents.     That  was  in  1S69. 

September  30,  1879. — The  reserve  rule  was  secretly  adopted  by 
the  National  League  at  a  special  meeting  held  at  Buffalo. 

June  19,  1846. — The  first  match  game  of  baseball  was  played, 
the  New  York  club  defeating  the  Knickerbockers  in  four  innings, 
the  rules  then  giving  the  victory  to  the  club  making  the  first  21 
aces  (runs)  on  even  innings. 

January  22,  1857. — The  first  convention  was  held,  the  clubs  of 
New  York  City  then  adopting  a  new  code  of  playing  rules,  includ- 
ing one  changing  that  giving  the  victory  to  the  club  first  scoring 
21  runs,  and  requiring  the  plaving  of  nine  innings,  but  allowing  a 
victory  to  the  club  leading  at  the  end  of  five  innings.

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SOME  GREAT  LEADERS. 


A  Record  of  Those  Who  Have  Led  in  Runs,  Hits* 
Stolen  Bases  and  Sacrifice  Hits. 

It  is  an  impossibility  to  get  up  a  complete  record  of  what  play- 
ers have  done  in  the  way  of  runs,  hits,  stolen  bases  and  sacrifice 
hits  from  the  time  the  National  League  started,  for  the  reason 
that  prior  to  1881  no  figures  exist  as  to  what  players  have  accom- 
plished in  the  above  departments  of  the  game. 

In  fact.,  the  records  of  stolen  bases  can  be  found  back  beyond 
1886,  and  it  was  three  years  latter  when  any  record  of  sacrifice  hits 
were  kept.     Consequently  a  complete  record  of  such  cannot  be  had. 

The  presidents  of  the  old  league  kept  the  batting  average  of 
each  batter  from  1876,  when  the  National  League  was  first  organ- 
ized, until  1880,  but  never  published  the  times  at  bat,  runs  nor  hits, 
so  that  there  is  no  way  to  secure  them. 

The  records  below  are  the  first  of  the  kind  ever  compiled  and 
are  official.     They  show  who  has  led  each  season  in  runs,  hits,  etc. 

Some  interesting  figures  are  shown,  one  in  particular  is  on  runs 
scored.  No  such  records  as  crossing  the  home  plate  196  times,  such 
as  Billy  Hamilton  did  in  1894,  nor  of  the  stolen  base  record  of 
Harry  Stovey,  of  the  old  Athletics,  when  he  pilfered  156  bases  in 
1888.  In  hits  and  sacrifice  hits  there  is  not  such  a  difference  be- 
tween them  to-day  and  the  old  days,  although  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  the  season  is  much  longer.

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WORLD'S  STRIKEOUT  RECORD, 


"Rube"  Waddell  and  Walter  Johnson,  Although 

Great  Pitchers,   Do   Not   Hold  the 

Honor  of  Striking  Out  Batters. 


Kilroy  the  King. 


The  record  established  last  season  by  Walter  Johnson  when 
he  fanned  313  batters  did  not  make  a  world's  record.  Although  his 
record  was  a  wonderful  one,  he  fell  short  several  points  when 
his  record  and  Rube  Waddell's  record  are  compared.  The  latter 
in  1904  fanned  343  men,  just  30  more  than  the  Washington  twirler, 
and   he    pitched   but   three   more   innings    than   Johnson. 

The  two  men  are  no  doubt  great  pitchers,  and  at  the  distance 
they  now  pitch,  deserve  great  credit.  Still  the  records  of  several 
of  the  old-time  heavers  of  the  pigskin  show  they  were  able  to  do  a 
great  deal  better  work  than   the   two   mentioned. 

When  compared  with  such  wonderful  pitchers  as  Ramsey, 
who  holds  a  record  of  having  made  17  batters  fan  with  four 
strikes  rule  in  vogue,  shows  wThat  a  master  he  was.  Mat  Kilroy, 
who  was  a  wonder  in  the  old  Baltimore  team  in  1884,  struck  out 
505   men,   although   he    pitched   in   65    games. 

Hugh  Daly  while  a  member  of  the  Chicago  team,  and  Charley 
Sweeney  have  records  of  having  fanned  19  men  in  a  nine-inning 
game. 

The  pitchers  of  the  olden  days  did  not  have  to  pitch  the  same 
distance  as  the  present  twirlers  have  to  do,  still  they  did  not  have 
the    same   support   nor   the    improvements   as   they   have   now. 

The  record  of  Waddell  while  pitching  for  the  Athletics  in  1904 

and   Johnson's   work   last   season  "are   shown   in   the   two   following 

tables,    while    following    them    are    records    of    pitchers    who    hold 

records  of-  having  fanned  an  average  of  six  or  more  men  per  game.

REMARKABLE  PERFORMANCES. 


Seven  Times  Have  First  Basemen  Failed  to  Have  a 

Put-Out. 

For  a  first  baseman  to  go  through  a  game  of  nine  innings 
without  having  a  putout  to  his  credit  is  an  unusual  occurrance. 

Since  baseball  has  been  played  back  in  1845  but  seven  men 
have  made  a  record  of  this  description. 

The  National  League  first  started  in  1876,  but  it  was  up  to 
Artie  Hofman,  the  sub-first  baseman  of  the  Champion  Chicago 
team,  to  go  a  full  game  without  having  a  putout.  This  happened 
in  a  game  played  at  Pittsburg,  June  24,  1910,  when  he  went 
through  the  game  without  retiring  a  man.  He  had  one  chance,  an 
assist  from  Tinker  but  dropped  the  throw. 

July  21,  1861 — In  a  game  between  the  Mutuals  and  Alpine  clubs 
the  first  baseman  of  the  former  team  did  not  have  a  chance. 

August  6,  1891— McCauley,  first  baseman  (Washington),  did  not 
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have    a    putout,    while    the    first    baseman    of    Columbus    had    four 
(American  Association). 

May   23,    1906 — In   a   game   at   New   York   between    Chicago   and 
New  York  (American  League)   "Jiggs"   Donohue  had  no  putouts  in  ' 
a  regular  nine-inning  game.     He  had  but  one  chance,  an  assist,  in 
the  eighth  inning. 

August  12,  1906 — First  baseman  Emerson,  of  the  Monsen  (Mass.) 
team,  did  not  have  a  chance  of  any  description  in  a  full  nine-inning 
game  against  the  Stafford   (Conn.)  team. 

June  28,  1906 — Catcher  Jack  Ernst,  who  was  subbing  for  Bade 
Myers,  of  the  Canton  team,  did  not  have  a  putout  throughout  the 
nine  innings,   although  he  had  two  assists. 

In  a  game  between  Terre  Haute  and  South  Bend,  of  the  Central 
League,  July  10,  1910,  first  baseman  Connors,  of  the  former  team, 
did  not  have  a  putout. 


Reach  First  Professional. 

A.  J.  Reach  was  the  first  professional  baseball  player.  The 
Athletic  club  of  Philadelphia  offered  him  a  salary  to  come  to 
Philadelphia  and  play  with  its  nine.  He  left  Brooklyn  in  June, 
1864.  During  1866  the  Athletics  paid  Deckney  and  Pike  as  well 
as  Reach.

Other  No-Hit  Games. 

Many  statements  as  to  who  has  the  honor  of  pitching  the  first 
'no -hit  game  have  been  published.  Richmond,  Calvin  and  others 
have  been  credited,  but  neither  twirler  can  claim  the  honor,  for  it 
was  an  amateur  pitcher  who  performed  the  unheard-of  feat  first. 
Joseph  McElroy  Mann,  while  pitching  for  Princeton  college,  in  a 
game  against  Yale  college  at  New  Haven,  Conn..  May  29,  1875,  was 
the  first  person  who  ever  held  an  opposing  club  to  no  hits.  The

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UNASSISTED  TRIPLE  PLAYS. 

A  Dozen  Such  Feats  Have  Been  Performed— Paul 
Hines  Never  Accomplished  It. 

One  of  the  most  noteworthy  feats  of  the  1906  season  was  the 
accomplishment  of  an  unassisted  triple  play  by  Second  Baseman 
Simeon  Murch,  of  the  Manchester  club  of  the  New  England  League. 
He  turned  the  trick  in  the  Manchester-New  Bedford  game  of  Sep- 
tember 6,  1906.  Previous  to  this  the  feat  had  been  performed  but 
six  times  in  the  history  of  baseball.  The  next  by  First  Baseman 
Harry  O'Hagan,  of  Rochester,  against  Jersey  City,  August  18,  1902 
On  September  6,  1902,  two  men  performed  the  feat,  namely,  Third 
Baseman  Frank  Eustace,  of  Pottsville,  against  Lebanon;  and  Short- 
stop William  McGuire,  of  Hoquiam,  against  Tacoma.  June  10,  1905, 
Second  Baseman  Larry  Schaffley,  of  Portland,  performed  the  feat 
against  Seattle.  On  August  17,  1908,  First  Baseman  Decker,  of  the 
Richfield  (Pa.)  team,  in  a  game  against  Beaver  Springs,  Pa.,  also 
made  a  triple  play  unassisted.  At  Moberly,  Mo.,  Jack  O'Neill  per- 
formed the  feat  in  1908.  Third  Baseman  "Red"  Hinton,  of  the 
Dayton  Central  League  team,  on  April  15,  1909,  in  a  game  at  Tip- 
pecanoe City,   O.,  made  a  triple  play  unassisted. 

March  30,  1910.— Kelly,  shortstop  of  the  Yorks,  an  amateur 
team  of  Cincinnati,  in  a  game  against  Speer  &  Co. 

Ralph  Frary,   of  the   Seattle  team,   in  1905,   made  a  triple  play 

May  19,  1909.— Ball,  of  the  Clevelands,  made  an  unassisted 
triple  play  in  the  game  against  Boston.  Wagner  was  on  second 
and  Stahl  on  first.  Ball  caught  McConnell's  line  drive,  touched 
second  and  touched  Stahl  out. 

Third  Baseman  Dineen,  of  the  Warnskuck  team,  in  the  Inde- 
pendent Amateur  league,  at  Lymansville,  R.  I.,  made  an  unassisted 
triple  play  June  19,  1910,  in  a  game  with  the  Kirbys,  another  ama- 
teur team.  With  the  bases  full  in  the  fifth  inning,  Dineen  grab- 
bed Pfaffke's  liner  with  one  hand,  ran  to  tihrd  and  touched  the 
base  before  a  runner  who  had  started  for  home  could  return,  and 
then  managed  to  tag  a  fellow  who  was  advancing  at  top  speed 
from  second. 

Note. — The  unassisted  triple  play  credited  so  long  to  Paul 
Hines,  May  8,  1878,  never  happened.  This  is  how  the  play  took 
place:  A  short  fly  was  hit  back  of  shortstop.  Hines,  who  started 
for  the  ball,  yelled  "I  have  it,"  and  the  other  players  stood  back. 
The  play  looked  impossible,  and  the  runners  on  first  and  second 
started  for  the  plate.  Hines,  however,  caught  the  ball  about  six 
inches  from  the  ground  and  kept  on  running  and  touched  third  be- 
fore the  runner  could  return.  The  man  who  had  left  second  saw  I 
the  catch,  and,  turning,  started  back  to  second.  Hines,  who  had 
recovered  his  balance  threw  the  ball  to  Sweezey,  who  played  sec- 
ond. Sweezey  caught  Hines'  toss  and,  touching  the  bag,  completed 
the  triple  play.  Hines  simply  made  a  double  play  unassisted,  but, 
wTith  the  second  baseman's  assistance,  completed  a  triple  play. 

In  only  two  instances  can  it  be  found  where  two  triple  plays 
have  been  made  in  a  single  game.  On  June  14,  1904,  Kansas  City, 
in  a  game  against  Toledo,  made  two  plays  of  this  description. 
Loewe  and  Sullivan  made  the  first  and  Loewe  and  Ryan  the  second.. 

The  second  time  that  a  pair  of  triple  plays  were  pulled  off  oc- 
curred in  a  game  on  April  23,  1903,  at  Los  Angeles,  between  Butfci 
and  Los  Angeles,  of  the  old  Pacific  National  League.  Reilly  to 
Hillingsworth  to  Messerly  made  the  first,  while  Reilly  to  Messerly 
accomplished  the  second. 
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OLD  "CY"  YOUNG. 


The  Wonderful  Pitching  of  the  Cleveland  Pitcher 
Shows  Him  to  Have  Won  494  Games  in 
Twenty-one  Years. 

Denton  T.  Young,  better  known  by  the  fans  as  "Cy",  who  has 
been  pitching  ball  for  twenty-one  years,  has  established  a  record 
never  before  made  by  a  ball  player.  Including  the  work  of  last 
season  he  has  placed  494  victories  to  his  credit,  just  6  shy  of  500 
games — a  most  remarkable  performance. 

In  the  twenty-one  years  Young  has  been  pitching,  he  had 
pitched  in  an  even  800  games  in  which  a  result  has  been  reached, 
an  average,  of  38  games  per  season. 

In  the  time  he  has  been  at  work  on  the  mound  he  has  given 
but  1,158  bases  on  balls,  while  2,776  batters  have  missed  connecting 
with  his  elusive  curves.  His  grand  average  of  games  won  and  lost 
is   .618.

John  Hatfield's  Throwing  of  a  Baseball  Outdone  by 

Lajeune. 


The  Performance  Has  Stood  Since  October,  1872. 

At  a  field  meet  held  on  the  Cincinnati  baseball  grounds  Sunday, 
October  9,  1910,  Sheldon  Lajeune,  of  the  Evansville  Baseball  Club, 
when  he  threw  the  ball  a  distance  of  426  feet  9%  inches,  26  feet  2V2 
inches  better  than  John  Hatfield  did  at  a  trial  held  in  Brooklyn, 
October  15,  1872. 

The  young  player  had  four  trials,  his  first  attempt  was  3S5  feet 
3  inches  and  his  second  383  feet  and  4  inches.  Both  throws  were 
against  the  wind.  On  this  third  trial  he  asked  Referee  Longnecker 
for  permission  to  throw  in  the  opposite  direction,  thus  getting  the 
benefit  of  the  fair  wTind  which  was  blowing,  this  was  granted  and 
Lajeune  threw  the  ball  401  feet  4V2  inches,  breaking  the  world's 
record  by  a  little  less  than  a  foot. 

On  his  fourth  and  last  throw,  after  getting  his  arm  warmed  up, 
he  made  the  most  remarkable  toss  of  a  ball  ever  recorded.  He 
made  a  throw  on  this  attempt  of  426  feet  9*2  inches,  breaking  tha 
long  standing  record. 

The  same  gentleman  at  a  field  meet  held  on  the  same  grounds 
September  11,  1908,  threw  the  ball  a  distance  of  399  feet  and  10% 
inches. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  throwing  contest  in  which 
Hatfield  made  his  record  and  his  opponents: 

The  Throwing  Record. 

The  best  record  yet  attained  of  long  distance  throwing  of  a 
baseball  is  that  which  marked  the  throwing  tourney  at  the  old 
Union  Ball  Grounds  in  Brooklyn  in  October,  1872,  Hatfield's  throw 
on  the  occasion  never  having  been  surpassed.  The  full  record  is 
appended:

The  longest  throw  of  a  cricket  ball  on  record  was  by  Mr. 
Forbes,  of  Oxford;  aided  by  the  wind,  it  reached  the  distance  of 
132  yards.     This  was  in  March,   1876. 

Up  to  the  time  Lajeune  made  his  record,  there  have  been  many 
attempts  to  break  the  record.  In  1884  Ed.  Crane  threw  the  ball  13d 
yards  I  foot  and  V2  inch  and  Larry  Twitchell  beat  it  two  feet  short- 
ly after,  but  neither  distance  was  accepted. 

To  prove  that  Hatfield  had  a  wonderful  arm.  before  he  made 
his  record:  in  an  attempt  to  make  a  record,  threw  the  ball  for  six 
consecutive  throws  123,  129,  132.  127,  127  and  126  yards.  These 
throws  were  made  in  Cincinnati  July  18,  1868. 
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WONDERFUL   SHUT-OUT   RECORD, 


Portland,  of  the  Pacific  Coast  League,  Prevents  Its 
Opponents  from  Scoring  for  82  Consecutive 

Innings. 

The  record  made  by  Pittsburgh  in  1903,  when  they  shut-out 
their  opponents  six  straight  games,  and  that  made  by  Lincoln  of 
the  Western  League,  when  they  duplicated  the  Pirates'  record,  were 
both  made  to  look  like  pigmies  compared  to  the  record  made  by 
Portland,  of  the  Pacific  Coast  League,  last  October,  when  they 
prevented  their  opponents  from  crossing  the  home  plate  for  82  con- 
secutive innings,  or  nine  games  and  three  innings. 

The  beginning  of  the  long  list  of  blanks  was  October  7,  when 
the  Portland  and  Sacramento  teams  clashed  for  11  innings  without 
either  team  scoring. 

The  same  pair  of  teams  played  against  each  other  the  8th  and 
two  games  on  the  9th,  in  which  the  Sacramento  club  could  not 
score;  one  of  the  games,  the  second  of  the  double  header  played  on 
the  ninth,  was  of  five  inning's,  making  34  innings  they  failed  to 
score. 

The  next  opponents  of  the  Portland  team  was  Los  Angeles  and 
they  were  victims  of  the  winning  team  for  48  innings,  the  first  five 
games  consisted  of  nine  innings  and  they  failed  to  get  a  man 
around  the  bases,  in  the  sixth  game  they  scored  their  first  run  in 
the  fourth,  thus  breaking  the  wonderful  string  of  shut-outs  by 
Portland.

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RUNS  SCORED  BY  CLUBS. 


National  Led  the  American  League  by  733  Runs 
Scoring  9,904  Times  Against  9,171. 

The  tables  below  show  some  interesting  dope.  For  instance,  in 
the  American  League,  the  opponents  of  the  eight  home  clubs 
scored  15  more  runs  than  the  team  who  had  the  fans  to  cheer  them 
on  to  victory.  In  the  National  League  it  was  the  reverse,  as  the 
home  clubs  crossed  the  plate  128  more  times  than  their  opponents. 

The  two  leagues  during  the  season  scored  19,075  times,  the  Na- 
tional crossing  the  plate  9,904  and  the  American  9,171  times,  giving 
the  National  the  best  of  the  scoring  proposition  by  733  runs. 

Three  of  the  National  League  clubs  also  scored  more  runs  than 
did  their'  rivals  in  the  American.  The  Giants  led  both  leagues, 
with  Tip  runs  to  their  credit,  while  their  opponents  scored  but  486 
times.  The  Cubs  were  a  close  second,  with  711  runs  to  502  against 
them.  The  Quakers  were  third  among  the  16  teams,  with  688  runs 
scored,  their  rivals  scoring  629. 

In  the  American  League  Detroit  was  the  leader,  with  679  runs, 
36  runs  behind  the  Giants.  The  Tigers'  opponents  scoring  578  times, 
exactly  101  times  less.  The  Champion  Athletics  were  able  to  get 
their  men  around  the  bags  674  times,  while  their  opponents  scored 
446,  228  times  less,  proving  that  they  had  a  good  defence. 

The  four  leading  teams  in  the  National  League  scored  2,769 
runs  while  their  opponents  made  2,194  runs. 

The  second  division  teams  scored  2,247  runs  while  their  oppo- 
nents ran  up  2,694,  making  a  score  of  4,963  runs  scored  by  the  first 
quartette  and  their  opponents  in  the  league  against  4,941  runs  for 
the  second  division  and  their  opponents,  a  total  for  the  season  of 
9,904  runs. 

In  the  American  League  the  first  division  teams  resulted  as 
follows:  The  four  leaders  scored  2,623  against  2,165,  a  total  of 
4.888,  while  the  second  .our  scored  1,955  against  2,428  for  their  oppo- 
nents, a  total  of  4,383;  a  grand  total  of  9,171  runs.

George  Edward  Waddell,  alias  "Rube",  never  had  more  than 
lie  displayed  at  the  Armory  in  the  indoor  baseball  game  between 
the  New  York  Giants  and  a  picked  team  of  Rochester,  January  14, 
with  players  augmented  by  Walter  Blair,  Joe  Ward,  Mattern  and 
Pat  Flaherty,  of  the  big  show.  Mr.  Waddell  allowed  Rochester  a 
hit  by  pitched  ball  fi380shr  cm  vb  xzfixzfi  127890  cm  shr  cmvbp 
right  field  balcony  for  two  bases.  Outside  of  that  swat,  there 
wasn't  anything  that  looked  like  a  hit.  When  the  smoke  cleared 
away,   2,000  fans  had  seen  the  locals  humbled  by  9   to  0. 

Waddell  struck  out  twenty-five  Rochester  batsmen.  Outside 
of  balls  that  fell  to  Fischer's  hands,  or  upon  being  dropped,  were 
thrown  by  him  to  first  base,  the  only  putouts  were  an  out  at  third 
on  an  attempted  steal  and  an  infield  out  at  first.  Rube  Waddell, 
say  what  you  may,  never  had  as  much  in  the  big  league  or  with 
Newark  as  he  put  on  the  ball  that  night.

Six  Hits  And  No  Runs  For  A  Total  of  13  Bases. 

How  many  hits  can  a  team  make  in  an  inning-  and  still  fail 
to   score? 

It  has  been  proven  that  six  hits  can  be  made  in  a  half  inning 
and  still  no  runs  cross  the  plate.  But  what  about  the  total  bases 
on  the  hits?  Last  season  it  was  shown  how  two  triples  and 
four  singles  could  be  made — a  total  of  10  bases. 

That  seems  about  the  limit,  but  listen!  How  would  you  like 
to  see  this  happen?  The  first  man  up  triples,  but  is  out  at  the 
plate  trying  to  stretch  it  into  a  home  run;  ditto  the  second  man 
— two  triples,  no  runs.  The  third  man  also  triples,  and  was  held 
at  third.  The  fourth  man  bunts  the  ball  along-  the  third  base  line, 
third  baseman,  pitcher  and  catcher  all  going  for  the  ball;  it  rolls 
along  the  third  base  line  and  the  three  fielders  think  it  is  going  to 
roll  foul;  in  the  meantime  the  batter  who  had  started  for  first, 
seeing  the  fielders  hesitate  about  picking  up  the  ball,  started  for 
second;  he  reached  this  bag  easily  for  the  reason  that  the  fielders 
would  not  take  a  chance  to  throw  the  ball  to  second,  as  that 
would  probably  permit  the  man  on  third  to  score;  the  runner  was 
held  at  third  because  the  ball  was  directly  in  front  of  him  while 
rolling  toward  third.  Thus  we  have  three  triples  and  a  double. 
The  fifth  man  bunts  in  front  of  the  plate;  it  is  too  far  away  from 
the  plate  to  permit  the  catcher  to  get  the  man  at  first,  so  he  pre- 
vented the  man  from  third  scoring.  The  bases  are  filled  and  no 
runs.  The  sixth  man  hits  a  liner  which  hits  the  runner  going 
from  second  to  third,  and  the  side  is  out.  The  batter  under  the 
rules  gets  a  base  hit  when  the  ball  hit  the  runner.  This  makes 
a  total  of  six  hits  for  13  bases.  Can  you  beat  it?  How  would 
a  game  look  if  it  went  nine  innings  with  the  above  result?  We 
would  have  27  triples,  9  doubles  and  18  singles — 54  hits  for  a 
total   of   112   bases — and   still   no   runs.

Not  a  Force. 

A  play  that  comes  up  once  in  awhile  that  fools  not  only  the 
players,  but  the  spectators  as  well,  is  a  play  like  this:  A  man  is  on 
first  and  starts  to  second  when  the  batter  hits  to  the  second  base- 
man. The  latter  tries  to  touch  the  runner  going  to  second,  but  the 
latter  backs  up  toward  first,  the  second  baseman  then  throws  to 
first  to  get  the  batter  and  he  is  thrown  out;  the  runner  who  was  on 
first  can  go  back  to  first,  and  if  the  baseman  does  not  touch  him 
with  the  ball  the  runner  is  safe.  The  only  way  to  make  a  double 
play  would  have  been  to  have  thrown  the  ball  to  second,  then  to 
first.

Exactly  30,647  persons  paid  to  see  Chicago  and  Pittsburg  when 
these  two  teams  played  at  Chicago  on  October  4,  1908.  President 
Dreyfuss  declared  the  crowd  larger  than  that  his  team  played  be- 
fore at  the  Polo  grounds,  when  it  was  unofficially  stated  that  over 
32,000  were  present. 


A  Record-Breaking  Game. 

The  performance  of  the  Washington  and  Detroit  teams  July 
16,  1909,  when  they  played  18  innings  without  either  side  scoring 
is  the  record  in  the  major  leagues.  The  previous  record  was  17 
innings  in  both  the  National  and  American  Leagues.  In  1882  the 
Providence  and  Detroit  teams  played  17  innings  without  either  side 
scoring.  In  the  eighteenth  Providence  won.  In  1901  the  Chicago 
and  Boston  Americans  played  16  innings  without  a  score,  Chicago 
finally  winning  1  to  0,  and  in  1908  the  Pittsburg  and  Brooklyn 
teams  went  the  same  distance  without  either  side  tallying,  Pitts- 
burg winning  in  the  seventeenth  1  to  0. 
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NEW-  SCORING  RULE. 


Ai  the  National  League  meeting,  held  at  New  York  Feb.  14, 
the  Sporting  Writer's  Association  received  a  report  on  the  scoring 
of  a  play  that  has  caused  many  disputes,  and  a  rule  that  many 
score  differently  In  order  to  have  the  scoring  of  the  play  scored 
properly,  the  Committee  on  Scoring  Rules,  Messrs.  Ryder,  Edwards 
and    Sanborn,    have    adopted    the    following: 

"A  hit  shall  be  given  any  batter  who  when  he  placed  a  bunt 
hit  in  order  to  advance  a  base  runner,  when  no  one  is  out  or  when 
one  man  is  out  and  a  play  is  made  at  any  base  in  order  to  put 
out  a  base  runner  and  the  play  fails,  the  batter  shall  be  credited 
with   a   hit." 

This  is  a  new  ruling  on  the  old  play  that  when  a  batter  inten- 
tionally placed  a  bunt  in  order  to  advance  the  runner  and  the 
play  failed,  it  was  termed  a  "Fielder's  Choice,"  and  instead  of 
getting  credit  with  a  sacrifice  hit  the  batter  was  charged  with  a 
time  at  bat,  when  if  he  had  bsen  retired  at  first  he  would  have 
been  given  credit  with  a  sacrifice  hit.  In  the  first  case  he  even 
did  more  than  he  had  intended,  for  he  as  well  as  the  man  he 
had  tried  to  advance  were  both  safe.  The  committee  has  decided 
to  give  a  batter  a  base  hit  on   every  play  of  this  kind. — [Editor. 


THE  1911  CODE  OF  RULES  FOR  PLAYING 

BASEBALL. 


Adopted  in  Accordance  with  the  National  Agreement. 


(1911  Changes  in  the  Rules  are  in  Black  Type.) 

THE   BALL  GROUND. 

Rule  1.  The  ball  ground  must  be  enclosed.  To  obviate  the 
necessity  for  ground  rules,  the  shortest  distance  from  a  fence  or 
stand  on  fair  territory  to  the  home  base  should  be  235  feet,  and 
from  home  base  to  the  grand  stand  90  feet. 


TO   LAY  OFF  THE  FIELD. 


Rule  2.  To  lay  off  the  lines  defining  the  location  of  the  several 
"bases,  the  catcher's  and  the  pitcher's  positions,  and  to  establish  the 
boundaries  required  in  playing  the  game  of  baseball  proceed  as 
follows: 

DIAMOND  OR   INFIELD. 

From  a  point,  A,  within  the  grounds,  project  a  straight  line  out 
into   the  field,   and  at  a  point,   B,   154  feet  from   point   A,   lay  off 
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lines  B  C  and  B  D  at  right  angles  to  the  line  A  B;  then  with  B  as 
a  center  and  63.63945  feet  as  a  radius,  describe  arcs  cutting  the  lines 
B  A  at  F  and  B  C  at  G,  B  D  at  H  and  B  E  at  I.  Draw  lines  F  G, 
G  E,  E  H,  and  H  F,  which  said  lines  shall  be  the  containing  lines 
of  the  Diamond  or  Infield. 

THE  CATCHER'S   LINES. 

Rule  3.  With  F  as  a  center  and  10  feet  radius,  describe  an  arc 
cutting  F  AatL  and  draw  lines  L  M  and  L  O,  at  right  angles  to 
F  A,  and  continue  same  out  from  F  A  not  less  than  10  feet. 

THE   FOUL   LINES. 

Rule  4.  From  the  intersection  point,  F,  continue  the  straight 
lines  F  G  and  F  H  until  they  intersect  the  lines  L  M  and  L.  O,  and 
then  from  the  points  G  and  H  in  the  opposite  direction  until  they 
reach  the  boundary  lines  of  the  ground,  and  said  lines  shall  be 
clearly  visible  from  any  part  of  the  diamond,  and  no  wood  or  other 
hard  substance  shall  be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  lines. 

THE   PLAYERS'   LINES. 

Rule  5.  With  F  as  a  center  and  50  feet  radius,  describe  arcs 
cutting  lines  F  O  and  F  M  at  P  and  Q,  then  with  F  as  center  again 
and  75  feet  radius,  describe  arcs  cutting  F  G  and  F  H  at  R  and  S; 
then,  from  the  points  P,  Q,  R  and  S  draw  lines  at  right  angles  to 
the  lines  F  O,  F  M,  F  G  and  F  H,  and  continue  the  same  until  they 
intersect  at  the  points  T  and  W. 

THE  COACHER'S   LINES. 

Rule  6.  With  R  and  S  as  centers  and  15  feet  radius,  describe 
arcs  cutting  the  lines  R  W  and  S  T  at  X  and  Y  and  from  the 
points  X  and  Y  draw  lines  parallel  with  the  lines  F  H  and  F  G 
and  continue  same  out  to  the  boundary  lines  of  the  ground. 

THE  THREE-FOOT   LINE. 

Rule  7.  With  F  as  a  center  and  45  feet  radius,  describe  an  arc 
cutting  the  line  F  G  at  1,  and  from  1  to  the  distance  of  three  feet 
draw  a  line  at  right  angles  to  F  G,  and  marked  point  2;  then  from 
point  2  draw  a  line  parallel  with  the  line  F  G  to  a  point  three  feet 
beyond  the  point  G,  marked  3;  then  from  the  point  3  draw  a  line  at 
right  angles  to  line  2,  3,  back  to  and  intersecting  with  F  G,  and 
from  thence  back  along  the  line  G  F  to  point  1. 

THE   BATSMAN'S   LINES. 

Rule  8.  On  either  side  of  the  line  A  F  B  describe  two  parallelo- 
grams six  feet  long  and  four  feet  wide  (marked  8  and  9),  their 
longest  side  being  parallel  with  the  line  A  F  B,  their  distance  apart 
being  six  inches,  added  to  each  end  of  the  length  of  the  diagonal  of 
the  square  within  the  angle  F,  and  the  center  of  their  length  being 
on  said  diagonal. 

THE  PITCHER'S   PLATE 

Rule  9.  Sec.  1.  With  point  F  as  center  and  60.5  feet  as  radius, 
describe  an  arc  cutting  the  line  F  B  at  line  £  and  draw  a  line  5,  6, 
passing  through  point  4  and  extending  12  inches  on  either  side  of 
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line  F  B;  then,  with  line  5,  6,  as  a  side,  describe  a  parallelogram  24 
inches  by  6  inches,  in  which  shall  be  located  the  pitcher's  plate. 

Sec.  2.  The  pitcher's  plate  shall  not  be  more  than  15  inches 
Higher  than  the  base  lines  or  the  home  plate,  which  shall  be  level 
with  the  surface  of  the  field  and  the  slope  from  th  pitcher's  plate 
to  every  base  line  and  the  home  plate  shall  be  gradual. 

THE   BASES. 

Rule  10.  Sec.  1.  Within  the  angle  F,  describe  a  five-sided  fig- 
ure, two  of  the  sides  of  which  shall  coincide  with  the  lines  F  G  and 
F  H  to  the  extent  of  12  inches  each,  thence  parallel  with  the  line 
F  B  SV2  inches  to  the  points  X  and  Y,  a  straight  line  between 
which,  17  inches,  will  form  the  front  of  the  home  base  or  plate. 

Sec.  2.  Within  the  angles  at  G,  I  and  H,  describe  squares, 
whose  sides  are  15  inches  in  length,  two  of  such  sides  of  which 
square  shall  lie  along  the  lines  F  G  and  G  I,  and  G  I  and  I  H,  and 
H  F,  which  squares  shall  be  the  location  of  the  first,  second  and 
third  bases  respectively. 

Rule  11.  The  Home  Base  at  F  and  the  Pitcher's  Plate  at  4 
must  each  be  of  whitened  rubber,  and  so  fixed  in  the  ground  as  to 
be  even  with  its  surface. 

Rule  12.  The  First  Base  at  G,  the  Second  Base  at  E,  and  the 
Third  Base  at  H,  must  each  be  a  white  canvas  bag  filled  with  soft 
material  and  securely  fastened  in  place  at  the  points  specified  for 
it  in  Rule  10. 

Rule  13.  The  lines  described  in  Rules  3,  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8  must 
be  marked  with  lime,  chalk  or  other  white  material,  easily  dis- 
tinguishable from  the  ground  or  grass. 

THE   BALL. 

Rule  14.  Sec.  1.  The  ball  must  weigh  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  five  and  one-quarter  ounces  avoirdupois,  and  measure 
not  less  than  nine  nor  mere  than  nine  and  one-quarter  inches  in 
circumference.  The  Reach  American  League  Ball  or  the  Spalding 
National  League  Ball  must  be  used  in  all  games  played  under  these 
rules. 

Sec.  2.  Two  regulation  balls  of  the  make  adopted  by  the  league 
of  which  the  contesting  clubs  are  members,  shall  be  delivered  by 
the  home  club  to  the  umpire  at  or  before  the  hour  for  the  com- 
mencement of  a  championship  game.  If  the  ball  placed  in  play  be 
batted  or  thrown  out  of  the  grounds  or  into  one  of  the  stands  for 
spectators,  or  in  the  judgment  of  the  umpire  becomes  unfit  for  play 
from  any  cause,  the  umpire  shall  at  once  deliver  the  alternate  ball 
to  the  pitcher  and  another  legal  ball  shall  be  supplied  to  him  so  that 
he  shall  at  all  times  have  in  his  control  one  or  more  alternate  balls. 
Provided,  however,  that  all  balls,  batted  or  thrown  out  of  the 
ground  or  into  a  stand  shall,  when  returned  to  the  field,  be  given 
into  the  custody  of  the  umpire  immediately,  and  become  alternate 
balls  and  so  long  as  he  has  in  his  possession  two  or  more  alternate 
balls  he  shall  not  call  for  a  new  ball  to  replace  one  that  has  gone 
out  of  play.  The  alternate  balls  shall  become  the  ball  in  play  in  the 
order  in  which  they  were  delivered  to  the  umpire. 

Sec.  3.  Immediately  upon  the  delivery  to  him  of  the  alternate 
ball  by  the  umpire,  the  pitcher  shall  take  his  position  and  on  the 
call  of  "Play"  by  the  umpire,  it  shall  become  the  ball  in  play.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  play  shall  not  be  resumed  with  the  alternate 
ball,  when  a  fair  batted  ball  or  a  ball  thrown  by  a  fielder  goes  out 
of  the  ground  or  into  a  stand  for  spectators  until  the  base  runners 
have  completed  the  circuit  of  the  bases  unless  compelled  to  stop  at 
second  or  third  base,  in  compliance  with  a  ground  rule. 


DISCOLORED  OR   DAMAGED   BALLS. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  ball  being  intentionally  discolored  by 
rubbing  it  with  the  soil  or  otherwise  by  any  player,  or  otherwise 
damaged  by  any  player,  the  umpire  shall,  upon  appeal  by  the  cap- 
tain of  the  opposite  side,  forthwith  demand  the  return  of  the  ball 
and  substitute  for  it  another  legal  ball  as  hereinbefore  described,  and 
impose  a  fine  of  $5.00  upon  the  offending  player. 

HOME  CLUB  TO  PROVIDE  BALLS. 

Sec.  5.  In  every  game  the  balls  played  with  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  home  club,  and  the  last  in  play  shall  become  the  property  of 
the  winning  club.  Each  ball  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  paper  box. 
which  must  be  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Secretary  of  the  League 
and  bear  his  certificate  that  he  has  examined,  measured  and 
weighed  the  ball  contained  therein,  and  that  it  is  of  the  required 
standard  in  all  respects.  The  seal  shall  not  be  broken  by  the 
umpire  except  in  the  presence  of  the  captains  of  the  contesting 
teams  after  "Play"  has  been  called. 

RESERVE   BALLS  ON   FIELD. 

Sec.  6.  The  home  club  shall  have  at  least  a  dozen  regulation 
balls  on  the  field  during  each  championship  game,  ready  for  use  on 
the  call  of  the  umpire. 

THE  BAT. 

Rule  15.  The  bat  must  be  round,  not  over  two  and  three-fourth 
inches  in  diameter  at  the  thickest  part,  nor  more  than  42  inches  in 
length  a.nd  entirely  of  hard  wood,  except  that  for  a  distance  of  18 
inches  from  the  end.  twine  may  be  wound  around  or  a  granulated 
substance  applied  to  the  handle. 

NUMBERS  OF   PLAYERS   IN   A  GAME. 

Rule  16.  The  players  of  each  club,  actively  engaged  in  a  gam® 
at  one  time,  shall  be  nine  in  number,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as 
captain;  and  in  no  case  shall  more  or  less  than  nine  men  be  al- 
lowed to  play  on  a  side  in  a  game. 

POSITIONS  OF  THE   PLAYERS. 

Rule  .17.  The  players  may  be  stationed  at  any  points  of  tha 
field  their  captain  may  elect,  regardless  of  their  respective  positions, 
except  that  the  pitcher,  while  in  the  act  of  delivering  the  ball  to 
the  bat,  must  take  his  position  as  defined  in  Rules  9  and  30;  and 
the  catcher  must  be  within  the  lines  of  his  position  as  defined  in 
Rule  3  and  within  10  feet  of  );ome  base  whenever  the  pitcher  de- 
livers the  ball  to  the  bat. 

MUST  NOT  MINGLE  WITH  SPECTATORS. 

Rule  18.  Players  in  uniform  shall  not  be  permitted  to  occupy 
seats  in  the  stands,  or  to  mingle  with  the  spectators. 

UNIFORMS  OF  PLAYERS. 

Rule  19.  Every  club  shall  adopt  two  uniforms  for  its  players, 
one  to  be  worn  in  games  at  home,  and  the  other  in  games  abroad, 
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and  the  suits  of  each  of  the  uniforms  of  a  team  shall  conform  in 
color  and  style.  No  player  who  shall  attach  anything  to  the  sole 
or  heel  of  his  shoe  other  than  the  ordinary  baseball  shoe  plate,  or 
who  shall  appear  in  a  uniform  not  conforming  to  the  suits  of  the 
other  members  of  his  team,  shall  be  permitted  to  take  part  in  a 
game. 

SIZE  AND  WEIGHT  OF  GLOVES. 

Rule  20.  The  catcher  or  first  baseman  may  wear  a  glove  or  mitt 
of  any  size,  shape  or  weight.  Every  other  player  is  restricted  to 
the  use  of  a  glove  or  mitt  weighing  not  over  10  ounces  and  measuring 
not  over  14  inches  around  the  palm. 


PLAYERS'   BENCHES. 

Rule  21.  Sec.  1.  Players'  benches  must  be  furnished  by  the 
home  club  and  placed  upon  a  portion  of  the  ground  not  less  than 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  outside  of  the  players'  lines.  One  such  bench 
shall  be  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  visiting  team  and  the  other  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  home  team.  Each  bench  must  be  covered 
"With  a  roof  and  closed  at  the  back  and  each  end;  a  space,  how- 
ever, not  more  than  six  (6)  inches  wide  may  be  left  under  the  roof 
for  ventilation.  All  players  and  substitutes  of  the  side  at  bat  must 
be  seated  on  their  team's  bench,  except  the  batsman,  base-runners, 
and  such  as  are  legally  assigned  to  coach  base-runners.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  the  umpire  permit  any  person  except  the  play- 
ers and  substitutes  in  uniform  and  the  manager  of  the  team  en- 
titled to  its  exclusive  use  to  be  seated  on  a  bench. 

PENALTY   FOR  VIOLATION. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  umpire  observes  a  violation  of  the  pre- 
ceding section  he  shall  immediately  order  such  player  or  players  as 
have  disregarded  it  to  be  seated.  If  the  order  be  not  obeyed  within 
one  minute,  the  offending  player  or  players  shall  be  fined  $5.00  each 
by  the  umpire.  If  the  order  be  not  then  obeyed  within  one  minute 
the  offending  player  or  players  shall  be  debarrd  from  the  further 
participation  in  the  game,  and  shall  be  obliged  to  forthwith  leave 
the  playing  field. 

A  REGULATION   GAME. 

Rule  22.  Every  championship  game  must  be  commenced  not 
later  than  two  hours  before  sunset  and  shall  continue  until  each 
team  has  had  nine  innings,  provided,  however,  that  the  game  shall 
terminate: 

(1)  If  the  side  at  bat  scores  less  runs  in  nine  innings  than  the 
other  side  has  scored  in  eight  innings. 

(2)  If  the  side  last  at  bat  in  the  ninth  inning  scores  the  win- 
ning run  before  the  third  man  is  out. 

(3)  If  the  game  be  called  by  the  umpire  on  account  of  dark- 
ness, rain,  fire,  panic,  or  for  other  cause,  which  puts  patrons  or 
players  in  peril. 

EXTRA-INNING  GAMES. 

Rule  23.  If  the  score  be  a  tie  at  the  end  of  nine  (9)  innings  for 
each  team,  play  sjiall  be  continued  until  one  side  has  scored  more 
runs  than  the  other  in  an  equal  number  of  innings;  provided,  that  if 
the  side  last  at  bat  score  the  winning  run  before  the  third  man  is 
out  in  any  inning  after  the  ninth,  the  game  shall  terminate. 
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DRAWN   GAMES. 

Rule  24.  A  drawn  game  shall  be  declared  by  the  umpire  if  the 
score  is  equal  on  the  last  even  inning  played  when  he  terminates 
play  in  accordance  with  Rule  22,  Section  3,  after  five  or  more 
equal  innings  have  been  played  by  each  team.  But  if  the  side  that 
went  second  to  bat  is  at  bat  when  the  game  is  terminated,  and  has 
scored  the  same  number  of  runs  as  the  other,  side,  the  umpire  shall 
declare  the  game  drawn  without  regard  to  the  score  of  the  last 
equal  inning. 

CALLED  GAMES. 

Rule  25,  If  the  umpire  calls  a  game  in  accordance  with  Rule 
22,  Section  3,  at  any  time  after  five  innings  have  been  completed, 
the  score  shall  be  that  of  the  last  equal  innings  played,  except  that 
if  the  side  second  at  bat  shall  have  scored  in  an  unequal  number  of 
innings,  or  before  the  completion  of  the  unfinished  inning,  at  least 
one  run  more  than  the  side  first  at  bat,  the  score  o*  the  game  shall 
be  the  total  number  of  runs  each  team  has  made. 

FORFEITED  GAMES. 

Rule  26.  A  forfeited  game  shall  be  declared  by  the  umpire  in 
favor  of  the  club  not  in  fault,   in  the  following  cases: 

Sec.  1.  If  the  team  of  a  club  fail  to  appear  upon  the  field,  or 
being  upon  the  field,  refuse  to  begin  a  game  for  which  it  is  sched- 
uled or  assigned,  within  five  minutes  after  the  umpire  has  called 
"Play"  at  the  hour  for  the  beginning  of  the  game,  unless  such  de- 
lay in  appearing  or  in  commencing  the  game  be  unavoidable. 

Sec.  2.  If,  after  the  game  has  begun,  one  side  refuse  to  con- 
tinue to  play,  unless  the  game  has  been  suspended  or  terminated  by 
the  umpire. 

Sec.  3.  If,  after  play  has  been  suspended  by  the  umpire,  one 
side  fails  to  resume  playing  in  one  minute  after  the  umpire  has 
called  "Play." 

Sec.  4.  If  a  team  employs  tactics  palpably  designed  to  delay 
the  game. 

Sec.  5.  If,  after  warning  by  the  umpire,  any  one  of  the  rules 
of  the  game  be  wilfully  and  persistently  violated. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  order  for  the  removal  of  a  player,  as  authorized 
by  Rules  21,  58  and  64,  be  not  obeyed  within  one  minute. 

Sec.  7.  If.  because  of  the  removal  of  players  from  the  game  by 
the  umpire,  or  for  any  cause,  there  be  less  than  nine  plavrs  on 
either  team. 

Sec.  8.  If,  when  two  games  are  scheduled  to  be  played  in  one 
afternoon,  the  second  game  be  not  commenced  within  ten  minutes 
of  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  first  game.  The  umpire  of  the 
first  game  shall  be  the  timekeeper. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  the  umpire  declare  the  game  forfeited,  he  shall 
transmit  a  written  report  thereof  to  the  president  of  the  League 
within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter.  However,  a  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  umpire  to  so  notify  the  president  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  his  award  of  the  game  by  forfeiture. 

NO  GAME. 

Rule  27.  "No  game"  shall  be  declared  by  the  umpire  if  he 
terminates  play  in  accordance  with  Rule  22,  Section  3,  before  five 
innings  are  completed  by  each  team.  Provided,  however,  that  if 
the  club  second  at  bat  shall  have  made  more  runs  at  the  end  of  its 
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fourth  inning  than  the  club  first  at  bat  has  made  in  five  completed' 
innings  of  a  game  so  terminated,  the  umpire  shall  award  the  game 
to  the  club  having  made  the  greater  number  of  runs,  and  it  shall 
count  as  a  legal  game  in  the  championship  record. 

SUBSTITUTES. 

Rule  28.  Sec.  1.  Each  side  shall  be  required  to  have  present 
on  the  field  during  a  championship  game  a  sufficient  number  of 
substitute  players,  in  uniform,  conforming  to  the  suits  worn  by 
their  teammates,  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  code  which  re- 
quires not  less  than  nine  players  shall  occupy  the  field  in  any 
inning  of  the  game. 

Sec.  2.  Any  such  substitute  may  at  any  stage  of  the  game  take 
the  place  of  a  player  whose  name  is  in  his  team's  batting  order, 
but  the  player  whom  he  succeeds  shall  not  thereafter  participate  in 
that  game. 

Sec.  3.  A  base- runner  shall  not  have  another  player  whose 
name  appears  in  the  batting  order  of  his  team  run  for  him,  except 
by  the  consent  of  the  captain  of  the  other  team. 


CHOICE  OF   INNINGS— FITNESS  OF  FIELD  FOR   PLAY. 


Rule  29.  The  choice  of  innings  shall  be  given  to  the  captain  of 
the  home  club,  who  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  fitness  of  the 
ground  for  beginning  a  game  after  a  rain;  but,  after  play  has  been 
called  by  the  umpire,  he  alone  shall  be  the  judge  as  to  the  fitness 
of  the  ground  for  resuming  play  after  the  game  has  been  sus- 
pended on  account  of  rain;  and  when  time  is  so  called  the  ground  - 
keeper  and  sufficient  assistants  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
umpire  for  the  purpose  of  putting  the  grounds  in  proper  shape  for 
play,  under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  the  game  by  the  home  team. 


The  Pitching  Rules. 

DELIVERY  OF  THE   BALL  TO  THE   BAT. 

Rule  30.  Preliminary  to  pitching,  the  pitcher  shall  take  his 
position  facing  the  batsman  with  both  feet  squarely  on  the  ground 
and  in  front  of  the  pitcher's  plate;  and  in  the  act  of  delivering  the 
ball  to  the  bat  he  must  keep  one  foot  in  contact  with  the  pitcher's 
plate  defined  in  Rule  9.  He  shall  not  raise  either  foot  until  in  the 
act  of  delivering  the  ball  to  the  bat,  nor  make  more  than  one  step 
in  such  delivery. 

A  FAIRLY  DELIVERED   BALL. 

Rule  31.  A  fairly  delivered  ball  is  a  ball  pitched  or  thrown  to 
the  bat  by  the  pitcher  while  standing  in  his  position  and  facing  the 
batsman  that  passes  over  any  portion  of  the  home  base,  before 
touching  the  ground,  not  lower  than  the  batsman's  knees,  nor 
higher  than  his  shoulder.  For  every  such  fairly  delivered  ball  the 
umpire  shall  call  one  strike. 
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AN  UNFAIRLY  DELIVERED  BALL. 

Rule  32.  An  unfairly  delivered  ball  is  a  ball  delivered  to  the 
bat  by  tne  pitcher  while  standing  in  his  position  and  facing  the 
batsman  that  does  not  pass  over  any  portion  of  the  home  base  be- 
tween the  batsman's  shoulder  and  knees,  or  that  touches  the  ground 
before  passing  home  base,  unless  struck  at  by  the  batsman.  For 
every  unfairly  delivered  ball  the  umpire  shall  call  one  ball. 

DELAYING  THE  GAME. 

Rule  33.  Sec.  1.  If,  after  the  batsman  be  standing  in  his 
proper  position  ready  to  strike  at  a  pitched  ball,  the  ball  be  thrown 
by  the  pitcher  to  any  player  other  than  the  catcher  when  in  the 
catcher's  lines  and  within  10  feet  of  the  home  base  (except  in  an 
attempt  to  retire  a  base-runner),  each  ball  so  thrown  shall  be 
called  a  ball. 

Sec.  2.  The  umpire  shall  call  a  ball  on  the  pitcher  each  time  he 
delays  the  game  by  failing  to  deliver  the  ball  to  the  batsman  for  a 
longer  period  than  20  seconds,  excepting  that  at  the  commencement 
of  each  inning,  or  when  a  pitcher  relieves  another,  the  pitcher  may 
occupy  one  minute  in  delivering  not  to  exceed  five  balls  to  the 
catcher  or  an  infielder,  during  which  time  play  shall  be  suspended. 

Sec.  3.  In  event  of  the  pitcher  being  taken  from  the.  game  by 
either  manager  or  captain,  the  player  substituted  for  him  shall  con- 
tinue to  pitch  until  the  batsman  then  at  bat  has  either  been  put  out 
or  has  reached  first  base. 

BALKING. 

Rule  34.     A  balk  shall  be: 

Sec.  1.  Any  motion  made  by  the  pitcher  while  in  position  to 
deliver  the  ball  to  the  bat  without  delivering  it,  or  to  throw  to 
first  base  when  occupied  by  a  base- runner  without  completing  the 
throw. 

Sec.  2.  Throwing  the  ball  by  the  pitcher  to  any  base  to  catch 
the  base-runner  without  stepping  dlrectiy  toward  such  base,  in  the 
act  of  making  such  throw. 

Sec.  3.  Any  delivery  of  the  ball  to  the  bat  by  the  pitcher  while 
either  foot  is  back  of  the  pitcher's  plate. 

Sec.  4.  Any  delivery  of  the  ball  to  the  bat  by  the  pitcher  while 
lie  is  not  facing  the  batsman. 

Sec.  5.  Any  motion  in  delivering  the  ball  to  the  bat  by  the 
pitcher  while  not  in  the  position  defined  by  Rule  30. 

Sec.  6.  Holding  of  the  ball  by  the  pitcher  so  long  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  umpire,  to  unnecessarily  delay  the  game. 

Sec.  7.  Making  any  motion  to  pitch  while  standing  in  his  posi- 
tion without  having  the  ball  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  8.  Making  any  motion  of  the  arm,  shoulder,  hip  or  body 
the  pitcher  habitually  makes  in  his  method  of  delivery,  without 
immediately  delivering  the  ball  to  the  bat. 

Sec.  9.  Delivery  of  the  ball  to  the  bat  when  the  catcher  is 
standing  outside  the  lines  of  the  catcher's  position  as  defined  in 
Rule  3. 

If  the  pitcher  sball  fail  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  any 
section  of  this  rule  the  umpire  shall  call  a  "balk." 

DEAD   BALL. 

Rule  35.  A  dead  ball  is  a  ball  delivered  to  the  bat  by  the 
pitcher,  not  struck  at  by  the  batsman,  that  touches  any  part  of  the 
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batsman's  person  or  clothing  while  he  is  standing  fn  his  position, 
or  that  before  passing  or  getting  beyond  the  control  of  the  catcher 
touches  any  part  of  the  clothing  or  person  of  the  umpire  #while  he 
is  on  foul  ground. 

BALL  NOT  IN  PLAY. 

Rule  36.  In  case  of  a  foul  strike,  foul  hit  ball  not  legally 
caught,   dead   ball,    interference   with   the   fielder  or   batsman,   or  a 

fair  hft  ball  touching  a  base-runner,  the  ball  shall  not  be  considered 
in  play  until  it  be  held  by  the  pitcher  standing  in  his  position,  and 
the  umpire  shall  have  called  "Play." 

BLOCK  BALLS. 

Rule  37.  Sec.  1.  A  block  is  a  batted  or  thrown  ball  that  is 
touched,  stopped  or  handled  by  a  person  not  engaged  in  the  game. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  block  occurs  the  umpire  shall  declare  it, 
and  base -runners  may  run  the  bases  without  liability  to  be  put  out 
until  the  ball  has  been  returned  to  and  held  by  the  pitcher  in  his 
position. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  person  not  engaged  in  the  game  should  retain 
possession  of  a  blocked  ball,  or  throw  or  kick  it  beyond  the  reach 
of  fielders,  the  umpire  shall  call  "Time"  and  require  each  base- 
runners  to  stop"  at  the  base  last  touched  by  him  until  the  bail  be 
returned  to  the  pitcher  in  his  position  and  the  umpire  shall  have 
called  "Play." 


The  Batsman's  Rules 

THE   BATSMAN'S  POSITION. 
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Rule  38.  Each  player  of  the  side  at  bat  shall  become  the  bats- 
man and  must  take  his  position  within  the  batsman's  lines  (as  de- 
fined in  Rule  8),  in  the  order  that  his  name  appears  in  his  team's 
batting  list. 

THE  ORDER  OF   BATTING. 

Rule  39.  Sec.  1.  The  batting  order  of  each  team  must  be  de- 
livered before  the  game  by  its  captain  to  the  umpire,  who  shall 
submit  it  to  the  inspection  of  the  captain  of  the  other  side.  The 
batting  order  delivered  to  the  umpire  must  be  followed  throughout 
the  game  unless  a  player  be  substituted  for  another,  in  which  case 
the  substitute  must  take  the  place  in  the  batting  order  of  the  re- 
tired player. 

See.  2.  When  the  umpire  announces  the  pitcher  prior  to  com- 
mencement of  game,  the  player  announced  must  pitch  until  the  first 
batsman  has  either  been  put  out  or  has  reached  first  base. 

THE   FIRST   BATSMAN    IN  AN    INNING. 

Rule  40.  After  the  first  inning  the  first  striker  in  each  inning 
shall  be  the  batsman  whose  name  follows  that  of  the  last  man  who 
completed  his  "time  at  bat"   in  the  preceeding  inning. 

PLAYERS  BELONG  ON  BENCH. 

Rule  41.  When  a  side  goes  to  the  bat  its  players  must  imme- 
diately seat  themselves  on  the  bench  assigned  to  them  as  defined 
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in  Rule  21,  and  remain  there  until  their  side  is  put  out,  except 
when  called  to  the  bat  or  to  act  as  coachers  or  substitute  base- 
runners. 

RESERVED   FOR   UMPIRE,   CATCHER   AND    BATSMAN. 

Rule  42.  No  player  of  the  side  "at  bat,"  except  the  batsman, 
shall  occupy  any  portion  of  the  space  within  the  catcher's  lines  as 
denned  in  Rule  3.  The  triangular  space  back  of  the  home  base  is 
reserved  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  umpire,  catcher  and  batsman, 
and  the  umpire  must  prohibit  any  player  of  the  side  "at  bat"  from 
crossing  the  same  at  any  time  while  the  ball  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
pitcher  or  catcher,  or  passing  between  them  while  standing  in  their 
positions. 

FIELDER   HAS  RIGHT  OF  WAY. 

Rule  43.  The  players  of  the  side  at  bat  must  speedily  abandon 
their  bench  and  hasten  to  another  part  of  the  field  when  by  remain- 
ing upon  or  near  it  they  or  any  of  them  would  interfere  with  a 
fielder  in  an  attempt  to  catch  or  handle  a  thrown  or  a  batted  ball. 

A   FAIR  HIT. 

Rule  44.  A  fair  hit  is  a  legally  batted  ball  that  settles  on  fair 
ground  between  home  and  first  ba.se  or  between  home  and  third 
base,  or  that  is  on  fair  ground  when  bounding  to  the  outfield  past 
first  or  third  base,  or  that  first  falls  on  fair  territory  beyond  first  or 
third  base,  or  that  while  on  or  over  fair  ground,  touches  the  person 
of  the  umpire  or  a  player  while  on  fair  ground. 

A  FOUL   HIT. 

Rule  45.  A  foul  hit  is  a  legally  batted  ball  that  settles  on  foul 
territory  between  home  and  first  base  or  home  and  third  base,  or 
that  bounds  past  first  or  third  base  on  foul  territory,  or  that  falls 
on  foul  territory  beyond  first  or  third  base,  or,  while  on  or  over 
fair  ground,  touches  the  person  of  the  umpire  or  a  player  while  on 
foul  ground. 

A  FOUL  TIP. 

Rule  46.  A  foul  tip  is  a  ball  batted  by  the  batsman  while 
standing  within  the  lines  of  his  position,  that  goes  sharp  and  direct 
from  the  bat  to  the  catcher's  hands  and  is  legally  caught, 

A  BUNT   HIT. 

Rule  47.  A  bunt  hit  is  a  legally  batted  ball,  not  swung  at,  but 
met  with  the  bat  and  tapped  slowly  within  the  infield  by  the  bats- 
man. If  the  attempt  to  bunt  result  in  a  foul  not  legally  caught,  a 
strike  shall  be  called  by  the  umpire. 

BALLS  BATTED  OUTSIDE  THE  GROUND. 

Rule  48.  Sec.  1.  When  a  batted  ball  passes  outside  the  ground 
or  into  a  stand  the  umpire  shall  decide  it  fair  or  foul  according  to 
where  it  disappears  from  the  umpire's  view. 

Sec.  2.  A  fair  batted  ball  that  goes  over  the  fence  or  into  a 
stand  shall  entitle  the  batsman  to  a  home  run,  unless  it  should 
pass  out  of  the  ground  or  into  a  stand  at  a  less  distance  than  two 
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hundred  and  thirty-five  (235)  feet  from  the  home  base,  in  which 
case  the  batsman  shall  be  entitled  to  two  bases  only.  The  point  at 
which  a  fence  or  stand  is  less  than  235  feet  from  the  home  base 
shall  be  plainly  indicated  by  a  white  or  black  sign  or  mark  for  the 
umpire's  guidance. 

STRIKES 

Rule  49.     A  strike  is: 

Sec.  1.  A  pitched  ball  struck  at  by  the  batsman  without  its 
touching  the  bat;  or, 

Sec.  2.  A  fair  ball  legally  delivered  by  the  pitcher  at  which  the 
batsman   does   not   strike. 

Sec.  3.  A  foul  hit  ball  not  caught  on  the  fly,  unless  the  bats- 
man has  two  strikes. 

Sec.  4.  An  attempt  to  bunt  which  results  in  a  foul  not  legally 
caught. 

Sec.  5.  A  pitched  ball,  at  which  the  batsman  strikes  but  misses 
and  which  touches  any  part  of  his  person. 

Sec.  6.  A  foul  tip,  held  by  the  catcher  while  standing  within 
the   lines   of   his   position. 

A   FOUL   STRIKE 

Rule  50.  A  foul  strike  is  a  ball  batted  by  the  batsman  when 
either  or  both  of  his  feet  are  upon  the  ground  outside  the  lines 
of  the   batsman's   position, 


WHEN    BATSMAN    IS   OUT 


Rule  51     The   batsman   is   out: 

Sec.  1.  If  he  fails  to  take  his  position  at  the  bat  in  the  order 
in  which  his  name  appears  on  the  batting  list,  unless  the  error 
be  discovered  and  the  proper  batsman  replace  him  he  becomes  a 
base-runner,  in  which  case  the  balls  and  strikes  called  must  be 
counted  in  the  time  "at  bat"  of  the  proper  batsman.  But  only  the 
proper  batsman  shall  be  declared  out  and  no  runs  shall  be  scored 
or  bases  run  because  of  any  act  of  the  improper  batsman.  Pro- 
vided, this  rule  shall  not  be  enforced  unless  the  out  be  declared  be- 
fore the  ball  be  delivered  to  the  succeeding  batsman.  Should  the 
batsman  declared  out  under  this  section  be  the  third  hand  out  and 
his  side  be  thereby  be  put  out,  the  proper  batsman  in  the  next  in- 
ning shall  be  the  player  who  would  have  come  to  bat  had  the 
players  been  put  out  by  ordinary  play  in  the   preceding  inning. 

Sec.  2.  If  he  fail  to  take  his  position  within  one  minute  after 
the   umpire   has   called  for   the  batsman. 

Sec.  3.  If  he  makes  a  foul  hit  other  than  a  foul  tip,  as  defined 
in  Rule  46,  and  the  ball  be  momentarily  held  by  a  fielder  before 
touching  the  ground;  provided,  it  be  not  caught  in  a  fielder's  cap, 
protector,  pocket  or  other  part  of  his  uniform,  or  strike  some  ob- 
ject other  than  a  fielder  before  being  caught. 

Sec.  4.     If  he  makes  a  foul  strike,  as  defined  in  Rule  50. 
Sec.   5.     If  he  attempt  to  hinder  the  catcher  from   fielding  or 
throwing   the   ball   by  stepping   outside   the   lines   of  the   batsman's 
position,  or  in  any  way  obstructing  or  interfering  with  that  player. 

Sec.  6.  If,  while  first  base  is  occupied  by  a  base-runner,  three 
strikes  be  called  on  him  by  the  umpire,  unless  two  men  are  already 
out. 

Sec.  7.  If,  while  attempting  a  third  strike,  the  ball  touch  any 
part  of  the  batsman'  person,  in  which  case  base-runner  occupying 
bases  shall  not  advance  as  prescribed  in  Rule  55,   Section  5. 
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Sec.  8.  If,  before  two  hands  are  out,  while  first  and  second,  or 
first,  second  and  third  bases  are  occupied,  he  hit  a  fly  ball,  other 
than  a  line  drive,  that  can  be  handled  by  an  infielder.  In  such 
case  the  umpire  shall,  as  soon  as  the  ball  be  hit,  declare  it  an  in- 
field or  outfield  hit. 

Sec.  9.  If  he  steps  from  one  batsman's  box  to  the  other  after 
the  pitcher  has   taken   his  position. 


Base-Running  Rules. 

LEGAL   ORDER   OF   BASES 

Ruie  52.  The  base-runner  must  touch  each  base  in  legal  order 
viz:  First,  second,  third  and  home  bases;  and  when  obliged  to  re- 
turn while  the  ball  is  in  play,  must  retouch  the  base  or  bases  in 
reverse  order.  He  can  only  require  the  right  to  a  base  by  touching 
it,  before  having  been  put  out,  and  shall  then  be  entitled  to  nolo! 
such  base  until  he  has  legally  touched  the  next  base  in  order  or 
has  been  legally  forced  to  vacate  it  for  the  succeeding  base-runner. 
However,  no  base-runner  shall  score  a  run  to  count  in  the  game 
ahead  of  the  base-runner  preceding  him  in  the  batting  order,  if 
there  be  such  preceding  base-runner  who  has  not  been  put  out  in 
that    inning. 

WHEN    THE    BATSMAN    BECOMES   A    BASE-RUNNER 

Rule  53.     The  batsman  becomes  a   base -runner  : 
Sec.  1.     Instantly  after  he  makes  a  fair  hit. 

Sec.  2.  Instantly  after  "Four  Bails''  have  been  called  by  the 
umpire. 

Sec.  3.  Instantly  after  "Three  Strikes'"  have  been  declared  by 
the  umpire. 

Sec.  4.  If,  without  making  any  attempt  to  strike  at  the  bail, 
his  person  or  clothing  be  hit  by  a  pitched  ball  unless,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  umpire,  he  plainly  makes  no  effort  to  get  out  of  the  way  of 
the  pitched  ball. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  catcher  interfere  with  him  in  or  prevent  him 
from  striking  at  a  pitched  ball. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  fair  hit  ball  strike  the  person  or  clothing  of  the 
umpire  or  a  base-runner  on  fair  ground. 

ENTITLED  TO   BASES. 

Rule  54.  The  base-runner  shall  be  entitled,  without  liability  to 
be  put  out,  to  advance  a  base  in  the  following  cases: 

Sec.  1.  If.  while  the  batsman,  he  becomes  a  base-runner  by 
reason  of  "Four  Balls"  or  for  being  hit  by  a  pitched  ball,  or  for 
being  interfered  with  by  the  catcher  in  strike  at  a  pitched  ball. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  umpire  awards  to  a  succeeding  batsman  a  base 
on  four  balls,  or  for  being  hit  by  a  pitched  ball,  or  being  interfered 
with  by  the  catcher  in  striking  at  a  pitched  bcMl  and  the  base- 
runner  be  thereby  forced  to  vacate  the  base  held  by  him. 

Sec.  3.     If  the  umpire  call  a  "Balk." 

Sec.  4.  If  a  ball  delivered  by  the  pitcher  pass  the  catcher  and 
touch  the  umpire  or  any  fence  or  building  within  ninety  (90)  feet 
of  the  home  base. 

Sec.  5.  If  he  be  prevented  from  making  a  base  bv  the  obstruc- 
tion of  a  fielder,  unless  the  latter  have  the  ball  in  his  hand  ready  to 
touch  the  base-runner 
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Sec.  6.  If  the  fielder  stop  or  catch  a  batted  ball  with  his  cap, 
glove  or  any  part  of  his  uniform,  while  detached  from  its  proper 
place  on  his  person. 

RETURNING  TO  BASES. 


Rule  55.     The    base-runner    shall    return    to    his    base    without 

liability  to  be  put  out: 

Sec.  1.     If  the  umpire  declares  any  f^ul  not  legally  caught.  % 

Sec.  2.     If  the  umpire  declares  a  foul  strike. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  umpire  declares  a  dead  ball,  unless  it  be  also  the 
fourth  unfair  ball,  and  he  be  thereby  forced  to  take  the  next  bare* 
as  provided  in  Rule  54,  Section  22. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  person  or  clothing1  of  the  umpire  interfere  with 
the  catcher  in  an  attempt  to  throw,  ^r  the  umpire  be  struck  by  a 
ball  thrown  by  the  catcher  or  other  fielder  to  intercept  a  base- 
runner. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  pitched  ball  at  which  the  batsman  strikes  bat 
misses,  touch  any  part  of  the  batsman's  person. 

Sec.  6.  In  any  and  all  of  these  cases  the  base-runner  is  not  re- 
quired to  touch  the  intervening  bases  in  /eturning  to  the  base  he  is 
legally  entitled  to. 


WHEN    BASE-RUNNERS  ARE  OUT. 


him 


Rule  56.     The  base-runner  is  out: 

Sec.  1.     If,   after  three  strikes  have  been   declared  against 
"while  the  batsman,   the  third  strike  ball  be  not  legally  caught  and 
he  plainly  attempts  to  hinder  the  catcher  from  fielding  the  ball. 

Sec.  2.  If,  having  made  a  fair  hit  while  batsman,  such  fair  hit 
ball  be  momentarily  held  by  a  fielder  before  touching  the  ground  or 
any  obect  other  than  a  fielder.  Provided,  it  be  not  caught  in  a 
fielder's  hat,  cap,  protector,  pocket  or  other  part  of  his  uniform. 

Sec.  3.  If,  when  the  umpire  has  declared  ' 'Three  Strikes"  on 
him  while  the  batsman,  the  third  strike  ball  be  momentarily  held  by 
a  fielder  before  touching  the  ground.  Provided,  it  be  not  caught  in 
a  fielder's  cap,  protector,  pocket  or  other  part  of  his  uniform.,  or 
touch  some  object  other  than  a  fielder  before  being  caught. 

Sec.  4.  If,  after  three  strikes  or  a  fair  hit,  he  be  touched  with 
the  bail  in  the  hand  of  a  fielder  before  he  shall  have  touched  first 
base. 

Sec.  5.  If,  after  three  strikes  or  a  fair  hit,  the  ball  be  securely 
held  by  a  fielder  while  touching  first  base  with  any  part  of  his  per- 
son before  such  base-runner  touch  first  base. 

Sec.  6.  If,  in  running  the  last  half  of  the  distance  from  home 
base  to  first  base,  while  the  ball  is  being  fielded  to  first  base,  he 
run  outside  the  three  feet  lines,  as  defined  in  Rule  7,  unless  he  do 
so  to  avoid  a  fielder  attempting  to  field  a  batted  ball. 

Sec.  7=  If  in  running  from  first  to  second  base,  from  second  to 
third  base,  or  from  third  to  home  base  he  run  more  than  three  feet 
from  a  direct  line  between  a  base  and  the  next  one  in  regular  or 
reverse  order  to  avoid  being  touched  by  a  ball  in  the  hands  of  a 
fielder.  But  in  case  a  fielder  be  occupying  a  base  runner's  proper 
path  in  attempting  to  field  a  batted  ball,  then  the  base-runner  shall 
run  out  of  direct  line  to  the  next  base  and  behind  said  fielder  and 
shall  not  be  declared  out  for  so  doing. 

Sec.  8.  If  he  fail  to  avoid  a  fielder  attempting  to  field  a  batted 
ball,  in  the  manner  described  in  Sections  6  and  7  of  this  rule,  or  in 
any  way  obstruct  a  fielder  in  attempting  to  field  a  batted  ball,  or  in- 
tentionally interfere  with  a  thrown  ball.  Provided,  that  if  two  or 
more  fielders  attempt  to  field  a  batted  ball,   and  the  base-runner 
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come  in  contact  with  one  or  more  of  them,  the  umpire  shall  deter- 
mine which  fielder  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  rule,  and  shall 
not  decide  the  base-runner  out  for  coming  in  contact  with  a  fielder 
other  than  the  one  the  umpire  determines  to  be  entitled  to  field  such 
batted  ball. 

Sec.  9.  If  at  any  time  while  the  ball  is  in  play,  he  be  touched 
by  the  ball  in  the  hands  of  a  fielder,  unless  some  part  of  his  person 
be  touching  the  base  he  is  entitled  to  occupy  Provided,  however, 
that  the  ball  be  held  by  the  fielder  after  touching  him,  unless  the 
base-runner  deliberately  knock  it  out  of  his  hand. 

Sec.  10.  If,  when  a  fair  or  foul  hit  ball  (other  than  a  foul  tip 
as  defined  in  Rule  46)  be  legally  caught  by  sl  fielder,  such  ball  b^ 
legally  held  by  a  fielder  on  the  base  occupied  by  the  base-runner 
when  such  ball  was  batted,  or  the  base-runner  be  touched  with  the 
ball  in  the  hands  of  a  fielder,  before  he  retouch  such  base  after 
such  fair  or  foul  hit  ball  was  so  caught.  Provided,  that  the  base- 
runner  shall  not  be  out  in  such  case,  if,  after  the  ball  was  legally 
caught  as  above,  it  be  delivered  to  the  bat  by  the  pitcher  before  the 
fielder  hold  it  on  said  base,  or  touch  the  base-runner  out  with  it; 
but  if  the  base-runner,  in  attempting  to  reach  a  base,  detach  it  from 
its  fastening  before  being  touched  or  forced  out,  he  shall  be  declared 
safe. 

Sec.  11.  If,  when  the  batsman  becomes  a  base-runner,  the  first 
base,  or  the  first  and  second  bases,  or  the  first,  second  and  third 
bases  be  occupied,  any  base-runner  so  occupying  a  base  shall  cease 
to  be  entitled  to  hold  it,  and  may  be  put  out  at  the  next  base  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  running  to  first  base,  or  by  being  touched  with 
the  ball  in  the  hands  of  a  fielder  at  any  time  before  any  base-runner 
following  him  in  the  batting  order  be  put  out,  unless  the  umpire 
should  decide  the  hit  of  the  batsman  to  be  an  infield  fly. 

Sec.  12.  If  a  fair  hit  ball  strike  him  before  touching  a  fielder, 
find  in  such  case  no  base  shall  be  run  unless  necessitated  by  the 
batsman  becoming  a  base-runner,  but  no  run  shall  be  scored  or  any 
other  base- runner  put  out  until  the  umpire  puts  the  ball  back  into 
play. 

Sec.  13.  If,  when  advancing  bases,  or  forced  to  return  to  a 
base,  while  the  ball  is  in  play^  he  fail  to  touch  the  intervening 
base,  or  bases,  if  any,  in  the  regular  or  reverse  order,  as  the  case 
may  be,  he  may  be  put  out  by  the  ball  being  held  by  a  fielder  on 
any  base  he  failed  to  touch,  or  by  being  touched  by  the  ball  in  the 
hands  of  a  fielder  in  the  same  manner  as  in  running  to  first  base. 
Provided,  that  the  base -runner  shall  not  be  out  in  such  case  if  the 
ball  be  delivered  to  the  bat  by  the  pitcher  before  the  fielder  hold  it 
on  said  base  or  touch  the  base-runner  with  it. 

Sec.  14.  If,  when  the  umpire  call  "Play"  after  the  suspension 
of  a  game,  he  fail  to  return  to  and  touch  the  base  he  occupied  when 
"Time"  was  called  before  touching  the  next  base.  Provided,  the 
base -runner  shall  not  be  out,  in  such  case,  if  the  ball  be  delivered  to 
the  bat  by  the  pitcher,  before  the  fielder  hold  it  on  said  base  or 
touch  the  base-runner  with  it. 

Sec.  15.  If,  with  one  or  no  one  out  and  a  base-runner  on  third 
base,  the  batsman  interferes  with  a  play  being  made  at  home  plate. 

Sec.  16.  If  he  pass  a  base-runner  who  is  caught  between  two 
bases,  he  shall  be  declared  out  immediately  upon  passing  the  pre- 
ceding base- runner. 

OVERRUNNING    FIRST  BASE. 

Sec.  17.  The  base-runner  in  running  to  first  base  may  overrun 
■said  base  after  touching  it  in  passing  without  incurring  liability  to 
be  out  for  being  off  said  base,  provided  he  return  at  once  and  re- 
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touch  the  base,  after  which  he  may  be  put  out  as  at  any  other 
base.  If,  after  overrunning  first  base,  he  turn  in  the  direction  of, 
or  attempt  to  run  to,  second  base,  before  returning  to  first  base,  he 
shall  forfeit  such  exemption  from  liability  to  be  put  out. 

Sec.  18.  If,  before  two  hands  are  out  and  while  third  base  is; 
occupied,  the  coacher  stationed  near  that  base  shall  run  in  the  di- 
rection of  home  base  on  or  near  the  base  line  while  a  fielder  is 
making  or  trying  to  make  a  play  on  a  batted  ball  not  caught  on  the 
fly,  or  on  a  thrown  ball,  and  thereby  draws  a  throw  to  home  base, 
the  base-runner  entitled  to  third  base  shall  be  declared  out  by  the 
umpire  for  the  coacher' s  interference  with  and  prevention  of  the 
legitimate  play. 

Sec.  19.  If  one  or  more  members  of  the  team  at  bat  stand  or 
collect  at  or  around  a  base  for  which  a  base-runner  is  trying,  there- 
by confusing  the  fielding  side  and  adding  to  the  difficulty  of  making 
such  play,  the  base- runner  shall  be  declared  out  for  the  interference 
of  his  team-mate  or  team-mates. 

Sec.  20.  If  he  touch  home  base  before  a  base-runner  preceding 
him  in  the  batting  order,  if  there  be  such  preceding  base-runner, 
lose  his  right  to  third  base. 

WHEN   UMPIRE  SHALL   DECLARE  AN   OUT. 

Rule  57.  The  umpire  shall  declare  the  batsman  or  base -runner 
out,  without  waiting  for  an  appeal  for  such  decision,  in  all  cases 
where  such  player.be  put  out  in  accordance  with  any  of  these  rules, 
except  Sections  13  and  17  of  Rule  56. 


COACHING   RULES. 


Rule  58.  The  coacher  shall  be  restricted  to  coaching  the  base 
runner  only,  and  shall  not  address  anyone  except  the  base-runner 
and  then  only  in  words  of  assistance  and  direction  in  running 
bases.  He  shall  not,  by  words  or  signs,  incite  or  try  to  incite  the 
spectators  to  demonstrations;  and  shall  not  use  language  which  will 
in  any  manner  refer  to  or  reflect  upon  a  player  of  the  opposite  club, 
the  umpire  or-  the  spectators.  Not  more  than  two  coaches,  who 
must  be  players  in  the  uniform  of  the  team  at  bat,  shall  be  allowed 
to  occupy  the  space  between  the  players'  and  the  coachers'  lines, 
one  near  first  and  the  other  near  third  base,  to  coach  base- runners. 
If  there  be  more  than  the  legal  number  of  coachejs  or  this  rule  be 
violated  in  any  respect  the  captain  of  the  opposite'  side  may  call  the 
attention  of  the  umpire  to  the  offense,  and  thereupon  the  umpire 
must  order  the  illegal  coacher  or  coachers  to  the  bench,  and  if  his 
order  be  not  obeyed  within  one  minute,  the  umpire  shall  assess  a 
fine  of  $5.00  against  each  offending  player,  and  upon  a  repetition  of 
the  offense,  the  offending  player  or  players  shall  be  debarred  from 
further  participation  in  the  game,  and  shall  leave  the  playing  field, 
forthwith 

THE  SCORING  OF  RUNS. 

Rule  59.  One  run  shall  be  scored  every  time  a  base-runner, 
after  having  legally  touched  the  first  three  bases,  shall  legally  touch 
the  home  base  before  three  men  are  put  out.  Provided,  however, 
that  if  he  reach  home  on  or  during  a  play  in  which  the  third  man 
be  forced  out  or  put  out  before  reaching  first  base,  a  run  shall  not 
count.  A  force  out  can  be  made  only  when  a  base-runner  legally 
loses  the  right  to  the  base  he  occupies  and  is  thereby  obliged  to- 
ad vance. 
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Umpire  and  His  Duties. 

POWER  TO    ENFORCE    DECISIONS. 

Rule  60.  The  umpire  is  the  representative  of  the  League  and 
as  such  is  authorized  and  required  to  enforce  each  section  of  this 
code.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  order  a  player,  captain  or  man- 
ager to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  act  which  in  his  judgment  is  necessary 
to  give  force  and  effect  to  one  or  all  these  rules,  and  to  inflict 
penalties  for  violations  of  the  "rules  as  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Rule  61.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  any  decision  of  the 
umpire  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  correct  in  his  conclusions  as 
to  whether  a  batted  ball  was  fair  or  foul,  a  base-runner  safe  or  out, 
a  pitched  ball  a  strike  or  a  ball,  or  on  any  other  play  involving  ac- 
curacy of  judgment,  and  no  decision  rendered  by  him  shall  be  re- 
versed, except  that  he  be  convinced  that  it  is  in  violation  of  ore  of 
these  rules.  The  captain  shall  alone  have  the  right  to  pretest 
against  a  decision  and  seek  its  reversal  on  a  claim  that  it  is  in  con- 
flict with  a  section  of  these  rules. 

MUST   NOT  QUESTION    DECISIONS. 

Rule  62.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  a  captain  or  player  dis- 
pute the  accuracy  of  the  umpire's  judgment  and  decision  on  a  play. 

CLUBS  CANNOT  CHANGE   UMPIRE. 

Rule  63.  The  umpire  cannot  be  changed  during  a  championship 
game  by  the  consent  of  the  contesting  clubs  unless  the  official  in 
charge  of  the  field  be  incapacitated  from  service  by  injury  or  illness. 

PENALTIES  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE   RULES. 

Rule  64.  In  all  cases  of  violation  of  these  rules,  by  either  a 
player  or  manager,  the  penalty  *****  shall 
lje        ************** 

prompt  removal  of  the  offender  from  the  game  and  grounds,  fol- 
lowed by  -a  period  of  such  suspension  from  actual  service  in  the 
club  as  the  president  of  the  League  may  fix.  In  the  event  of  re- 
moval of  player  or  manager  by  the  umpire,  he  shall  go  direct  to  the 
club  house  and  remain  there  during  progress  of  the  game,  or  leave 
the  grounds;  and  a  failure  to  do  so  will  warrant  a  forfeiture  of  the 
game  by  the  umpire,  (This  rule  shall  be  mandatory  in  the  major 
leagues,  but  in  minor  leagues  and  in  amateur  contests  a  fining  sys- 
tem  may  be  substituted.) 

UMPIRE  TO   REPORT  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE   RULES. 

Rule  65.  The  umpire  shall  within  twelve  hours  after  fining  or 
removing  a  player  from  the  game  forward  to  the  president  a  report 
of  the  penalty  inflicted  and  the  cause  therefor. 

Rule  66.  Immediately  upon  being  informed  by  the  umpire  that 
a  fine  has  been  imposed  upon  any  manager,  captain  or  player,  the 
president  shall  notify  the  person  so  fined  and  also  the  club  of  which 
he  is  a  member;  and,  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  person  so 
fined  to  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  league  the  amount  of  said  fine 
within  five  days  after  notice,  he  shall  be  debarred  from  participat- 
ing in  any  championship  game  or  from  sitting  on  a  players'  bench 
during  the  progress  of  a  championship  game  until  such  fine  be  paid. 

Rule  67.    When    the    offense    of    the    player    debarred   from    the 
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game  be  of  a  flagrant  nature,  such  as  the  use  of  obscene  language 
or  an  assault  upon  a  player  or  umpire,  the  umpire  shall  within  four 
hours  thereafter  forward  to  the  president  of  the  League  full  par- 
ticulars. 

WARNING  TO  CAPTAINS. 

Rule  68.  The  umpire  shall  notify  both  captains  before  the 
game,  and  in  the  presence  of  each  other,  that  all  the  playing  rules 
^vill  be  strictly  and  impartially  enforced,  and  warn  them  that  failure 
on  their  part  to  co-operate  in  such  enforcement  will  result  in  of- 
fenders being  fined,  and,  if  necessary  to  preserve  discipline,  de- 
barred from  the  game. 


ON  GROUND  RULES. 


Rule  69.  Before  the  commencement  of  a  game  the  umpire  shall 
see  that  the  rules  governing  all  the  materials  of  the  game  are 
strictly  observed.  He  shall  ask  the  captain  of  the  home  cluB 
whether  there  are  any  special  ground  rules,  and  if  there  be  he  shall 
acquaint  himself  with  them,  advise  the  captain  of  the  visiting  team 
of  their  scope  and  see  that  each  is  duly  enforced,  provided  that  it 
does  not  conflict  with  any  of  these  rules  and  are  acceptable  to  the 
captain  of  the  visiting  team.  If  the  latter  object  to  a  proposed 
ground  rule,  the  umpire  shall  have  authority  to  adopt  or  reject  it. 

OFFICIAL  ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

Rule  70.  The  umpire  shall  call  "Play"  at  the  hour  appointed 
for  the  beginning  of  a  game,  announce  "Time"  at  its  legal  inter- 
ruption, and  declare  "Game"  at  its  legal  termination. 

SUSPENSION   OF   PLAY. 

Rule  71.     The    umpire    shall    suspend    play    for    the    following 

causes: 

1.  If  rain  fall  so  heavily  as  to  cause  the  spectators  on  the  open 
field  and  open  stands  to  seek  shelter,  in  which  case  he  shall  note 
the  time  of  suspension,  and  should-  rain  fall  continuously  for  thirty 
minutes  thereafter  he  shall  terminate  the  game. 

2.  In  case  of  an  accident  which  incapacitates  him  or  a  player 
from  service  in  the  field,  or  in  order  to  remove  from  the  grounds 
any  player  or  spectator  who  has  violated  the  rules,  or  in  case  of 
fire,   panic  or  other  extraordinary  circumstances. 

CALL  OF  TIME. 

Rule  72.  In  suspending  play  from  any  legal  cause  the  umpii 
shall  call  "Time."  When  he  calls  "Time"  play  shall  be  suspended 
until  he  calls  "Play"  again,  and  during  the  interim  no  player  shall 
be  put  out,  base  be  run  or  run  be  scored.  "Time"  shall  not  be 
called  by  the  umpire  until  the  ball  be  held  by  the  pitcher  while 
standing  in  his  position. 

DECISIONS  ON    BALLS  AND  STRIKES. 

Rule  73.  The  umpire  shall  call  and  count  as  "a  ball"  any  un- 
fair ball  delivered  by  the  pitcher  to  the  batsman.  He  shall  also 
call  and  count  as  a  "strike"  any  fairly  delivered  ball  which  passes 
over  any  portion  of  the  home  base,  and  within  the  batsman's  legal 
range  as  defined  in  Rule  31,  whether  struck  at  or  not  by  the  bats- 
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man;  or  a  foul  tip  Which  is  caught  by  the  catcher  standing  within 
the  lines  of  his  position,  within  ten  feet  of  the  home  base,  or  which, 
after  being  struck  at  and  not  hit,  strikes  the  person  of  the  bats- 
man; or  when  the  ball  be  bunted  foul  by  the  batsman;  or  any  foul 
hit  ball  not  caught  on  the  fly  unless  the  batsman  has  two  strikes; 
provided,  however,  that  a  pitched  ball  shall  not  be  called  or  counted 
a  "ball"  or  "strike"  by  the  umpire  until  it  has  passed  the  home 
plate. 

Rule  74.  If  but  one  umpire  be  assigned,  his  duties  and  juris- 
diction shall  extend  to  all  points,  and  he  shall  be  permitted  to  take 
his  stand  in  any  part  of  the  field  that  in  his  opinion  will  best  enable 
him  to  discharge  his  duties. 

FIELD   RULES. 

Rule  75.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  upon  any  part  of  the  field 
during  the  progress  of  a  game  except  the  players  in  uniform,  the 
manager  of  each  side,  the  umpire,  such  officers  of  the  law  as  may 
be  present  in  uniform,  and  such  watchmen  of  the  home  club  as 
may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  peace. 

Rule  76.  No  manager,  captain  or  player  shall  address  the  spec- 
tators during  a  game  except  in  reply  to  a  request  for  information 
about  the  progress  or  state  of  the  game. 

Rule  77.  Every  club  shall  furnish  sufficient  police  force  to  pre- 
serve order  upon  its  own  grounds,  and  in  the  event  of  a  crowd 
entering  the  field  during  the  progress  of  a  game,  and  interfering 
with  the  play  in  any  manner,  the  visiting  club  may  refuse  to  play 
until  the  field  be  cleared.  If  the  field  be  not  cleared  within  15  min- 
utes thereafter,  the  visiting  club  may  claim  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  game  by  a  score  of  nine  runs  to  none  (no  matter  what  num- 
ber of  innings  has  been  played). 

GENERAL   DEFINITIONS. 

Rule  78.  "Play"  is  the  order  of  the  umpire  to  begin  the  game 
or  to  resume  it  after  suspension. 

Rule  79.  "Time"  is  the  order  of  the  umpire  to  suspend  play. 
Such  suspension  must  not  extend  beyond  the  day. 

Kule  80.  "Game"  is  the  announcement  of  the  umpire  that  the 
game  is  terminated. 

Rule  81.  "An  inning"  is  the  term  at  bat  of  the  nine  players 
representing  a  club  in  a  game  and  is  completed  when  three  of  such 
players  have  been  legally  put  out. 

Ruie  82.  "A  Time  at  Bat"  is  the  term  at  bat  of  a  batsman.  It 
begins  when  he  takes  his  position,  and  continues  until  he  is  put  out 
or  becomes  a  base-runner.  But  a  time  at  bat  shall  not  be  charged 
against  a  batsman  who  is  awarded  first  base  by  the  umpire  for 
being  hit  by  a  pitched  ball,  or  on  called  balls,  or  when  he  makes  a' 
sacrifice  hit,   or  for  interference  by  the  catcher. 

Rule  83.  "Legal"  or  "Legally"  signifies  as  required  by  these 
rules. 


The  Scoring  Rules 

Rule  84.  To  promote  uniformity  in  scoring  championship 
games,  the  following  instructions  are  given  and  suggestions  and 
definitions  made  for  the  guidance  of  scorers,  and  they  are  required 
to  make  all  scores  in  accordance  therewith: 
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THE   BATSMAN'S   RECORD. 

Rule  85.  Sec.  1.  The  first  item  in  the  tabulated  score,  after 
the  player's  name  and  position,  shall  be  the  number  of  times  he  has 
been  at  bat  during  the  game,  but  the  exceptions  made  in  Rule  82 
must  not  be  included. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  second  column  shall  be  set  down  the  runs,  If 
any,  made  by  each  player. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  third  column  shall  be  placed  the  first  base  hits, 
if  any,  made  by  each  player. 

THE  SCORING   OF   BASE   HITS. 

Sec.  4.'    A  base  hit  shall  be  scored  in  the  following  cases: 

When  the  ball  from  the  bat  strikes  the  ground  on  or  within  the 
foul  lines  and  out  of  the  reach  of  the  fielders. 

When  a  fair  hit  ball  is  partially  or  wholly  stopped  by  a  fielder 
in  motion,  but  such  player  cannot  recover  himself  in  time  to  field 
the  ball  to  first  before  the  striker  reaches  that  base  or  to  force  out 
another  base-runner. 

When  the  ball  be  hit  with  such  force  to  an  infielder  or  pitcher 
that  he  cannot  handle  it  in  time  to  put  out  the  batsman  or  force 
out  a  base-runner.  In  a  case  of  doubt  over  this  class  of  hits,  a 
base  hit  should  be  scored  and  the  fielder  exempted  from  the  charge 
of  an  error. 

When  the  ball  is  hit  so  slowly  toward  a  fielder  that  he  cannot 
handle  it  in  time  to  put  out  the  batsman  or  force  out  a  base- 
runner. 

In  all  cases  where  a  base-runner  is  retired  by  being  hit  by  a 
batted  ball,  unless  batted  by  himself,  the  batsman  should  be  credited 
with  a  base  hit. 

When  a  batted  ball  hits  the  person  or  clothing  of  the  umpire, 
as  defined  in  Rule  53,  Section  6.  ~ 

In  no  case  shall  -a  base  hit  be  scored  when  a  base-runner  is 
forced  out  by  the  play. 

SACRIFICE   HITS. 

Sec.  5.     Sacrifice  hits  shall  be  placed  in  the  Summary. 

A  sacrifice  hit  shall  be  credited  to  the  batsman  who,  when  no 
one  is  out  or  when  but  one  man  is  out,  advances  a  runner  a  base 
by  a  bunt  hit,  which  results,  in  the  batsman  being  put  out  before 
reaching  first,  or  would  so  result  if  it  were  handled  without  error. 

A  sacrifice  hit  shall  also  be  credited  to  a  batsman  who,  when  no 
one  is  out  or  when  but  one  man  is  out,  hits  a  fly  ball  that  is  caught 
but  results  in  a  run  being  scored,  or  would  in  the  judgment  of  the 
scorer  so  result  if  caught. 

FIELDING   RECORDS. 

Sec.  6.  The  number  of  opponents,  if  any,  put  out  by  e&ch 
player  shall  be  set  down  in  the  fourth  column.  Where  the  batsman 
i^'  given  out  by  the  umpire  for  a  foul  strike,  or  fails  to  bat  in 
proper  order,  or  is  declared  out  on  third  bunt  strike,  the  put-out 
shall  be  scored  to  the  catcher.  In  cases  of  the  base-runner  being 
declared  "out"  for  interference,  running  out  of  line,  or  on  an  infield 
fly,  the  "out"  should  be  credited  to  the  player  who  would  have 
made  the  play  but  for  the  action  of  the  base-runner  or  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  umpire. 
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Sec.  7.  The  number  of  times,  if  any,  each  player  assists  in 
putting  out  an  opponent  shall  be  set  down  in  the  fifth  column.  As 
assist  should  be  given  to  each  player  who  handles  the  ball  in  aiding 
in  a  run-out  or  any  other  play  of  the  kind,  except  the  one  who  com- 
pletes it. 

An  assist  should  be  given  to  a  player  who  makes  a  play  in  time 
to  put  a  runner  out,  even  if  the  player  who  could  complete  the  play 
fails,  through  no  fault  of  the  assisting  player. 

And  generally  an  assist  should  be  given  to  each  player  who 
handles  or  assists  in  any  manner  in  handling  the  ball  from  the  time 
it  leaves  the  bat  until  it  readies  the  player  who  makes  the  put- out, 
or  in  case  of  a  thrown  ball,  to  each  player  who  throws  or  handles  it 
cleanly,  and  in  such  a  way  that  a  put -out  results,  or  would  result 
if  no  error  were  made  by  a  team-mate. 

Assists  should  be  credited  to  every  player  who  handles  the  ball 
in  the  play  which  results  in  a  base-runner  being  called  '"out"  for 
interference  or  for  running  out  of  line. 

A  double  play  sball  mean  any  two  continuous  put-outs  that  take 
place  between  the  time  the  bail  leaves  the  pitcher's  hands  until  it 
is  returned  to  him  again  standing  in  the  pitcher's  box. 

ERRORS. 

Sec.  8.  An  error  shall  be  given  in  the  sixth  column  for  each 
misplay  which  prolongs  the  time  at  bat  of  the  batsman  or  allows  a 
base -runner  to  make  one  or  more  bases  when  perfect  play  would 
have  insured  his  being  put  out.  But  a  base  on  balls,  a  base  awarded 
to  a  batsman  by  being  struck  by  a  pitched  ball,  an  illegal  pitch,  a 
balk,  a  passed  ball  or  a  wild  pitch,  unless  such  wild  pitch  or  passed 
ball  be  on  the  third  strike  and  allow  the  batter  to  reach  first  base, 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  sixth  column.  In  case  of  a  wild  pitch 
or  passed  ball  allowing  the  batter  to  reach  first  base,  the  pitcher  or 
the  catcher,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  charged  with  an  error. 

An  error  shall  not  be  charged  against  the  catcher  for  a  wild 
throw  in  an  attempt  to  prevent  a  stolen  base,  unless  the  base- 
runner  advance  an  extra  base  because  of  the  error. 

An  error  shall  not  be  scored  against  the  catcher  or  an  infielder 
who  attempts  to  complete  a  double  play,  unless  the  throw  be  so 
wild  that  an  additional  base  be  gained. 

In  case  a  base-runner  advance  a  base  through  the  failure  of  a 
baseman  to  stop  or  try  to  stop  a  ball  accurately  thrown  to  his  base, 
the  latter  shall  be  charged  with  an  error  and  not  the  player  who 
made  such  throw,  provided  there  was  occasion  for  it.  If  such  throw 
be  made  to  second  base,  the  scorer  shall  determine  whether  the 
second  baseman  or  shortstop  shall  be  charged  with  an  error. 

In  event  of  a  fielder  dropping  a  fly  but  recovering  the  ball  in 
time  to  force  a  batter  at  another  base,  he  shall  be  exempted  from 
an  error,  the  play  being  scored  as  a  "force-out." 

STOLEN   BASES. 

Sec.  9.  A  stolen  base  shall  be  credited  to  the  base-runner 
whenever  he  advances  a  base  unaided  by  a  base  hit,  a  put-out,  a 
fielding  or  a  battery  error,  subject  to  the  following  exceptions: 

In  event  of  a  double  steal  being  attempted  from  bases  one  and 
two  to  bases  two  and  three,  where  either  is  thrown  out,  the  other 
shall  not  be  credited  with  a  stolen  base. 

In  event  of  a  base-runner  being  touched  out  after  sliding  over  a 
base,  he  shall  not  be  regarded  as  having  stolen  the  base  in  question. 

In   event   of  a   palpable   muff   of  a   ball   thrown    by  the  catcher,

when  the  base-runner  is  clearly  blocked,  the  Infielder  making  the 
muff  shall  be  charged  with  an  error  and  the  base-runner  shall  no1 
be  credited  with  a  stolen  base.

Cincinnati,  in  1869,  first  introduced  the  present  style  of  uniform, 
and  was  the  first  team  to  wear  short,  knee  pants. 

The  privilege  of  batters  calling  for  a  high  or  low  ball  discon- 
tinued 1886. 

In  1835  a  batter  had  four  strikes.  It  lasted  but  one  year,  when 
the  old  rule  of  three  strikes  again  was  the  rule. 

In  1880  the  old  National  association  permitted  a  batter  to  use 
a  square  bat  as  well  as  a  round  one. 

The  captain  of  the  home  team  was  given  permission  in  1886  to 
say  who  went  to  bat  first  and  whether  the  grounds  were  fit  to 
play  on. 

In  1884  pitcher  permitted  to  pitch  overhand,  or  any  style  he 
wished. 

Prior  to  1886  when  a  ball  was  lost,  the  umpire  gave  the  team 
five  minutes  to  recover  same  before  he  put  a  new  ball  in  play.  The 
umpire  was  not  allowed  to  throw  an  old  ball  which  was  out  of 
shape    or   ripped   except   in   even   innings. 

A  rule  was  presented  and  put  in  force  in  1886  which  gave  the 
umpire  permission  to  put  a  new  ball  in  play  at  any  time. 
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
